i'  TT  is  a  most  invaluable  part  of  that 
J-  blessed  '  liberty  wherewith  Christ  hath 
made  us  free ' — that,  in  his  worship,  differ- 
ent forms  and  usages  may  without  offence 
be  allowed,  provided  the  substance  of  the 
faith  be  kept  entire ;  and  that,  in  every 
Church,  what  cannot  be  clearly  deter- 
mined to  belong  to  doctrine  must  be  re- 
ferred to  discipline;  and,  therefore,  by  com- 
mon consent  and  authority  may  be  altered, 
abridged,  enlarged,  amended,  or  other- 
wise disposed  of,  as  may  seem  most  con- 
venient for  the  edification  of  the  people, 
'  according  to  the  various  exigencies  of 
times  and  occasions.'  "* 

The  Church  of  England,  and  the  Pro- 
testant Episcopal  Church  in  the  United  States 
of  America,  in  the  Prefaces  to  their  re- 
spective Books  of  Common  Prayer,  have

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declared  "  the  necessity  and  expediency  of 
occasional  alterations  and  amendments" 
in  Forms  of  Public  Worship;  indeed, 
upon  the  principles  they  have  laid  down, 
"  it  cannot .  but  be  supposed  that  further 
alterations  would  in  time  be  found  expe- 
dient." By  the  Church  of  England,  athe 
Liturgy,  in  sundry  particulars,  hath  been 
reviewed,  altered  and  amended  about 
eight  different  times,  from  its  first  publica- 
tion, according  to  act  of  parliament  in 
1594;  and  its  last  review  was  in  1661,  as 
it  now  stands,  according  to  the  Act  of 
Uniformity"  By  the  Protestant  Episcopal 
Church  in  the  United  States  of  America,  the 
Book  of  Common  Prayer  has  been  twice 
revised;  in  1785,  when  the  "Proposed 
Book  "  was  adopted  in  Convention,*  and 
sent  to  England  as  a  basis  for  securing  the 
Episcopate  ;f  and  in  1789,  when  the  pre- 
sent Book  of  that  Church  was  adopted  and 
set  forth  for  use. 

On  the  13th  of  September,  1689,  "  a 
commission  for  a  further  review  of  the

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Liturgy  and  Canons,  etc.,  was  issued  out  to 
a  number  of  bishops  and  other  divines ; 
'  than  whom  (it  hath  been  truly  acknowl- 
edged) the  Church  of  England  was  never, 
at  any  one  time,  blessed  with  either  wiser 
or  better,  since  it  was  a  Church.' " 

The  chief  matters  proposed  for  a  review 
at  that  time,  will  be  found  in  the  Preface 
to  the  "Prayer  Book  of  1785."  "  Mat- 
ters were  well  considered,  freely  and 
calmly  debated ;  and  all  was  digested  into 
one  entire  correction  of  everything  that 
seemed  liable  to  any  just  objection.  But 
this  great  and  good  work  miscarried  at 
that  time;"  and  the  Protestant  Episcopal 
Church  having,  in  1789,  retreated  from  the 
position  taken  by  the  Convention  of  1785, 
the  Prayer  Books  of  the  two  Churches 
remain  substantially  unrevised. 

"When,  however,  in  the  course  of  Di- 
vine Providence,  a  way  was  opened  for  a 
revision  of  the  Liturgy  and  Offices,  that 
should  more  fully  harmonize  them  with 
the  clear  teachings  of  the  Word  of  God, 
as  enunciated  by  the  Protestant  Reform- 
ers, The  Reformed   Episcopal  Church 
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"  could  not  but,  with  gratitude  to  God, 
embrace  the  happy  occasion  which  was 
offered  to  them,  (uninfluenced  and  unre- 
strained by  any  worldly  authority  whatso- 
ever,)" to  establish  such  alterations  and 
amendments  therein  as  they  deemed  ne- 
cessary and  expedient. 

It  seems  unnecessary  to  enumerate  all 
the  different  alterations  and  amendments, 
among  which  will  be  found  most  of  those 
sanctioned  by  "the  great  divines  of  1689." 
They  will  readily  appear,  and  the  reason 
of  them  also,  upon  a  comparison  of  this 
Book  with  that  of  the  Church  of  England; 
with  the  "Prayer  Book  of  1785,"  upon 
which  this  revision  is  chiefly  based ;  and 
with  the  present  Book  of  the  Protestant 
Episcopal  Church  in  the  United  States  of 
America,  ratified  in  1789. 

The  principles  on  which  this  revision 
has  been  conducted,  are  set  forth  in  the 
"  Declaration  of  Principles  of  the  Re- 
formed Episcopal  Church"  adopted  De- 
cember 2d,  1873.  It  is  hoped  that  this 
Book,  as  now  set  forth  for  use,  will  be 
received  by  every  "  member  of  our  Church 
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and  every  sincere  Christian,  with  a  meek, 
candid,  and  charitable  frame  of  mind, 
without  prejudice  or  prepossessions ;  seri- 
ously considering  what  Christianity  is,  and 
what  the  truths  of  the  Gospel  are ;  and 
earnestly  beseeching  Almighty  God  to  ac- 
company with  his  blessing  every  endea- 
vor for  promulgating  them  to  mankind 
in  the  clearest,  plainest,  most  affecting, 
and  majestic  manner,  for  the  sake  of  Jesus 
Christ,  our  blessed  Lord  and  Saviour." 


DECLARATION  OP  PRINCIPLES 

OP  THE 

REFORMED  EPISCOPAL  CHURCH. 
Adopted  December  2d,  1873. 


I. 

The  Reformed  Episcopal  Church,  holding  "  the  faith 
once  delivered  unto  the  saints,"  declares  its  belief  in  the 
Holy  Scriptures  of  the  Old  and  New  Testaments  as  the 
Word  of  God,  and  the  sole  Rule  of  Faith  and  Practice; 
in  the  Creed  "commonly  called  the  Apostles'  Creed;" 
in  the  Divine  institution  of  the  Sacraments  of  Baptism 
and  the  Lord's  Supper;  and  in  the  doctrines  of  grace 
substantially  as  they  are  set  forth  in  the  Thirty-nine 
Articles  of  Religion. 

II. 
This  Church  recognizes  and  adheres  to  Episcopacy, 
not  as  of  divine  right,  but  as  a  very  ancient  and  desirable 
form  of  church  polity. 

III. 
This  Church,  retaining  a  Liturgy  which  shall  not  be 
imperative  or  repressive  of  freedom  in  prayer,  accepts 
the  Book  of  Common  Prayer,  as  it  was  revised,  proposed, 
and  recommended  for  use  by  the  General  Convention  of 
the  Protestant  Episcopal  Church,  A.  D.  1785,  reserving 
full  liberty  to  alter,  abridge,  enlarge,  and  amend  the 
same,  as  may  seem  most  conducive  to  the  edification  of 
the  people,  "  provided  that  the  substance  of  the  faith  be 
kept  entire." 

IV. 
This  Church  condemns  and  rejects  the  following  erro- 
neous and  strange  doctrines  as  contrary  to  God's  Word; 
First,  That  the  Church  of  Christ  exists  only  in  one 
order  or  form  of  ecclesiastical  polity : 

Second,  That  Christian  ministers  are  "priests"  in 
another  sense  than  that  in  which  all  believers  are  "a 
royal  priesthood :" 

Third,  That  the  Lord's  Table  is  an  altar  on  which  the 
oblation  of  the  Body  and  Blood  of  Christ  is  offered  anew 
to  the  Father : 

Fourth,  That  the  Presence  of  Christ  in  the  Lord's  Sup- 
per is  a  presence  in  the  elements  of  Bread  and  Wine : 

Fifth,  That  Regeneration  is  inseparably  connected 
with  Baptism.

TITLE  I. 

Canon  12.— Of  the  Use  of  the  Praycr-B    fc. 

I  I.  On  occasions  of  public  worship,  invariably 
on  the  ni^rnino:  of  the  Lord's  day.  commonly  called 
Sunday,  and  at  other  times  at  the  discretion  of  the 
Minister,  the  Prayer-Book  set  forth  at  any  time  by 
the  General  Council  is  to  be  used  in  the  congrega- 
tions of  this  Church  :  Provided,  thai  nothing  in  this 
Canon  is  to  be  understood  as  precluding  extempore 
prayer  before  or  after  sermons,  or  on  emergent 
occasions. 

I  II.  Congregations  in  the  Dominion  of  Canada, 
and  in  other  countries,  shall  have  liberty  to  insert 
such  Prayers  and  Tersieles  in  the  Service  as  are 
most  accordant  with  their  respective  forms  of  civil 
government  ;  and  such  prayers  for  those  in  autho- 
rity may  take  the  place  of  those  in  use  in  the  United 
States  :  Provided,  that  no  printed  matter  shall  be 
inserted  in  the  printed  Morning  Service,  until  it 
has  been  approved  by  the  Standing  Committee  on 
Poctrine  and  Worship  oi  the  General  Council.

f  The  Minister  shall  begin  the  Morning  Prayer 
by  reading  one  or  more  of  the  following  Sen- 
tences.

himself  to  have  truly  repented  and  amended  his 
former  evil  life,  that  the  Congregation  may 
thereby  be  satisfied ;  and  that  he  hath  recom- 
pensed the  parties  to  whom  he  hath  done  wrong ; 
or  at  least  declare  himself  to  be  in  full  purpose 
to  do  so,  as  soon  as  he  conveniently  may. 

fl  The  same  order  shall  the  Minister  use  with  those 
betwixt  whom  he  perceiveth  malice  and  hatred 
to  reign. 

fl  In  conducting  this  Service,  except  when  kneel- 
ing, the  Minister  shall  face  the  people. 

Note.  The  act  and  prayer  of  consecration  do 
not  change  the  nature  of  the  elements,  but 
merely  set  them  apart  for  a  holy  use  :  and  the 
reception  of  them  in  a  kneeling  posture  is  not  an 
act  of  adoration  of  the  elements.

For  this,  Thou 
shalt  not  commit  adultery,  Thou  shalt  not 
kill,  Thou  shalt  not  steal,  Thou  shalt  not 
bear  false  witness,  Thou  shalt  not  covet ; 
and  if  there  be  any  other  commandment, 
it  is  briefly  comprehended  in  this  saying, 
namely,  Thou  shalt  love  thy  neighbor  as 
thyself.

Let  us  walk 
honestly,  as  in  the  day;  not  in  rioting 
and  drunkenness,  not  in  chambering  and 
wantonness,  not  in  strife  and  envying.

OD,  who  at  sundry  times  and  in  divers 
manners  spake  in  time  past  unto  the

days  spoken  unto  us  by  his  Son,  whom  he 
hath  appointed  heir  of  all  things,  by  whom 
also  he  made  the  worlds ;  who  (being  the 
brightness  of  his  glory,  and  the  express 
image  of  his  person,  and  upholding  all 
things  by  the  word  of  his  power),  when 
'  he  had  by  himself  purged  our  sins,  sat 
down  on  the  right  hand  of  the  Majesty 
on  high;  being  made  so  much  better  than 
the  angels,  as  he  hath  by  inheritance 
obtained  a  more  excellent  name  than  they. 
For  unto  which  of  the  angels  said  he  at 
any  time,  Thou  art  my  Son,  this  day  have 
I  begotten  thee?  And  again,  I  will  be  to 
him  a  Father,  and  he  shall  be  to  me  a 
Son?  And  again,  when  he  bringeth  in 
the  First-begotten  into  the  world,  he 
saith,  And  let  all  the  angels  of  God  wor- 
ship him.  And  of  the  angels  he  saith, 
"Who  maketh  his  angels  spirits,  and  his 
ministers  a  flame  of  fire.  But  unto  the 
Son  he  saith,  Thy  throne,  0  God,  is  for 
ever  and  ever ;  a  sceptre  of  righteousness 
is  the  sceptre  of  thy  kingdom.  Thou 
hast  loved  righteousness,  and  hated  ini- 
quity; therefore  God,  even  thy  God,  hath 
anointed  thee  with  the  oil  of  gladness 
above  thy  fellows.  And,  Thou,  Lord,  in 
the  beginning  hast  laid  the  foundation  of 
the  earth ;  and  the  heavens  are  the  works 
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of  thine  hands:  they  shall  perish,  but 
thou  remainest;  and  they  all  shall  wax 
old  as  doth  a  garment;  and  as  a  vesture 
shalt  thou  fold  them  up,  and  they  shall  be 
changed;  but  thou  art  the  same,  and  thy 
years  shall  not  fail.

IX  the  beginning  was  the  Word,  and  the 
"Word  was  with  God,  and  the  "Word 
was  God.  The  same  was  in  the  begin- 
ning with  God.  All  things  were  made 
by  him;  and  without  him  was  not  any- 
thing made  that  was  made.  In  him  was 
life,  and  the  life  was  the  light  of  men. 
And  the  light  shineth  in  darkness,  and 
the  darkness  comprehended  it  not.  There 
was  a  man  sent  from  God,  whose  name 
was  John.  The  same  came  for  a  witness, 
to  bear  witness  of  the  Light,  that  all  men 
through  him  might  believe.  He  was  not 
that  Light,  but  was  sent  to  bear  witness 
of  that  Light.

were  born,  not  of  blood,  nor  of  the  will 
of  the  flesh,  nor  of  the  will  of  man,  but 
of  G-ocl.  And  the  "Word  was  made  flesh, 
and  dwelt  among  us,  (and  we  beheld  his 
glory,  the  glory  as  of  the  Only-begotten  of 
the  Father,)  full  of  grace  and  truth.

NO W  I  say,  that  the  heir,  as  long  as  he 
is  a  child,  difTereth  nothing  from  a 
servant,  though  he  be  lord  of  all ;  but  is 
under  tutors  and  governors,  until  the 
time  appointed  of  the  father.  Even  so 
we,  when  we  were  children,  were  in  bon- 
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dage  under  the  elements  of  the  world; 
but  when  the  fullness  of  the  time  was 
come,  God  sent  forth  his  Son,  made  of  a 
woman,  made  under  the  Law,  to  redeem 
them  that  were  under  the  Law,  that  we 
might  receive  the  adoption  of  sons.  And 
because  ye  are  sons,  G-od  hath  sent  forth 
the  Spirit  of  his  Son  into  your  hearts, 
crying,  Abba,  Father.  Wherefore  thou 
art  no  more  a  servant,  but  a  son  ;  and  if 
a  son,  then  an  heir  of  God,  through  Christ. 

the  gospel.     St.  Matt,  i,  18. 

THE  birth  of  Jesus  Christ  was  on  this 
wise.  "When  as  his  mother  Mary  was 
espoused  to  Joseph,  before  they  came 
together,  she  was  found  with  child  of  the 
Holy  Ghost.  Then  Joseph  her  husband, 
being  a  just  man,  and  not  willing  to  make 
her  a  public  example,  was  minded  to  put 
her  away  privily.  But  while  he  thought 
on  these  things,  behold,  the  angel  of  the 
Lord  appeared  unto  him  in  a  dream, 
saying,  Joseph,  thou  son  of  David,  fear 
not  to  take  unto  thee  Mary  thy  wife ;  for 
that  which  is  conceived  in  her  is  of  the 
Holy  Ghost.  And  she  shall  bring  forth  a 
son,  and  thou  shalt  call  his  name  JESUS  ; 
for  he  shall  save  his  people  from  their 
sins.  (Now  all  this  was  done,  that  it 
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might  be  fulfilled  wliich  was  spoken  of 
the  Lord  by  the  prophet,  saying,  Behold, 
a  virgin  shall  be  with  child,  and  shall 
bring  forth  a  son,  and  they  shall  call  his 
name  Emmanuel,  which,  being  interpreted, 
is,  God  with  us.)  Then  Joseph  being 
raised  from  sleep  did  as  the  angel  of  the 
Lord  had  bidden  him,  and  took  unto  him 
his  wife ;  and  knew  her  not  till  she  had 
brought  forth  her  first-born  son  :  and  he 
called  his  name  JESUS.

ALMIGHTY  God,  who  madest  thy 
blessed  Son  to  be  circumcised,  and 
obedient  to  the  Law  for  man ;  Grant  us 
the  true  Circumcision  of  the  Spirit;  that, 
our  hearts,  and  all  our  members,  being 
mortified  from  all  worldly  and  carnal 
lusts,  we  may  in  all  things  obey  thy  blessed 
will;  through  the  same  thy  Son  Jesus 
Christ  our  Lord.     Amen. 

the  epistle.     Bom.  iv,  8. 

BLESSED  is  the  man  to  whom  the  Lord 
will   not  impute   sin.      Cometh  this 
blessedness  then  upon  the  Circumcision 
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only,  or  upon  the  Uncircumcision  also? 
For  we  say,  that  faith  was  reckoned  to 
Abraham  for  righteousness.  How  was  it 
then  reckoned  ?  when  he  was  in  circum- 
cision, or  in  uncircumcision  ?  !Not  in 
circumcision,  hut  in  uncircumcision.  And 
he  received  the  sign  of  circumcision,  a  seal 
of  the  righteousness  of  the  faith  which  he 
had,  yet  being  uncircumcised;  that  he 
might  be  the  father  of  all  them  that  be- 
lieve, though  they  be  not  circumcised;  that 
righteousness  might  be  imputed  unto  them 
also:  and  the  father  of  circumcision  to 
them  who  are  not  of  the  Circumcision  only, 
but  also  walk  in  the  steps  of  that  faith  of 
our  father  Abraham,  which  he  had  being 
yet  uncircumcised.  For  the  promise, 
that  he  should  be  the  heir  of  the  world, 
was  not  to  Abraham,  or  to  his  seed, 
through  the  Law,  but  through  the  right- 
eousness of  faith.  For  if  they  which  are 
of  the  Law  be  heirs,  faith  is  made  void, 
and  the  promise  made  of  none  effect. 

the  gospel.     St  Luke,  ii,  15. 

AXD  it  came  to  pass,  as  the  angels  were 
gone  away  from   them  into  heaven, 
the  shepherds  said  one  to  another,  Let  us 
now   go  even  unto  Bethlehem,  and  see 
this  thing  which  is  come  to  pass,  which 
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the  Lord  hath  made  known  unto  us. 
And  they  came  with  haste,  and  found 
Mary  and  Joseph,  and  the  hahe  lying  in 
a  manger.  And  when  they  had  seen  it, 
they  made  known  abroad  the  saying 
which  was  told  them  concerning  this 
child.  And  all  they  that  heard  it  won- 
dered at  those  things  which  were  told 
them  by  the  shepherds.  But  Mary 
kept  all  these  things,  and  pondered  them 
in  her  heart.  And  the  shepherds  returned, 
glorifying  and  praising  God  for  all  the 
things  that  they  had  heard  and  seen,  as  it 
was  told  unto  them.  And  when  eight 
days  were  accomplished  for  the  circum- 
cising of  the  child,  his  name  was  called 
JESUS,  which  was  so  named  of  the  angel 
before  he  was  conceived  in  the  womb.

FOR  this  cause,  I  Paul,  the  prisoner  of 
Jesus  Christ  for  you  Gentiles ;  if  ye 
have  heard  of  the  dispensation  of  the 
grace  of  God,  which  is  given  me  to  you- 
ward :  How  that  by  revelation  he  made 
known  unto  me  the  mystery  (as  I  wrote 
afore  in  few  words,  whereby,  when  ye 
read,  ye  may  understand  my  knowledge* 
in  the  mystery  of  Christ)  which  in  other 
ages  was  not  made  known  unto  the  sons 
of  men,  as  it  is  now  revealed  unto  his 
holy  Apostles  and  Prophets  by  the  Spirit ; 
that  the  Gentiles  should  be  fellow  heirs, 
and  of  the  same  body,  and  partakers  of 
his  promise  in  Christ,  by  the  Gospel : 
whereof  I  was  made  a  minister,  accord- 
ing to  the  gift  of  the  grace  of  God  given 
unto  me  *by  the  effectual  working  of  his 
power.  Unto  me,  who  am  less  than  the 
least  of  all  saints,  is  this  grace  given,  that 
I  should  preach  among  the  Gentiles  the 
unsearchable  riches  of  Christ;  and  to 
make  all  men  see  what  is  the  fellowship 
of  the  mystery,  which  from  the  begin- 
ning of  the  world  hath  been  hid  in  God, 
who  created  all  things  by  Jesus  Christ : 
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to  the  intent  that  now  unto  the  principali- 
ties and  powers  in  heavenly  places  might 
be  known  by  the  Church  the  manifold 
wisdom  of  God,  according  to  the  eternal 
purpose  which  he  purposed  in  Christ 
Jesus  our  Lord  :  in  whom  we  have  bold- 
ness and  access  with  confidence  by  the 
faith  of  him.

WHEX  Jesus  was  born  in  Bethlehem 
of  Judea,  in  the  days  of  Herod  the 
king,  behold,  there  came  wise  men  from 
the  East  to  Jerusalem,  saying,  Where  is 
he  that  is  born  King  of  the  Jews?  for 
we  have  seen  his  star  in  the  East,  and 
are  come  to  worship  him.  When  Herod 
the  king  had  heard  these  things,  he  was 
troubled,  and  all  Jerusalem  with  him, 
And  when  he  had  gathered  all  the  chief 
priests  and  scribes  of  the  people  together, 
he  demanded  of  them  where  Christ  should 
be  born.  And  they  said  unto  him,  In 
Bethlehem  of  Judea  :  for  thus  it  is  writ- 
ten by  the  prophet,  And  thou  Bethlehem, 
in  the  land  of  Juda,  art  not  the  least 
among  the  princes  of  Juda ;  for  out  of 
thee  shall  come  a  Governor,  that  shall 
rule  my  people  Israel.  Then  Herod, 
when  he  had  privily  called  the  wise  men, 
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enquired  of  them  diligently  what  time 
the  star  appeared.  And  he  sent  them  to 
Bethlehem,  and  said,  Go,  and  search 
diligently  for  the  young  child ;  and  when 
ye  have  found  him,  bring  me  word  again, 
that  I  may  come  and  worship  him  also. 
"When  they  had  heard  the  king,  they  de- 
parted; and,  lo,  the  star  which  they  saw  in 
the  East  went  before  them,  till  it  came  and 
stood  over  where  the  young  child  was. 
When  they  saw  the  star,  they  rejoiced 
with  exceeding  great  joy.  And  when 
they  were  come  into  the  house,  they  saw 
the  young  child  with  Mary  his  mother, 
and  fell  down  and  worshipped  him :  and 
when  they  had  opened  their  treasures, 
they  presented  unto  him  gifts ;  gold,  and 
frankincense,  and  myrrh.  And  being 
warned  of  God  in  a  dream  that  they 
should  not  return  to  Herod,  they  departed 
into  their  own  country  another  way.

And  when  they  saw  him,  they 
were  amazed ;  and  his  mother  said  unto 
him,  Son,  why  hast  thou  thus  dealt 
with  us?  behold,  thy  father  and  I  have 
sought  thee  sorrowing.  And  he  said 
unto  them,  How  is  it  that  ye  sought  me  ? 
wist  ye  not  that  I  must  be  about  my 
Father's  business?  And  they  understood 
not  the  saying  which  he  spake  unto  them. 
And  he  went  down  with  them,  and  came 
to  INazareth,  and  was  subject  unto  them; 
but  his  mother  kept  all  these  sayings 
in  her  heart.  And  Jesus  increased  in 
wisdom  and  stature,  and  in  favor  with 
God  and  man.

And 
they  filled  them  up  to  the  brim.  And  he 
saith  unto  them,  Draw  out  now,  and  bear 
unto  the  governor  of  the  feast.  And  they 
bare  it.  When  the  ruler  of  the  feast  had 
tasted  the  water  that  was  made  wine,  and 
knew  not  whence  it  was  (but  the  servants 
which  drew  the  water  knew),  the  governor 
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of  the  feast  called  the  bridegroom,  and 
saith  unto  him,  Every  man  at  the  begin- 
ning doth  set  forth  good  wine,  and  when 
men  have  well  drunk,  then  that  which  is 
worse ;  but  thou  hast  kept  the  good  wine 
until  now.  This  beginning  of  miracles 
did  Jesus  in  Cana  of  Galilee,  and  mani- 
fested forth  his  glory,  and  his  disciples 
believed  on  him.

BEHOLD,  what  manner  of  love  the 
Father  hath  bestowed  upon  us,  that 
we  should  be  called  the  sons  of  God: 
therefore  the  world  knoweth  us  not,  be- 
cause it  knew  him  not.  Beloved,  now  are 
we  the  sons  of  God,  and  it  doth  not  yet 
appear  what  we  shall  be :  but  we  know 
that,  when  He  shall  appear,  we  shall  be 
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like  him;  for  we  shall  see  him  as  he  is. 
And  every  man  that  hath  this  hope  in  him 
purifieth  himself,  even  as  he  is  pure.

And  when  he 
had  agreed  with  the  laborers  for  a  penny 
a  day,  he  sent  them  into  his  vineyard. 
And  he  went  out  about  the  third  hour, 
and  saw  others  standing  idle  in  the  mar- 
ket-place, and  said  unto  them,  Go  ye  also 
into  the  vineyard,  and  whatsoever  is  right 
I  will  give  you.

So  when  even  was  come, 
the  lord  of  the  vineyard  saith  unto  his 
steward,  Call  the  laborers,  and  give  them 
their  hire,  beginning  from  the  last  unto 
the  first.  And  when  they  came  that  were 
hired  about  the  eleventh  hour,  they  re- 
ceived every  man  a  penny.  But  when  the 
first  came,  they  supposed  that  they  should 
have  received  more;  and  they  likewise 
received  every  man  a  penny.  And  when 
they  had  received  it,  they  murmured 
against  the  goodman  of  the  house,  saying, 
These  last  have  wrought  but  one  hour, 
and  thou  hast  made  them  equal  unto  us, 
which  have  borne  the  burden  and  heat  of 
the  day.  But  he  answered  one  of  them, 
and  said,  Friend,  I  do  thee  no  wrong : 
didst  not  thou  agree  with  me  for  a  penny? 
Take  that  thine  is,  and  go  thy  way;  I  will 
give  unto  this  last  even  as  unto  thee.  Is 
it  not  lawful  for  me  to  do  what  I  will  with 
mine  own?  Is  thine  eye  evil,  because  I 
am  good?  So  the  last  shall  be  first,  and 
the  first  last;  for  many  be  called,  but  few 
chosen.

YE  suffer  fools  gladly,  seeing  ye  your- 
selves are  wise.  For  ye  suffer,  if  a 
man  bring  you  into  bondage,  if  a  man 
devour  you,  if  a  man  take  of  you,  if  a 
man  exalt  himself,  if  a  man  smite  you  on 
the  face.  I  speak  as  concerning  reproach, 
as  though  we  had  been  weak.  Howbeit, 
whereinsoever  any  is  bold,  (I  speak  fool- 
ishly,) I  am  bold  also.  Are  they  Hebrews  ?

(I  speak  as 
a  fool)  I  am  more;  in  labors  more  abund- 
ant, in  stripes  above  measure,  in  prisons 
more  frequent,  in  deaths  oft.  Of  the 
Jews  five  times  received  I  forty  stripes 
save  one;  thrice  was  I  beaten  with  rods, 
once  was  I  stoned,  thrice  I  suffered  ship- 
wreck, a  night  and  a  day  I  have  been 
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in  the  deep;  in  journeyings  often,  in 
perils  of  waters,  in  perils  of  robbers,  in 
perils  by  mine  own  countrymen,  in  perils 
by  the  heathen,  in  perils  in  the  city,  in 
perils  in  the  wilderness,  in  perils  in  the 
sea,  in  perils  among  false  brethren;  in 
weariness  and  painfulness,  in  watchings 
often,  in  hunger  and  thirst,  in  fastings 
often,  in  -cold  and  nakedness.  Besides 
those  things  that  are  without,  that  which 
cometh  upon  me  daily,  the  care  of  all  the 
churches.  Who  is  weak,  and  I  am  not 
weak?  who  is  offended,  and  I  burn  not? 
If  I  must  needs  glory,  I  will  glory  of  the 
things  which  concern  mine  infirmities. 
The  God  and  Father  of  our  Lord  Jesus 
Christ,  which  is  blessed  for  evermore, 
knoweth  that  I  lie  not.

WHE^  much  people  were  gathered 
together,  and  were  come  to  him  out 
of  every  city,  he  spake  by  a  parable.  A 
sower  went  out  to  sow  his  seed ;  and  as  he 
sowed,  some  fell  by  the  way-side ;  and  it 
was  trodden  down,  and  the  fowls  of  the 
air  devoured  it.  And  some  fell  upon  a 
rock ;  and  as  soon  as  it  was  sprung  up,

And  his  disciples  asked  him, 
saying,  What  might  this  parable  be? 
And  he  said,  Unto  you  it  is  given  to 
know  the  mysteries  of  the  kingdom  of 
God:  but  to  others  in  parables;  that  see- 
ing they  might  not  see,  and  hearing  they 
might  not  understand.  Kow  the  parable 
is  this:  The  seed  is  the  "Word  of  God. 
Those  by  the  way-side  are  they  that  hear; 
then  cometh  the  devil,  and  taketh  away 
the  word  out  of  their  hearts,  lest  they 
should  believe  and  be  saved.  They  on 
the  rock  are  they,  which,  when  they  hear, 
receive  the  word  with  joy;  and  these 
have  no  root,  which  for  a  while  believe, 
and  in  time  of  temptation  fall  away. 
And  that  which  fell  among  thorns  are 
they,  which,  when  they  have  heard,  go 
forth,  and  are  choked  with  cares  and  riches 
and  pleasures  of  this  life,  and  bring  no 
fruit  to  perfection.  But  that  on  the  good 
ground  are  they,  which  in  an  honest  and 
good  heart,  having  heard  the  word,  keep 
it,  and  bring  forth  fruit  with  patience.

\  easily  provoked,  thinketh  no  evil;  re- 
joiceth  not  in  iniquity,  but  rejoiceth  in 
the  truth;  beareth  all  things,  believeth 
all  things,  hopeth  all  things,  endureth  all 
things.  Charity  never  faileth :  but  whether 
'there  be  prophecies,  they  shall  fail; 
whether  there  be  tongues,  they  shall  cease ; 
whether  there  be  knowledge,  it  shall  van- 
ish away.  For  we  know  in  part,  and  we 
prophesy  in  part;  but  when  that  which  is 
perfect  is  come,  then  that  which  is  in 
part  shall  be  done  away.  When  I  was  a 
child,  I  spake  as  a  child,  I  understood  as 
a  child,  I  thought  as  a  child;  but  when  I 
became  a  man,  I  put  away  childish  things. 
For  now  we  see  through  a  glass,  darkly ; 
but  then  face  to  face:  now  I  know  in 
part ;  but  then  shall  I  know  even  as  also 
I  am  known.  And  now  abideth  faith, 
hope,  charity,  these  three;  but  the  great- 
est of  these  is  charity.

And 
she  said,  Truth,  Lord;  yet  the  dogs  eat 
of  the  crumbs  which  fall  from  their 
masters'  table.  Then  Jesus  answered 
and  said  unto  her,  0  woman,  great  is  thy 
faith :  be  it  unto  thee  even  as  thou  wilt. 
And  her  daughter  was  made  whole  from 
that  very  hour.

BE  ye  therefore  followers  of  God,  as 
dear  children;  and  walk  in  love,  as 
Christ  also  hath  loved  us,  and  hath  given 
himself  for  us,  an  offering  and  a  sacrifice 
to  God  for  a  sweet-smelling  savour.  But 
fornication,  and  all  uncleanness,  or  covet- 
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ousness,  let  it  not  be  once  named  amongst 
you, as becometh saints;  neither filthiness, 
nor  foolish  talking,  nor  jesting,  which  are 
not  convenient;  but  rather  giving  of 
thanks.  For  this  ye  know,  that  no  whore- 
monger, nor  unclean  person,  nor  covetous 
man,  who  is  an  idolater,  hath  any  inherit- 
ance in  the  kingdom  of  Christ  and  of 
God.  Let  no  man  deceive  you  with  vain 
words ;  for  because  of  these  things  cometh 
the  wrath  of  God  upon  the  children  of 
disobedience.  Be  not  ye  therefore  par- 
takers with  them.  For  ye  were  sometimes 
darkness,  but  now  are  ye  light  in  the 
Lord  :  walk  as  children  of  light;  (for  the 
fruit  of  the  Spirit  is  in  all  goodness,  and 
righteousness,  and  truth;)  proving  what  is 
acceptable  unto  the  Lord.  And  have  no 
fellowship  with  the  unfruitful  works  of 
darkness,  but  rather  reprove  them.  For 
it  is  a  shame  even  to  speak  of  those  things 
which  are  done  of  them  in  secret.  But 
all  things  that  are  reproved  are  made 
manifest  by  the  light ;  for  whatsoever 
doth  make  manifest  is  light.  Wherefore 
he  saith,  Awake,  thou  that  sleepest,  and 
arise  from  the  dead,  and  Christ  shall  give 
thee  light. 
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the  gospel.     St  Lake  xi,  14. 

JESUS  was  casting  out  a  devil,  and  it 
was  dumb.  And  it  came  to  pass,  when 
the  devil  was  gone  out,  the  dumb  spake ; 
and  the  people  wondered.  But  some  of 
them  said,  He  casteth  out  devils  through 
Beelzebub,  the  chief  of  the  devils.  And 
others,  tempting  him,  sought  of  him  a 
sign  from  heaven.  But  he,  knowing  their 
thoughts,  said  unto  them,  Every  kingdom 
divided  against  itself  is  brought  to  deso- 
lation; and  a  house  divided  against  a 
house  falleth.  If  Satan  also  be  divided 
against  himself,  how  shall  his  kingdom 
stand  ?  because  ye  say  that  I  cast  out 
devils  through  Beelzebub.  And  if  I  by 
Beelzebub  cast  out  devils,  by  whom  do 
your  sons  cast  them  out  ?  therefore  shall 
they  be  your  judges.  But  if  I  with  the 
finger  of  God  cast  out  devils,  no  doubt 
the  kingdom  of  God  is  come  upon  you. 
When  a  strong  man  armed  keepeth  his 
palace,  his  goods  are  in  peace ;  but  when 
a  stronger  than  he  shall  come  upon  him, 
and  overcome  him,  he  taketh  from  him  all 
his  armor  wherein  he  trusted,  and  divid- 
eth  his  spoils.  He  that  is  not  with  me  is 
against  me ;  and  he  that  gathereth  not 
with  me  scattereth.  When  the  unclean 
spirit  is  gone  out  of  a  man,  he  walketh 
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through  dry  places,  seeking  rest;  and 
finding  none,  he  saith,  I  will  return  unto 
my  house  whence  I  came  out.  And  when 
he  cometh,  he  findeth  it  swept  and  gar- 
nished. Then  goeth  he,  and  taketh  to 
him  seven  other  spirits  more  wicked  than 
himself;  and  they  enter  in,  and  dwell 
there :  and  the  last  state  of  that  man  is 
worse  than  the  first.  And  it  came  to  pass, 
as  he  spake  these  things,  a  certain  woman 
of  the  company  lifted  up  her  voice,  and 
said  unto  him,  Blessed  is  the  womb  that 
bare  thee,  and  the  paps  which  thou  hast 
sucked.  But  he  said,  Yea  rather,  blessed 
are  they  that  hear  the  Word  of  God,  and 
keep  it.

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TELL  me,  ye  that  desire  to  be  under  the 
Law,  do  ye  not  hear  the  Law?  For  it 
is  written,  that  Abraham  had  two  sons, 
the  one  by  a  bond-maid,  the  other  by  a 
free-woman.  But  he  who  was  of  the 
bond-woman  was  born  after  the  flesh; 
but  he  of  the  free- woman  was  by  promise. 
Which  things  are  an  allegory:  for  these 
are  the  two  covenants ;  the  one  from  the 
Mount  Sinai,  which  gendereth  to  bondage, 
which  is  Agar.  For  this  Agar  is  Mount 
Sinai  in  Arabia,  and  answereth  to  Jerusa- 
lem which  now  is,  and  is  in  bondage  with 
her  children.  But  Jerusalem  which  is 
above  is  free,  which  is  the  mother  of  us 
all.  For  it  is  written,  Eejoice,  thou  bar- 
ren that  bearest  not ;  break  forth  and  cry, 
thou  that  travailest  not:  for  the  desolate 
hath  many  more  children  than  she  which 
hath  an  husband.  Now  we,  brethren,  as 
Isaac  was,  are  the  children  of  promise. 
But  as  then  he  that  was  born  after  the 
flesh  persecuted  him  that  was  born  after 
the  Spirit,  even  so  it  is  now.  Neverthe- 
less, what  saith  the  Scripture  ?  Cast  out 
the  bond-woman  and  her  son ;  for  the  son 
of  the  bond- woman  shall  not  be  heir  with 
the   son    of  the   free-woman.     So    then, 
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brethren,  we  are  not  children  of  the  bond- 
woman, but  of  the  free. 

the  gospel.     St  John  vi,  1. 

JESUS  went  over  the  Sea  of  Galilee, 
which  is  the  Sea  of  Tiberias.  And  a 
great  multitude  followed  him,  because 
they  saw  his  miracles  which  he  did  on 
them  that  were  diseased.  And  Jesus  went 
up  into  a  mountain,  and  there  he  sat  with 
his  disciples.  And  the  Passover,  a  feast  of 
the  Jews,  was  nigh.  When  Jesus  then 
lifted  up  his  eyes,  and  saw  a  great  com- 
pany come  unto  him,  he  saith  unto  Philip, 
Whence  shall  we  buy  bread,  that  these 
may  eat  ?  (And  this  he  said  to  prove  him ; 
for  he  himself  knew  what  he  would  do.) 
Philip  answered  him,  Two  hundred  pen- 
nyworth of  bread  is  not  sufficient  for 
them,  that  every  one  of  them  may  take  a 
little.  One  of  his  disciples,  Andrew, 
Simon  Peter's  brother,  saith  unto  him, 
There  is  a  lad  here,  which  hath  rive  bar- 
ley loaves,  and  two  small  fishes :  but 
what  are  they  among  so  many?  And 
Jesus  said,  Make  the  men  sit  down.  Kow 
there  was  much  grass  in  the  place.  So 
the  men  sat  down,  in  number  about  five 
thousand.  And  Jesus  took  the  loaves; 
and  when  he  had  given  thanks,  he  distri- 
buted to  the  disciples,  and  the  disciples  to 
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them  that  were  set  down;  and  likewise 
of  the  fishes  as  much  as  they  would. 
When  they  were  filled,  he  said  unto  his 
disciples,  Gather  up  the  fragments  that 
remain,  that  nothing  be  lost.  Therefore 
they  gathered  them  together,  and  filled 
twelve  baskets  with  the  fragments  of  the 
five  barley  loaves,  which  remained  over 
and  above  unto  them  that  had  eaten. 
Then  those  men,  when  they  had  seen  the 
miracle  that  Jesus  did,  said,  This  is  of  a 
truth  that  Prophet  that  should  come  into 
the  world.

CHRIST  being  come  an  High  Priest  of

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more  perfect  tabernacle,  not  made  with 
hands;  that  is  to  say,  not  of  this  building; 
neither  by  the  blood  of  goats  and  calves, 
but  by  his  own  blood  he  entered  in  once 
into  the  Holy  Place,  having  obtained 
eternal  redemption  for  us.  For  if  the 
blood  of  bulls  and  of  goats,  and  the  ashes 
of  an  heifer  sprinkling  the  unclean,  sanc- 
tifieth  to  the  purifying  of  the  flesh;  how 
much  more  shall  the  blood  of  Christ,  who, 
through  the  eternal  Spirit,  offered  himself 
without  spot  to  God,  purge  your  conscience 
from  dead  works  to  serve  the  living  God? 
And  for  this  cause  he  is  the  Mediator  of 
the  new  testament,  that  by  means  of  death, 
for  the  redemption  of  the  transgressions 
that  were  under  the  first  testament,  they 
which  are  called  might  receive  the  promise 
of  eternal  inheritance.

JESUS  said,  Which  of  you  convinceth 
me  of  sin  ?  And  if  I  say  the  truth,  why 
do  ye  not  believe  me  ?  He  that  is  of  God 
heareth  God's  words:  ye  therefore  hear 
them  not,  because  ye  are  not  of  God. 
Then  answered  the  Jews,  and  said  unto 
him,  Say  we  not  well  that  thou  art  a 
Samaritan,  and  hast  a  devil?  Jesus 
answered,  I  have  not  a  devil ;  but  I  honor 
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my  Father,  and  ye  do  dishonor  me.  And 
I  seek  not  mine  own  glory :  there  is  One 
that  seeketh  and  judgeth.

whom  makest  thou  thyself?  Jesus  an- 
swered, If  I  honor  myself,  my  honor  is 
nothing:  it  is  my  Father  that  honoreth 
me ;  of  whom  ye  say,  that  he  is  your  God. 
Yet  ye  have  not  known  him ;  but  I  know 
him :  and  if  I  should  say,  I  know  him  not, 
I  shall  be  a  liar  like  unto  you ;  but  I  know 
him,  and  keep  his  saying.  Your  father 
Abraham  rejoiced  to  see  my  day;  and  he 
saw  it,  and  was  glad.  Then  said  the  Jews 
unto  him,  Thou  art  not  yet  fifty  years  old, 
and  hast  thou  seen  Abraham?  Jesus  said 
unto  them,  Yerily,  verily,  I  say  unto  you, 
before  Abraham  was,  I  AM.  Then  took 
they  up  stones  to  cast  at  him;  but  Jesus 
bid  himself,  and  went  out  of  the  temple.

LET  this  mind  be  in  you,  which  was  also 
in  Christ  Jesus:  who,  being  in  the 
form  of  God,  thought  it  not  robbery  to  be 
equal  with  God;  but  made  himself  of  no 
reputation,  and  took  upon  him  the  form 
of  a  servant,  and  was  made  in  the  likeness 
of  men:  and  being  found  in  fashion  as  a 
man,  he  humbled  himself,  and  became 
obedient  unto  death,  even  the  death  of 
the  cross.  Wherefore  God  also,  hath 
highly  exalted  him,  and  given  him  aKame 
which  is  above  every  name ;  that  at  the 
Name  of  Jesus  every  knee  should  bow,  of 
things  in  heaven,  and  things  in  earth,  and

tongue  should  confess  that  Jesus  Christ  is 
Lord,  to  the  glory  of  God  the  Father. 

the  gospel.     St.  Matt,  xxvii,  1. 

WHEN  the  morning  was  come,  all  the 
chief  priests  and  elders  of  the  peo- 
ple took  counsel  against  Jesus  to  put  him 
to  death.  And  when  they  had  bound 
him,  they  led  him  away,  and  delivered 
him  to  Pontius  Pilate  the  governor.  Then 
Judas,  who  had  betrayed  him,  when  he 
saw  that  he  was  condemned,  repented 
himself,  and  brought  again  the  thirty 
pieces  of  silver  to  the  chief  priests  and 
elders,  saying,  I  have  sinned,  in  that  I 
have  betrayed  the  innocent  blood.  And 
they  said,  What  is  that  to  us?  see  thou  to 
that.  And  he  cast  down  the  pieces  of 
silver  in  the  temple,  and  departed,  and 
went  and  hanged  himself.  And  the  chief 
priests  took  the  silver  pieces,  and  said,  It 
is  not  lawful  for  to  put  them  into  the 
treasury,  because  it  is  the  price  of  blood. 
And  they  took  counsel,  and  bought  with 
them  the  potter's  field,  to  bury  strangers 
in.  Wherefore  that  field  was  called,  The 
field  of  blood,  unto  this  day.  Then  was 
fulfilled  that  which  was  spoken  by  Jeremy 
the  prophet,  saying,  And  they  took  the 
thirty  pieces  of  silver,  the  price  of  Him 
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that  was  valued,  whom  they  of  the  chil- 
dren of  Israel  did  value ;  and  gave  them 
for  the  potter's  field,  as  the  Lord  appointed 
me.  And  Jesus  stood  before  the  governor ; 
and  the  governor  asked  him,  saving,  Art 
thou  the  king  of  the  Jews  ?  And  Jesus  said 
unto  him,  Thou  sayest.  And  when  he 
was  accused  of  the  chief  priests  and 
elders,  he  answered  nothing.  Then  saith 
Pilate  unto  him,  Hearest  thou  not  how 
many  things  they  witness  against  thee? 
And  he  answered  him  to  never  a  word; 
insomuch  that  the  governor  marvelled 
greatly.  Now  at  that  feast  the  governor 
was  wont  to  release  unto  the  people  a 
prisoner,  whom  they  would.  And  they 
had  then  a  notable  prisoner,  called  Barab- 
bas.  Therefore  when  they  were  gathered 
together,  Pilate  said  unto  them,  Whom 
will  ye  that  I  release  unto  you?  Barab- 
bas,  or  Jesus  which  is  called  Christ?  For 
he  knew  that  for  envy  they  had  delivered 
him.  When  he  was  set  down  on  the 
judgment-seat,  his  wife  sent  unto  him, 
saying,  Have  thou  nothing  to  do  with 
that  just  man;  for  I  have  suffered  many 
things  this  day  in  a  dream  because  of  him. 
But  the  chief  priests  and  elders  persua- 
ded the  multitude  that  they  should  ask 
Bar  abbas,  and  destroy  Jesus.  The  gov- 
ernor answered  and  said  unto  them, 
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Whether  of  the  twain  will  ye  that  I 
release  unto  you?  They  said,  Barabbas. 
Pilate  saith  unto  them,  What  shall  I  do 
then  with  Jesus,  which  is  called  Christ? 
They  all  say  unto  him,  Let  him  be  cruci- 
fied! And  the  governor  said,  Why,  what 
evil  hath  he  done?  But  they  cried  out 
the  more,  saying,  Let  him  be  crucified! 
When  Pilate  saw  that  he  could  prevail 
nothing,  but  that  rather  a  tumult  was 
made,  he  took  water,  and  washed  his 
hands  before  the  multitude,  saying,  I  am 
innocent  of  the  blood  of  this  just  person: 
see  ye  to  it.  Then  answered  all  the  peo- 
ple, and  said,  His  blood  be  on  us,  and  on 
our  children  !  Then  released  he  Barab- 
bas unto  them ;  and  when  he  had  scourged 
Jesus,  he  delivered  him  to  be  crucified. 
Then  the  soldiers  of  the  governor  took 
Jesus  into  the  common  hall,  and  gathered 
unto  him  the  whole  band  of  soldiers. 
And  they  stripped  him,  and  put  on  him  a 
scarlet  robe.  And  when  they  had  platted 
a  crown  of  thorns,  they  put  it  upon  his 
head,  and  a  reed  in  his  right  hand;  and 
they  bowed  the  knee  before  him,  and 
mocked  him,  saying,  Hail,  King  of  the 
Jews !  And  they  spit  upon  him,  and  took 
the  reed,  and  smote  him  on  the  head. 
And  after  that  they  had  mocked  him, 
they  took  the  robe  off  from  him,  and  put 
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his  own  raiment  on  him,  and  led  him 
away  to  crucify  him.  And  as  they  came 
out,  they  found  a,  man  of  Cyrene,  Simon 
by  name :  him  they  compelled  to  bear  his 
cross.  And  when  they  were  come  unto 
a  place  called  Golgotha,  that  is  to  say,  a 
place  of  a  skull,  they  gave  him  vinegar 
to  drink  mingled  with  gall :  and  when  he 
had  tasted  thereof,  he  would  not  drink. 
And  they  crucified  him,  and  parted  his 
garments,  casting  lots:  that  it  might  he 
fulfilled  which  was  spoken  by  the  prophet, 
They  parted  my  garments  among  them 
and  upon  my  vesture  did  they  cast  lots. 
And  sitting  down  they  watched  him  there; 
and  set  up  over  his  head  his  accusation 
written,  THIS  IS  JESUS  THE  KIXG 
OF  THE  JEWS.  Then  were  there  two 
thieves  crucified  with  him,  one  on  the 
right  hand,  and  another  on  the  left.  And 
they  that  passed  by  reviled  him,  wagging 
their  heads,  and  saying,  Thou  that  de- 
stroyest  the  temple,  and  buildest  it  in 
three  days,  save  thyself.  If  thou  be  the 
Son  of  G-od,  come  down  from  the  cross. 
Likewise  also  the  chief  priests  mocking 
him,  with  the  scribes  and  elders,  said,  He 
saved  others :  himself  he  cannot  save.  If 
he  be  the  King  of  Israel,  let  him  now 
come  down  from  the  cross,  and  we  will 
believe  him.  He  trusted  in  God;  let 
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him  deliver  him  now,  if  he  will  have  him : 
for  he  said,  I  am  the  Son  of  God.  The 
thieves  also,  which  were  crucified  with 
him,  cast  the  same  in  his  teeth.  Now 
from  the  sixth  hour  there  was  darkness 
over  all  the  land  unto  the  ninth  hour. 
And  about  the  ninth  hour  Jesus  cried 
with  a  loud  voice,  saying  Eli!  Eli!  lama 
sabachthanif  that  is  to  say,  My  God!  my 
God !  why  hast  thou  forsaken  me  ?  Some 
of  them  that  stood  there,  when  they  heard 
that,  said,  This  man  calleth  for  Elias. 
And  straightway  one  of  them  ran,  and 
took  a  sponge,  and  filled  it  with  vinegar, 
and  put  it  on  a  reed,  and  gave  him  to 
drink.  The  rest  said,  Let  he,  let  us  see 
whether  Elias  will  come  to  save  him. 
Jesus,  when  he  had  cried  again  with  a 
loud  voice,  yielded  up  the  ghost.  And 
behold,  the  vail  of  the  temple  was  rent 
in  twain  from  the  top  to  the  bottom ;  and 
the  earth  did  quake,  and  the  rocks  rent; 
and  the  graves  were  opened;  and  many 
bodies  of  saints  which  slept  arose,  and 
came  out  of  the  graves  after  his  resurrec- 
tion, and  went  into  the  holy  city,  and  ap- 
peared unto  many.  Now  when  the  centu- 
rion, and  they  that  were  with  him,  watch- 
ing Jesus,  saw  the  earthquake,  and  those 
things  that  were  done,  they  feared  greatly, 
saying,  Truly  this  was  the  Son  of  God.

WHO  is  this  that  cometh  from  Edom, 
with  dyed  garments  from  Bozrah? 
this  that  is  glorious  in  his  apparel,  travel- 
ling in  the  greatness  of  his  strength?  I 
that  speak  in  righteousness,  mighty  to 
save.  Wherefore  art  thou  red  in  thine 
apparel,  and  thy  garments  like  him  that 
treadeth  in  the  wine-fat?  I  have  trodden 
the  wine-press  alone;  and  of  the  people 
there  was  none  with  me :  for  I  will  tread 
them  in  mine  anger,  and  trample  them  in 
my  fury ;  and  their  blood  shall  be  sprinkled 
upon  my  garments,  and  I  will  stain  all  my 
raiment.  For  the  day  of  vengeance  is  in 
mine  heart,  and  the  year  of  my  redeemed 
is  come.  And  I  looked,  and  there  was 
none  to  help;  and  I  wondered  that  there 
was  none  to  uphold :  therefore  mine  own 
arm  brought  salvation  unto  me;  and  my 
fury,  it  upheld  me.

which  he  hath  bestowed  on  them  accord- 
ing to  his  mercies,  and  according  to  the 
multitude  of  his  loving-kindnesses.  For 
he  said,  Surely  they  are  my  people,  children 
that  will  not  lie :  so  he  was  their  Saviour. 
In  all  their  affliction  he  was  afflicted,  and 
the  Angel  of  his  presence  saved  them :  in 
his  love  and  in  his  pity  he  redeemed  them ; 
and  he  hare  them,  and  carried  them  all 
the  days  of  old.  But  they  rebelled,  and 
vexed  his  Holy  Spirit;  therefore  he  was 
turned  to  be  their  enemy,  and  he  fought 
against  them.  Then  he  remembered  the 
days  of  old,  Moses,  and  his  people,  saying, 
Where  is  he  that  brought  them  up  out  of 
the  sea  with  the  shepherd  of  his  flock? 
Where  is  he  that  put  his  Holy  Spirit 
within  him?  that  led  them  by  the  right 
hand  of  Moses  with  his  glorious  arm, 
dividing  the  water  before  them,  to  make 
himself  an  everlasting  Name?  that  led 
them  through  the  deep,  as  an  horse  in  the 
wilderness,  that  they  should  not  stumble  ? 
As  a  beast  goeth  down  into  the  valley,  the 
Spirit  of  the  Lord  caused  him  to  rest;  so 
didst  thou  lead  thy  people,  to  make  thyself 
a  glorious  Name.  Look  down  from  heaven, 
and  behold  from  the  habitation  of  thy 
holiness  and  of  thy  glory:  where  is  thy 
zeal  and  thy  strength,  the  sounding  of  thy 
bowels  and  of  thy  mercies  towards  me?

are  they  restrained?  Doubtless  thou  art 
our  Father,  though  Abraham  be  ignorant 
of  us,  and  Israel  acknowledge  us  not: 
thou,  0  Lord,  art  our  Father,  our  Re- 
deemer; thy  Name  is  from  everlasting. 
0  Lord,  why  hast  thou  made  us  to  err 
from  thy  ways,  and  hardened  our  heart 
from  thy  fear?  Return  for  thy  servants' 
sake,  the  tribes  of  thine  inheritance.  The 
people  of  thy  holiness  have  possessed  it 
but  a  little  while:  our  adversaries  have 
trodden  down  thy  sanctuary.  We  are 
thine :  thou  never  barest  rule  over  them ; 
they  were  not  called  by  thy  Name. 

the  gospel.     St  Mark  xiv,  1. 

AFTER  two  days  was  the  feast  of  the 
Passover,  and  of  unleavened  bread : 
and  the  chief  priests  and  the  scribes  sought 
how  they  might  take  him  by  craft,  and 
put  him  to  death.  But  they  said,  Not  on 
the  feast-day,  lest  there  be  an  uproar  of 
the  people.  And  being  in  Bethany,  in 
the  house  of  Simon  the  leper,  as  he  sat  at 
meat,  there  came  a  woman  having  an  ala- 
baster box  of  ointment  of  spikenard,  very 
precious;  and  she  brake  the  box,  and 
poured  it  on  his  head.  And  there  were 
some  that  had  indignation  within  them- 
selves, and  said,  Why  was  this  waste  of 
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the  ointment  made?  for  it  might  have 
been  sold  for  more  than  three  hundred 
pence,  and  have  been  given  to  the  poor. 
And  they  murmured  against  her.  And 
Jesus  said,  Let  her  alone ;  why  trouble  ye 
her  ?  She  hath  wrought  a  good  work  on 
me.  For  ye  have  the  poor  with  you 
always,  and  whensoever  ye  will  ye  may 
do  them  good ;  but  me  ye  have  not  always. 
She  hath  done  what  she  could ;  she  is 
come  aforehand  to  anoint  my  body  to  the 
burying.  Verily  I  say  unto  you,  AYTiere- 
soever  this  Gospel  shall  be  preached 
throughout  the  whole  world,  this  also  that 
she  hath  done  shall  be  spoken  of,  for  a 
memorial  of  her.  And  Judas  Iscariot, 
one  of  the  twelve,  went  unto  the  chief 
priests,  to  betray  him  unto  them.  And 
when  they  heard  it,  they  were  glad,  and 
promised  to  give  him  money.  And  he 
sought  how  he  might  conveniently  betray 
him.  And  the  first  day  of  unleavened 
bread,  when  they  killed  the  passover,  his 
disciples  said  unto  him,  "Where  wilt  thou 
that  we  go  and  prepare,  that  thou  may  est 
eat  the  passover  ?  And  he  sendeth  forth 
two  of  his  disciples,  and  saith  unto  them, 
Go  ye  into  the  city,  and  there  shall  meet 
you  a  man  bearing  a  pitcher  of  water : 
follow  him.  And  wheresoever  he  shall 
go  in,  say  ye  to  the  good  man  of  the 
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house,  The  Master  saith,  \Vhere  is  the 
guest-chamber,  where  I  shall  eat  the  pass- 
over  with  my  disciples?  And  he  will 
show  you  a  large  upper  room  furnished 
and  prepared :  there  make  ready  for  us. 
And  his  disciples  went  forth,  and  came 
into  the  city,  and  found  as  he  had  said 
unto  them ;  and  they  made  ready  the 
passover.  And  in  the  evening  he  cometh 
with  the  twelve.  And  as  they  sat,  and 
did  eat,  Jesus  said,  Verily  I  say  unto  you, 
one  of  you  which  eateth  with  me  shall 
betray  me.  And  they  began  to  be  sor- 
rowful, and  to  say  unto  him,  one  by  one, 
Is  it  I?  And  another  said,  Is  it  I? 
And  he  answered  and  said  unto  them, 
It  is  one  of  the  twelve  that  dippeth 
with  me  in  the  dish.  The  Son  of  Man 
indeed  goeth,  as  it  is  written  of  him: 
but  wo  to  that  man  by  whom  the  Son 
of  Man  is  betrayed  !  good  were  it  for  that 
man  if  he  had  never  been  born.  And  as 
they  did  eat,  Jesus  took  bread,  and  blessed, 
and  brake  it,  and  gave  to  them,  and  said, 
Take,  eat:  this  is  my  body.  And  he  took 
the  cup,  and  when  he  had  given  thanks, 
he  gave  it  to  them:  and  they  all  drank  of 
it.  And  he  said  unto  them,  This  is  my 
blood  of  the  new  testament,  which  is  shed 
for  many.  Verily  I  say  unto  you,  I  will 
drink  no  more  of  the  "fruit  of  the  vine, 
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until  that  day  that  I  drink  it  new  in  the 
Kingdom  of  God.  And  when  they  had 
sung  an  hymn,  they  went  out  into  the 
Mount  of  Olives.  And  Jesus  saith  unto 
them,  All  ye  shall  he  offended  "because  of 
me  this  night:  for  it  is  written,  I  will 
smite  the  shepherd,  and  the  sheep  shall 
he  scattered.  But  after  that  I  am  risen,  I 
will  go  "before  you  into  Galilee.  But 
Peter  said  unto  him,  Although  all  shall  he 
offended,  yet  will  not  I.  And  Jesus  saith 
unto  him,  Yerily  I  say  unto  thee,  that  this 
day,  even  in  this  night,  hefore  the  cock 
crow  twice,  thou  shalt  deny  me  thrice. 
But  he  spake  the  more  vehemently,  If  I 
should  die  with  thee,  I  will  not  deny  thee 
in  any  wise.  Likewise  also  said  they  all. 
And  they  came  to  a  place  which  was  named 
Gethsemane :  and  he  saith  to  his  disciples, 
Sit  ye  here,  while  I  shall  pray.  And  he 
taketh  with  him  Peter  and  James  and 
John,  and  began  to  he  sore  amazed,  and 
to  he  very  heavy ;  and  saith  unto  them, 
My  soul  is  exceeding  sorrowful  unto 
death:  tarry  ye  here,  and  watch.  And 
he  went  forward  a  little,  and  fell  on  the 
ground,  and  prayed  that,  if  it  were  pos- 
sible, the  hour  might  pass  from  him. 
And  he  said,  Abba,  Father,  all  things  are 
possible  unto  thee ;  take  away  this  cup 
from  me :  nevertheless,  not  what  I  will, 
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but  what  thou  wilt.  And  he  cometh,  and 
findeth  them  sleeping,  and  saith  unto 
Peter,  Simon,  sleepest  thou?  couldestnot 
thou  watch  one  hour?  Watch  ye  and 
pray,  lest  ye  enter  into  temptation.  The 
spirit  truly  is  ready,  but  the  flesh  is  weak. 
And  again  he  went  away,  and  prayed,  and 
spake  the  same  words.  And  when  he  re- 
turned, he  found  them  asleep  again,  (for 
their  eyes  were  heavy ;)  neither  wist  they 
what  to  answer  him.  And  he  cometh  the 
third  time,  and  saith  unto  them,  Sleep  on 
now,  and  take  your  rest :  it  is  enough,  the 
hour  is  come ;  behold,  the  Son  of  Man  is 
betrayed  into  the  hands  of  sinners.  Rise 
up,  let  us  go;  lo,  he  that  betrayeth  me  is 
at  hand.  And  immediately,  while  he  yet 
spake,  cometh  Judas,  one  of  the  twelve, 
and  with  him  a  great  multitude  with 
swords  and  staves,  from  the  chief  priests 
and  the  scribes  and  the  elders.  And  he 
that  betrayed  him  had  given  them  a  token, 
saying,  Whomsoever  I  shall  kiss,  that 
same  is  he ;  take  him,  and  lead  him  away 
safely.  And  as  soon  as  he  was  come,  he 
goeth  straightway  to  him,  and  saith,  Mas- 
ter, Master ;  and  kissed  him.  And  they 
laid  their  hands  on  him,  and  took  him. 
And  one  of  them  that  stood  by  drew  a 
sword,  and  smote  a  servant  of  the  high 
priest,  and  cut  off  his  ear.  And  Jesus 
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answered  and  said  unto  them,  Are  ye 
come  out  as  against  a  thief,  with  swords 
and  with  staves,  to  take  me  ?  I  was  daily 
with  you  in  the  temple,  teaching,  and  ye 
took  me  not :  but  the  Scriptures  must  be 
fulfilled.  And  they  all  forsook  him,  and 
fled.  And  there  followed  him  a  certain 
young  man,  having  a  linen  cloth  cast 
about  his  naked  body;  and  the  young 
men  laid  hold  on  him.  And  he  left  the 
linen  cloth,  and  fled  from  them  naked. 
And  they  led  Jesus  away  to  the  high 
priest :  and  with  him  were  assembled  all 
the  chief  priests  and  the  elders  and  the 
scribes.  And  Peter  followed  him  afar  off, 
even  into  the  palace  of  the  high  priest ; 
and  he  sat  with  the  servants,  and  warmed 
himself  at  the  fire.  And  the  chief  priests, 
and  all  the  council,  sought  for  witness 
against  Jesus  to  put  him  to  death ;  and 
found  none.  For  many  bare  false  witness 
against  him,  but  their  witness  agreed  not 
together.  And  there  arose  certain,  and 
bare  false  witness  against  him,  saying, 
We  heard  him  say,  I  will  destroy  this 
temple  that  is  made  with  hands,  and 
within  three  days  I  will  build  another 
made  without  hands.  But  neither  so  did 
their  witness  agree  together.  And  the 
high  priest  stood  up  in  the  midst,  and 
asked  Jesus,  saying,  Answerest  thou 
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nothing  ?  what  is  it  which  these  witness 
against  thee  ?  But  he  held  his  peace,  and 
answered  nothing.  Again  the  high  priest 
asked  him,  and  said  unto  him,  Art  thou 
the  Christ,  the  Son  of  the  Blessed?  And 
Jesus  said,  I  am  :  and  ye  shall  see  the 
Son  of  Man  sitting  on  the  right  hand  of 
power,  and  coming  in  the  clouds  of  heaven. 
Then  the  high  priest  rent  his  clothes,  and 
saith,  What  need  we  any  further  wit- 
ness ?  ye  have  heard  the  "blasphemy : 
what  think  ye  ?  And  they  all  condemned 
him  to  be  guilty  of  death.  And  some 
began  to  spit  on  him,  and  to  cover  his 
face,  and  to  buffet  him,  and  to  say  unto 
him,  Prophesy.  And  the  servants  did 
strike  him  with  the  palms  of  their 
hands.  And  as  Peter  was  beneath  in  the 
palace,  there  cometh  one  of  the  maids  of 
the  high  priest ;  and  when  she  saw  Peter 
warming  himself,  she  looked  upon  him, 
and  said,  And  thou  also  wast  with  Jesus 
of  Nazareth.  But  he  denied,  saying,  I 
know  not,  neither  understand  I  what  thou 
sayest.  And  he  went  out  into  the  porch  : 
and  the  cock  crew.  And  a  maid  saw  him 
again,,  and  began  to  say  to  them  that  stood 
by,  This  is  one  of  them.  And  he  denied 
it  again.  And  a  little  after,  they  that 
stood  by  said  again  to  Peter,  Surely  thou 
art  one  of  them ;  for  thou  art  a  Galilean, 
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and  thy  speech  agreeth  thereto.  But  he 
began  to  curse  and  to  swear,  saying,  I 
know  not  this  man  of  whom  ye  speak. 
And  the  second  time  the  cock  crew.  And 
Peter  called  to  mind  the  word  that  Jesus 
said  unto  him,  Before  the  cock  crow  twice, 
thou  shalt  deny  me  thrice.  And  when  he 
thought  thereon,  he  wept.

THE  Lord  God  hath  opened  mine  ear, 
and  I  was  not  rebellious,  neither 
turned  away  back.  I  gave  my  back  to 
the  smiters,  and  my  cheeks  to  them  that 
plucked  off  the  hair :  I  hid  not  my  face 
from  shame  and  spitting.  For  the  Lord 
God  will  help  me ;  therefore  shall  I  not 
be  confounded :  therefore  have  I  set  my 
face  like  a  flint,  and  I  know  that  I  shall 
not  be  ashamed.  He  is  near  that  justi- 
fieth  me ;  who  will  contend  with  me  ?  let 
us  stand  together:  who  is  mine  adver- 
sary? let  him  come  near  to  me.  Behold, 
the  Lord  God  will  help  me;  who  is  he 
that  shall  condemn  me?  Lo,  they  all 
shall  wax  old  as  a  garment;  the  moth 
shall  eat  them  up.  Who  is  among  you 
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that  feareth  the  Lord,  that  obeyeth  the 
voice  of  his  servant,  that  walketh  in  dark- 
ness, and  hath  no  light?  let  him  trust  in 
the  Name  of  the  Lord,  and  stay  upon  his 
God.  Behold,  all  ye  that  kindle  a  fire, 
that  compass  yourselves  about  with  sparks : 
walk  in  the  light  of  your  fire,  and  in  the 
sparks  that  ye  have  kindled.  This  shall 
ye  have  of  mine  hand;  ye  shall  lie  down 
in  sorrow. 

the  gospel.     St.  Mark  xv,  1. 

AND  straightway  in  the  morning  the 
chief  priests  held  a  consultation  with 
the  elders  and  scribes,  and  the  whole 
council,  and  bound  Jesus,  and  carried  him 
away,  and  delivered  him  to  Pilate.  And 
Pilate  asked  him,  Art  thou  the  King  of 
the  Jews?  And  he  answering  said  unto 
him,  Thou  say  est  it.  And  the  chief 
priests  accused  him  of  many  things :  but 
he  answered  nothing.  And  Pilate  asked 
him  again,  saying,  Answerest  thou  noth- 
ing? behold  how  many  things  they  wit- 
ness against  thee.  But  Jesus  yet  answered 
nothing;  so  that  Pilate  marvelled.  Now 
at  that  feast  he  released  unto  them  one 
prisoner,  whomsoever  they  desired.  And 
there  was  one  named  Barabbas,  which 
lay  bound  with  them  that  had  made  in- 
surrection with  him,  who  had  committed 
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murder  in  the  insurrection.  And  the 
multitude  crying  aloud  began  to  desire 
him  to  do  so  as  he  had  ever  done  unto  them. 
But  Pilate  answered  them,  saying,  Will 
ye  that  I  release  unto  you  the  King  of  the 
Jews?  (For  he  knew  that  the  chief 
priests  had  delivered  him  for  envy.)  But 
the  chief  priests  moved  the  people,  that 
he  should  rather  release  Barabbas  unto 
them.  And  Pilate  answered  and  said 
again  unto  them,  What  will  ye  then  that  I 
shall  do  unto  him  whom  ye  call  the  King 
of  the  Jews  ?  And  they  cried  out  again, 
Crucify  him !  Then  Pilate  said  unto  them, 
Why,  what  evil  hath  he  done  ?  And  they 
cried  out  the  more  exceedingly,  Crucify 
him!  And  so  Pilate,  willing  to  content 
the  people,  released  Barabbas  unto  them, 
and  delivered  Jesus,  when  he  had  scourged 
him,  to  be  crucified.  And  the  soldiers 
led  him  away  into  the  hall,  called  Pra?to- 
rium;  and  they  called  together  the  whole 
band.  And  they  clothed  him  with  purple, 
and  platted  a  crown  of  thorns,  and  put  it 
about  his  head,  and  began  to  salute  him, 
Hail,  King  of  the  Jews !  And  they  smote 
him  on  the  head  with  a  reed,  and  did  spit 
upon  him,  and  bowing  their  knees  wor- 
shipped him.  And  when  they  had  mocked 
him,  they  took  off'  the  purple  from  him, 
and  put  his  own  clothes  on  him,  and  led 
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him  out  to  crucify  him.  And  they  com- 
pel one  Simon  a  Cyrenian,  who  passed 
by,  coming  out  of  the  country,  the  father 
of  Alexander  and  Rufus,  to  bear  his  cross. 
And  they  bring  him  unto  the  place  Gol- 
gotha, which  is,  being  interpreted,  The 
place  of  a  skull  And  they  gave  him  to 
drink  wine  mingled  with  myrrh;  but  he 
received  it  not.  And  when  they  had  cruci- 
fied him,  they  parted  his  garments,  casting 
lots  upon  them,  what  every  man  should 
take.  And  it  was  the  third  hour,  and  they 
crucified  him.  And  the  superscription  of 
his  accusation  was  written  over,  THE 
KIXG  OF  THE  JEWS.  And  with  him 
they  crucify  two  thieves;  the  one  on  his 
right  hand,  and  the  other  on  his  left.  And 
the  Scripture  was  fulfilled,  which  saith, 
And  he  was  numbered  with  the  transgres- 
sors. And  they  that  passed  by  railed  on 
him,  wagging  their  heads,  and  saying,  Ah, 
thou  that  destroy  est  the  temple,  and 
buildest  it  in  three  days,  save  thyself,  and 
come  down  from  the  cross.  Likewise 
also  the  chief  priests  mocking  said  among 
themselves  with  the  scribes,  He  saved 
others;  himself  he  cannot  save.  Let 
Christ  the  King  of  Israel  descend  now 
from  the  cross,  that  we  may  see  and  be- 
lieve. And  they  that  were  crucified  with 
him  reviled  him.  And  when  the  sixth 
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hour  was  come,  there  was  darkness  over 
the  whole  laud  until  the  ninth  hour. 
And  at  the  ninth  hour  Jesus  cried  with  a 
loud  voice,  saving,  ffloi!  Eloi!  lama 
sabaehthamf  which  is,  being  interpreted, 
My  God !  my  G-od !  why  hast  thou  forsa- 
ken me  ?  And  some  of  them  that  stood 
by,  when  they  heard  it,  said,  Behold,  he 
calleth  Elias.  And  one  ran  and  filled  a 
sponge  full  of  vinegar,  and  put  it  on  a 
reed,  and  gave  him  to  drink,  saying,  Let 
alone ;  let  us  see  whether  Elias  will  come 
to  take  him  down.  And  Jesus  cried  with 
a  loud  voice,  and  gave  up  the  ghost.  And 
the  vail  of  the  temple  was  rent  in  twain, 
from  the  top  to  the  bottom.  And  when 
the  centurion,  which  stood  over  against 
him,  saw  that  he  so  cried  out,  and  gave 
up  the  ghost,  he  said,  Truly  this  man  was 
the  Son  of  God. 
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THE    EPISTLE.       Heb.  ix,  16. 

THERE  a  testament  is,  there  must  also 
of  necessity  be  the  death  of  the  tes- 
tator. For  a  testament  is  of  force  after 
men  are  dead;  otherwise  it  is  of  no 
strength  at  all  whilst  the  testator  liveth. 
Whereupon  neither  the  first  testament 
was  dedicated  without  blood.  For  when 
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Moses  had  spoken  every  precept  to  all 
the  people  according  to  the  Law,  he  took 
the  blood  of  calves  and  of  goats,  with 
water,  and  scarlet  wool,  and  ln^ssop,  and 
sprinkled  both  the  book  and  all  the  people, 
saying,  This  is  the  blood  of  the  testament 
which  God  hath  enjoined  unto  you. 
Moreover,  he  sprinkled  likewise  with 
blood  both  the  tabernacle,  and  all  the 
vessels  of  the  ministry.  And  almost  all 
things  are  by  the  Law  purged  with  blood ; 
and  without  shedding  of  blood  is  no  re- 
mission. It  was  therefore  necessary  that 
the  patterns  of  things  in  the  heavens 
should  be  purified  with  these;  but  the 
heavenly  things  themselves  with  better 
sacrifices  than  these,  For  Christ  is  not 
entered  into  the  holy  places  made  with 
hands,  which  are  the  figures  of  the  true; 
but  into  heaven  itself,  now  to  appear  in 
the  presence  of  God  for  us.  N~or  yet  that 
he  should  offer  himself  often,  as  the  high 
priest  entereth  into  the  Holy  Place  every 
year  with  blood  of  others;  (for  then  must 
he  often  have  suffered  since  the  foundation 
of  the  world ;)  but  now  once  in  the  end 
of  the  world  hath  he  appeared  to  put 
away  sin  by  the  sacrifice  of  himself.  And 
as  it  is  appointed  unto  men  once  to  die, 
but  after  this  the  judgment:  so  Christ 
was  once  offered  to  bear  the  sins  of  many; 
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and  unto  them  that  look  for  him  shall  he 
appear  the  second  time  without  sin  urito 
salvation. 

the  gospel.     St  Luke,  xxii,  1. 

NOW  the  feast  of  unleavened  bread 
drew  nigh,  which  is  called  the  Pass- 
over. And  the  chief  priests  and  scribes 
sought  how  they  might  kill  him ;  for  they 
feared  the  people.  Then  entered  Satan 
into  Judas  surnamed  Iscariot,  being  of  the 
number  of  the  twelve.  And  he  went  his 
way,  and  communed  with  the  chief  priests 
and  captains,  how  he  might  betray  him 
unto  them.  And  they  were  glad,  and 
covenanted  to  give  him  money.  And  he 
promised,  and  sought  opportunity  to  be- 
tray him  unto  them  in  the  absence  of  the 
multitude.  Then  came  the  day  of  un- 
leavened bread,  when  the  passover  must 
be  killed.  And  he  sent  Peter  and  John, 
saying,  Go  and  prepare  us  the  passover, 
that  we  may  eat.  And  they  said  unto 
him,  Where  wilt  thou  that  we  prepare  ? 
And  he  said  unto  them,  Behold,  when  ye 
are  entered  into  the  city,  there  shall  a  man 
meet  you,  bearing  a  pitcher  of  water;  fol- 
low him  into  the  house  where  he  entereth 
in.  And  ye  shall  say  unto  the  good  man 
of  the  house,  The  Master  saith  unto  thee, 
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Where  is  the  guest-chamber,  where  I  shall 
eat  the  passover  With  my  disciples?    And 
he  shall  show  you  a  large  upper  room  fur- 
nished:  there    make    ready.     And   they 
went,  and  found  as  he  had  said  unto  them ; 
and  they  made  ready  the  passover.     And 
when  the  hour  was  come,  he  sat  down, 
and  the  twelve  apostles  with  him.     And 
he  said  unto  them,  With  desire  I   have 
desired  to  eat  this  passover  with  you  be- 
fore I  suffer.     For  I  say  unto  you,  I  will 
not  any  more  eat  thereof,  until  it  be  ful- 
filled in  the  Kingdom  of  God.     And  he 
took  the  cup,  and  gave  thanks,  and  said^ 
Take  this,  and  divide  it  among  yourselves. 
For  I  say  unto  you,  I  will  not  drink  of  the 
fruit  of  the  vine,  until  the  Kingdom  of 
God  shall  come.    And  he  took  bread,  and 
gave  thanks,  and  brake  it,  and  gave  unto 
them,  saying,  This  is  my  body  which  is 
given  for  you:  this  do  in  remembrance  of 
me.      Likewise  also  the  cup  after  supper, 
saying,  This  cup  is  the  new  testament  in 
my  blood,  which  is  shed   for  you.     Bui 
behold,  the  hand  of  him  that   betrayeth 
me  is  with  me  on  the  table.     And  truly 
the  Son  of  Man  goeth   as  it  was   deter- 
mined;  but  wo  unto  that  man  by  whom 
he  is  betrayed!     And  they  began  to  in- 
quire among  themselves,  which  of  them  it 
was  that  should  do  this  thing.    And  there 
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was  also  a  strife  among  them,  which  of 
them  should  be  accounted  the  greatest. 
And  he  said  unto  them,  The  kings  of  the 
Gentiles  exercise  lordship  over  them ;  and 
they  that  exercise  authority  upon  them 
are  called  benefactors.  But  ye  shall  not 
be  so :  but  he  that  is  greatest  among  you, 
let  him  be  as  the  younger;  and  he  that  is 
chief,  as  he  that  doth  serve.  For  whether 
is  greater,  he  that  sitteth  at  meat,  or  he 
that  serveth?  Is  not  he  that  sitteth  at 
meat?  But  I  am  among  you  as  he  that 
serveth.  Ye  are  they  which  have  continued 
with  me  in  my  temptations.  And  I  ap- 
point unto  you  a  kingdom,  as  my  Father 
hath  appointed  unto  me ;  that  ye  may  eat 
and  drink  at  my  table  in  my  kingdom, 
and  sit  on  thrones,  judging  the  twelve 
tribes  of  Israel.  And  the  Lord  said, 
Simon,  Simon,  behold,  Satan  hath  desired 
to  have  you  that  he  may  sift  you  as  wheat  : 
but  I  have  prayed  for  thee,  that  thy  faith 
fail  not;  and  when  thou  art  converted, 
strengthen  thy  brethren.  And  he  said 
unto  him,  Lord,  I  am  ready  to  go  with 
thee,  both  into  prison,  and  to  death.  And 
he  said,  I  tell  thee,  Peter,  the  cock  shall 
not  crow  this  day,  before  that  thou  shalt 
thrice  deny  that  thou  knowest  me.  And 
he  said  unto  them,  When  I  sent  you  with- 
out purse,  and  scrip,  and  shoes,  lacked  ye 
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anything?  And  they  said,  Nothing.  Then 
said  he  unto  them,  But  now,  he  that  hath 
a  purse,  let  him  take  it,  and  likewise  his 
scrip :  and  he  that  hath  no  sword,  let  him 
sell  his  garment,  and  buy  one.  For  I  say 
unto  you,  that  this  that  is  written  must 
yet  be  accomplished  in  me,  And  he  was 
reckoned  among  the  transgressors:  for 
the  things  concerning  me  have  an  end. 
And  they  said,  Lord,  behold,  here  are  two 
swords.  And  he  said  unto  them,  It  is 
enough.  And  he  came  out,  and  went,  as 
he  was  wont,  to  the  Mount  of  Olives ;  and 
his  disciples  also  followed  him.  And 
when  he  was  at  the  place,  he  said  unto 
them,  Pray  that  ye  enter  not  into  tempta- 
tion. And  he  was  withdrawn  from  them 
about  a  stone's  cast,  and  kneeled  down, 
and  prayed,  saying,  Father,  if  thou  be 
willing,  remove  this  cup  from  me :  never- 
theless, not  my  will,  but  thine,  be  done. 
And  there  appeared  an  angel  unto  him 
from  heaven,  strengthening  him.  And 
being  in  an  agony,  he  prayed  more  earnest- 
ly, and  his  sweat  was  as  it  were  great 
drops  of  blood  falling  down  to  the  ground. 
And  when  he  rose  up  from  prayer,  and 
was  come  to  his  disciples,  he  found  them 
sleeping  for  sorrow,  and  said  unto  them, 
"Why  sleep  ye  ?  rise  and  pray,  lest  ye 
enter  into  temptation.  And  while  he  yet 
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Bpake,  behold  a  multitude,  and  lie  that 
was  called  Judas,  one  of  the  twelve,  went 
"before  them,  and  drew  near  unto  Jesus  to 
kiss  him.  But  Jesus  said  unto  him,  Judas, 
betray  est  thou  the  Son  of  Man  with  a 
kiss?  When  they  which  were  about  him 
saw  what  would  follow,  they  said  unto 
him,  Lord,  shall  we  smite  with  the  sword? 
and  one  of  them  smote  the  servant  of  the 
high  priest,  and  cut  off  his  right  ear. 
And  Jesus  answered  and  said,  Suffer  ye 
thus  far.  And  he  touched  his  ear,  and 
healed  him.  Then  Jesus  said  unto  the 
chief  priests,  and  captains  of  the  temple, 
and  the  elders  which  were  come  to  him, 
Be  ye  come  out  as  against  a  thief,  with 
swords  and  staves  ?  When  I  was  daily 
with  you  in  the  temple,  ye  stretched  forth 
no  hands  against  me:  but  this  is  your 
hour,  and  the  power  of  darkness.  Then 
took  they  him,  and  led  him,  and  brought 
him  into  the  high  priest's  house.  And 
Peter  followed  afar  off.  And  when  they 
had  kindled  a  fire  in  the  midst  of  the 
hall,  and  were  set  down  together,  Peter 
sat  down  among  them.  But  a  certain 
maid  beheld  him  as  he  sat  by  the  fire,  and 
earnestly  looked  upon  him,  and  said, 
This  man  was  also  with  him.  And  he 
denied  him,  saying,  Woman,  I  know  him 
not.  And  after  a  little  while  another  saw 
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him,  and  said,  Thou  art  also  of  them. 
And  Peter  said,  Man,  I  am  not.  And 
about  the  space  of  one  hour  after,  another 
confidently  affirmed,  saying,  Of  a  truth, 
this  fellow  also  was  with  him ;  for  he  is  a 
Galilean.  And  Peter  said,  Man,  I  know 
not  what  thou  sayest.  And  immediately, 
while  he  yet  spake,  the  cock  crew.  And 
the  Lord  turned,  and  looked  upon  Peter. 
And  Peter  remembered  the  word  of  the 
Lord,  how  he  had  said  unto  him,  Before 
the  cock  crow,  thou  shalt  deny  me  thrice. 
And  Peter  went  out,  and  wept  bitterly. 
And  the  men  that  held  Jesus  mocked 
him,  and  smote  him.  And  when  they 
had  blindfolded  him,  they  struck  him  on 
the  face,  and  asked  him,  saying,  Pro- 
phesy, who  is  it  that  smote  thee  ?  And 
many  other  things  blasphemously  spake 
they  against  him.  And  as  soon  as  it  was 
day,  the  elders  of  the  people,  and  the 
chief  priests,  and  the  scribes  came  to- 
gether, and  led  him  into  their  council, 
saying,  Art  thou  the  Christ?  tell  us. 
And  he  said  unto  them,  If  I  tell  you,  ye 
will  not  believe :  and  if  I  also  ask  you, 
ye  will  not  answer  me,  nor  let  me  go. 
Hereafter  shall  the  Son  of  Man  sit  on  the 
right  hand  of  the  power  of  God.  Then 
said  they  all,  Art  thou  then  the  Son  of  God  ? 
And  he  said  unto  them,  Ye  say,  that  I 
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am.  And  they  said,  What  need  we  any 
further  witness?  for  we  ourselves  have 
heard  of  his  own  mouth.

THE    EPISTLE.       1    Coi\  xi,  17. 

IN  this  that  I  declare  unto  you,  I  praise 
you  not,  that  ye  come  together  not  for 
the  better,  but  for  the  worse.  For  first 
of  all,  when  ye  come  together  in  the 
church,  I  hear  that  there  be  divisions 
among  you ;  and  I  partly  believe  it.  For 
there  must  be  also  heresies  among  you, 
that  they  which  are  approved  may  be. 
made  manifest  among  you.  When  ye 
come  together  therefore  into  one  place, 
this  is  not  to  eat  the  Lord's  Supper.  For 
in  eating  every  one  taketh  before  other 
his  own  supper;  and  one  is  hungry,  and 
another  is  drunken.  What !  have  ye  not 
houses  to  eat  and  to  drink  in?  or  despise 
ye  the  church  of  God,  and  shame  them 
that  have  not  ?  What  shall  I  say  to  you  ? 
shall  I  praise  you  in  this  ?  I  praise  you 
not.  For  I  have  received  of  the  Lord 
that  which  also  I  delivered  unto  you, 
That  the  Lord  Jesus,  the  same  night  in 
which  he  wa3  betraved,  took  bread :  and 
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when  he  had  given  thanks,  he  brake  it, 
and  said,  Take,  eat;  this  is  my  body, 
which  is  broken  for  you:  this  do  in  re- 
membrance of  me.  After  the  same  man- 
ner also  he  took  the  cup,  when  he  had 
supped,,  saying,  This  cup  is  the  new  testa- 
ment in  my  blood :  this  do  ye,  as  oft  as 
ye  drink  it,  in  remembrance  of  me.  For 
as  often  as  ye  eat  this  bread,  and  drink 
this  cup,  ye  do  show  the  Lord's  death  till 
he  come.  Wherefore,  whosoever  shall 
eat  this  bread,  and  drink  this  cup  of  the 
Lord,  unworthily,  shall  be  guilty  of  the 
body  and  blood  of  the  Lord.  But  let  a 
man  examine  himself,  and  so  let  him  eat 
of  that  bread,  and  drink  of  that  cup.  For 
he  that  eateth  and  drinketh  unworthily, 
eateth  and  drinketh  damnation  to  himself, 
not  discerning  the  Lord's  body.  For  this 
cause  many  are  weak  and  sickly  among 
you,  and  many  sleep.  For  if  we  would 
judge  ourselves,  we  should  not  be  judged. 
But  when  we  are  judged,  we  are  chastened 
of  the  Lord,  that  we  should  not  be  con- 
demned with  the  world.  Wherefore,  my 
brethren,  when  ye  come  together  to  eat, 
tarry  one  for  another.  And  if  any  man 
hunger,  let  him  eat  at  home ;  that  ye  come 
not  together  unto  condemnation.  And 
the  rest  will  I  set  in  order  when  I  come. 
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the  gospel.     St  Luke  xxiii,  1. 

THE  whole  multitude  of  them  arose, 
and  led  him  unto  Pilate.  And  they 
began  to  accuse  him,  saying,  "We  found 
this  fellow  perverting  the  nation,,  and  for- 
bidding to  give  tribute  to  Caesar,  saying 
that  he  himself  is  Christ  a  king.  And  Pilate 
asked  him,  saying,  Art  thou  the  King  of 
the  Jews?  And  he  answered  him,  and 
said,  Thou  sayest  it.  Then  said  Pilate 
to  the  chief  priests  and  to  the  people,  I 
find  no  fault  in  this  man.  And  they  were 
the  more  fierce,  saying,  He  stirreth  up 
the  people,  teaching  throughout  all  Jewry, 
beginning  from  Galilee  to  this  place. 
When  Pilate  heard  of  Galilee,  he  asked 
whether  the  man  were  a  Galilean.  And 
as  soon  as  he  knew  that  he  belonged 
unto  Herod's  jurisdiction,  he  sent  him  to 
Herod,  who  himself  also  was  at  Jerusalem 
at  that  time.  And  when  Herod  saw 
Jesus,  he  was  exceeding  glad:  for  he  was 
desirous  to  see  him  of  a  long  season, 
because  he  had  heard  many  things  of 
him;  and  he  hoped  to  have  seen  some 
miracle  done  by  him.  Then  he  questioned 
with  him  in  many  words ;  but  he  answered 
him  nothing.  And  the  chief  priests  and 
scribes  stood  and  vehemently  accused  him. 
And  Herod  with  his  men  of  war  set  him 
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at  nought,  and  mocked  him,  and  arrayed 
him  in  a  gorgeous  robe,  and  sent  him 
again  to  Pilate.  And  the  same  day  Pilate 
and  Herod  were  made  friends,  together; 
for  before  they  were  at  enmity  between 
themselves.  And  Pilate,  when  he  had 
called  together  the  chief  priests,  and  the 
rulers,  and  the  people,  said  unto  them, 
Ye  have  brought  this  man  unto  me,  as 
one  that  perverteth  the  people :  and  be- 
hold, I,  having  examined  him  before  you, 
have  found  no  fault  in  this  man,  touching 
those  things  whereof  ye  accuse  him.  Xo, 
nor  yet  Herod:  for  I  sent  you  to  him; 
and  lo,  nothing  worthy  of  death  is  done 
unto  him.  I  will  therefore  chastise  him, 
and  release  him.  (For  of  necessity  he 
must  release  one  unto  them  at  the  feast.) 
And  they  cried  out  all  at  once,  saying, 
Away  with  this  man,  and  release  unto  us 
Barabbas:  (who  for  a  certain  sedition 
made  in  the  city,  and  for  murder,  was 
cast  into  prison.)  Pilate  therefore,  will- 
ing to  release  Jesus,  spake  again  to  them. 
But  they  cried,  saying,  Crucify  him ! 
crucify  him!  And  he  said  unto  them 
the  third  time,  Why,  what  evil  hath  he 
done?  I  have  found  no  cause  of  death 
in  him:  I  will  therefore  chastise  him, 
and  let  him  go.  And  they  were  instant 
with  loud  voices,  requiring  that  he  might 
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be  crucified:  and  the  voices  of  them,  and 
of  the  chief  priests  prevailed.  And 
Pilate  gave  sentence  that  it  should  be  as 
they  required.  And  he  released  unto 
them  him  that  for  sedition  and  murder 
was  cast  into  prison,  whom  they  had  de- 
sired ;  but  he  delivered  Jesus  to  their  will. 
And  as  they  led  him  away,  they  laid  hold 
upon  one  Simon  a  Cyrenian,  coming  out 
of  the  country,  and  on  him  they  laid  the 
cross,  that  he  might  bear  it  after  Jesus. 
And  there  followed  him  a  great  company 
of  people,  and  of  women,  which  also 
bewailed  and  lamented  him.  But  Jesus 
turning  unto  them,  said,  Daughters  of 
Jerusalem,  weep  not  for  me,  but  weep 
for  yourselves,  and  for  your  children. 
For  behold,  the  days  are  coming,  in  the 
which  they  shall  say,  Blessed  are  the 
barren,  and  the  wombs  that  never  bare, 
and  the  paps  which  never  gave  suck. 
Then  shall  they  begin  to  say  to  the  moun- 
tains, Fall  on  us!  and  to  the  hills,  Cover 
us !  For  if  they  do  these  things  in  a 
green  tree,  what  shall  be  done  in  the  dry? 
And  there  were  also  two  others,  male- 
factors, led  with  him  to  be  put  to  death. 
And  when  they  were  come  to  the  place 
which  is  called  Calvary,  there  they  cruci- 
fied him,  and  the  malefactors;  one  on 
the  right  hand,  and  the  other  on  the  left. 
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Then  said  Jesus,  Father,  forgive  them; 
for  they  know  not  what  they  do.  And 
they  parted  his  raiment,  and  cast  lots. 
And  the  people  stood  beholding.  And 
the  rulers  also  with  them  derided  him, 
saying,  He  saved  others;  let  him  save 
himself,  if  he  be  Christ,  the  chosen  of 
God.  And  the  soldiers  also  mocked  him, 
coming  to  him,  and  offering  him  vinegar, 
and  saying,  If  thou  be  the  King  of  the 
Jews,  save  thyself.  And  a  superscription 
also  was  written  over  him,  in  letters  of 
Greek,  and  Latin,  and  Hebrew,  THIS  IS 
THE  KIXG  OF  THE  JEWS.  And  one 
of  the  malefactors  which  were  hanged 
railed  on  him,  saying,  If  thou  be  Christ, 
save  thyself  and  us.  But  the  other  an- 
swering, rebuked  him,  saying,  Dost  not 
thou  fear  God,  seeing  thou  art  in  the  same 
condemnation?  And  we  indeed  justly; 
for  we  receive  the  due  reward  of  our 
deeds :  but  this  man  hath  done  nothing 
amiss.  And  he  said  unto  Jesus,  Lord, 
remember  me  when  thou  comest  into  thy 
kingdom.  And  Jesus  said  unto  him, 
Verily  I  say  unto  thee,  To-day  shalt  thou 
be  with  me  in  Paradise.  And  it  was 
about  the  sixth  hour,  and  there  was  a 
darkness  over  all  the  earth  until  the 
ninth  hour.  And  the  sun  was  darkened, 
and  the  vail  of  the  temple  was  rent  in 
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the  midst.  And  when  Jesus  had  cried 
with  a  loud  voice,  he  said,  Father,  into  thy 
hands  I  commend  my  spirit:  and  having 
said  thus,  he  gave  up  the  ghost.  Now 
when  the  centurion  saw  what  was  done, 
he  glorified  God,  saying,  Certainly  this 
was  a  righteous  man.  And  all  the  people 
that  came  together  to  that  sight,  behold- 
ing the  things  which  were  done,  smote 
their  breasts  and  returned.  And  all  his 
acquaintance,  and  the  women  that  followed 
him  from  Galilee,  stood  afar  off,  behold- 
ing these  things.

THE    EPISTLE.       Heb.  X,  1. 

THE   Law   having   a   shadow    of  good 
things  to  come,  and  not  the  very  image 
of  the  things,  can  never,  with  those  sacri- 
fices which  they  offered  year  by  year  con- 
tinually, make  the  comers  thereunto  per- 
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feet.  For  then  would  they  not  have 
ceased  to  be  offered?  because  that  the 
worshippers  once  purged  should  have  had 
no  more  conscience  of  sins.  But  in  those 
sacrifices  there  is  a  remembrance  again 
made  of  sins  every  year.  For  it  is  not 
possible  that  the  blood  of  bulls  and  of 
goats  should  take  away  sins.  Wherefore, 
when  He  cometh  into  the  world,  he  saith, 
Sacrifice  and  offering  thou  wouldest  not, 
but  a  body  hast  thou  prepared  me:  in 
burnt-offerings  and  sacrifices  for  sin  thou 
hast  had  no  pleasure.  Then  said  I,  Lo,  I 
come  (in  the  volume  of  the  book  it  is 
written  of  me)  to  do  thy  will,  0  God. 
Above,  when  he  said,  Sacrifice  and  offer- 
ing and  burnt  offerings  and  offering  for 
sin  thou  wouldest  not,  neither  hadst  plea- 
sure therein;  which  are  offered  by  the 
Law;  then  said  he,  Lo,  I  come  to  do  thy 
will,  0  God.  He  taketh  away  the  first, 
that  he  may  establish  the  second.  By  the 
which  will  we  are  sanctified,  through  the 
offering  of  the  body  of  Jesus  Christ  once 
for  all.  And  every  priest  stancleth  daily 
ministering  and  offering  oftentimes  the 
same  sacrifices,  which  can  never  take 
away  sins:  but  this  Man,  after  he  had 
offered  one  sacrifice  for  sins  for  ever,  sat 
down  on  the  right  hand  of  God;  from 
henceforth  expecting  till  his  enemies  be 
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made  his  footstool.  For  by  one  offering 
he  hath  perfected  for  ever  them  that  are 
sanctified.  Whereof  the  Holy  Ghost  also 
is  a  witness  to  us :  for  after  that  he  had 
said  before,  This  is  the  covenant  that  I 
will  make  with  them  after  those  clays, 
saith  the  Lord,  I  will  put  my  laws  into 
their  hearts,  and  in  their  minds  will  I 
write  them;  and  their  sins  and  iniquities 
will  I  remember  no  more.  Xow  where 
remission  of  these  is,  there  is  no  more 
ottering  for  sin.  Having  therefore,  breth- 
ren, boldness  to  enter  into  the  holiest  by 
the  blood  of  Jesus,  by  a  new  and  living 
way,  which  he  hath  consecrated  for  us, 
through  the  vail,  that  is  to  say,  his  flesh; 
and  having  an  High  Priest  over  the  house 
of  God;  let  us  draw  near  with  a  true 
heart,  in  full  assurance  of  faith,  having 
our  hearts  sprinkled  from  an  evil  con- 
science, and  our  bodies  washed  with  pure 
water.  Let  us  hold  fast  the  profession  of 
our  faith  without  wavering;  (for  He  is 
faithful  that  promised;)  and  let  us  con- 
sider one  another  to  provoke  unto  love 
and  to  good  works:  not  forsaking  the 
assembling  of  ourselves  together,  as  the 
manner  of  some  is;  but  exhorting  one 
another:  and  so  much  the  more,  as  ye  see 
the  day  approaching. 
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the  gospel.     St.  John  xix,  1. 

PILATE  therefore  took  Jesus,  and 
scourged  him.  And  the  soldiers  plat- 
ted a  crown  of  thorns,  and  put  it  on  his 
head,  and  they  put  on  him  a  purple  robe, 
and  said,  Hail,  King  of  the  Jews!  and 
they  smote  him  with  their  hands.  Pilate 
therefore  went  forth  again,  and  saith  unto 
them,  Behold,  I  bring  him  forth  to  you, 
that  ye  may  know  that  I  find  no  fault  in 
him.  Then  came  Jesus  forth,  wearing 
the  crown  of  thorns,  and  the  purple  robe. 
And  Pilate  saith  unto  them,  Behold  the 
man!  When  the  chief  priests  therefore 
and  officers  saw  him,  they  cried  out,  say- 
ing, Crucify  him !  crucify  him !  Pilate 
saith  unto  them,  Take  ye  him,  and  crucify 
him;  for  I  find  no  fault  in  him.  The  Jews 
answered  him,  We  have  a  law,  and  by  our 
law  he  ought  to  die,  because  he  made 
himself  the  Son  of  G-od.  When  Pilate 
therefore  heard  that  saying,  he  was  the 
more  afraid;  and  went  again  into  the 
judgment-hall,  and  saith  unto  Jesus, 
Whence  art  thou?  But  Jesus  gave  him 
no  answer.  Then  saith  Pilate  unto  him, 
Speakest  thou  not  unto  me  ?  knowest  thou 
not  that  I  have  power  to  crucify  thee,  and 
have  power  to  release  thee?  Jesus  an- 
swered, Thou  couldest  have  no  power  at 
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all  against  me,  except  it  were  given  thee 
from  above:  therefore  he  that  delivered 
me  unto  thee  hath  the  greater  sin.  And 
from  thenceforth  Pilate  sought  to  release 
him :  but  the  Jews  cried  out,  saying,  If 
thou  let  this  man  go,  thou  art  not  Caesar's 
friend:  whosoever  maketh  himself  a  king, 
speaketh  against  Caesar.  When  Pilate 
therefore  heard  that  saying,  he  brought 
Jesus  forth,  and  sat  down  in  the  judg- 
ment-seat, in  a  place  that  is  called  the 
Pavement,  but  in  the  Hebrew,  Gabbatha. 
And  it  was  the  preparation  of  the  Pass- 
over, and  about  the  sixth  hour :  and  he 
saith  unto  the  Jews,  Behold  your  King! 
But  they  cried  out,  Away  with  him !  away 
with  him !  crucify  him !  Pilate  saith  unto 
them,  Shall  I  crucify  your  King?  The 
chief  priests  answered,  We  have  no  king 
but  Caesar.  Then  delivered  he  him  there- 
fore unto  them  to  be  crucified.  And  they 
took  Jesus,  and  led  him  away.  And  he 
bearing  his  cross  went  forth  into  a  place 
called  the  place  of  a  skull,  which  is  called 
in  the  Hebrew,  Golgotha;  where  they 
crucified  him,  and  two  others  with  him, 
on  either  side  one,  and  Jesus  in  the  midst. 
And  Pilate  wrote  a  title,  and  put  it  on  the 
cross.  And  the  writing  was,  JESUS  OF 
NAZARETH,  THE  KING  OF  THE 
JEWS.  This  title  then  read  many  of  the 
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Jews :  for  the  place  where  Jesus  was  cru- 
cified was  nigh  to  the  city;  and  it  was 
written  in  Hebrew,  and  Greek,  and  Latin. 
Then  said  the  chief  priests  of  the  Jews  to 
Pilate,  Write  not,  The  King  of  the  Jews  ; 
but  that  he  said,  I  am  King  of  the  Jews. 
Pilate  answered,  What  I  have  written,  I 
have  written.  Then  the  soldiers,  when 
they  had  crucified  Jesus,  took  his  gar- 
ments, and  made  four  parts,  to  every  sol- 
dier a  part;  and  also  his  coat:  now  the 
coat  was  without  seam,  woven  from  the 
top  throughout.  They  said  therefore 
among  themselves,  Let  us  not  rend  it,  but 
cast  lots  for  it  whose  it  snail  be :  that  the 
Scripture  might  be  fulfilled,  which  saith, 
They  parted  my  raiment  among  them,  and 
for  my  vesture  they  did  cast  lots.  These 
things  therefore  the  soldiers  did.  lS"ow 
there  stood  by  the  cross  of  Jesus,  his 
mother,  and  his  mother's  sister,  Mary  the 
wife  of  Cleophas,  and  Mary  Magdalene. 
When  Jesus  therefore  saw'  his  mother, 
and  the  disciple  standing  by,  whom  he 
loved,  he  saith  unto  his  mother,  Woman, 
behold  thy  son !  Then  saith  he  to  the 
disciple,  Behold  thy  mother !  And  from 
that  hour  that  disciple  took  her  unto  his 
own  home.  After  this,  Jesus  knowing 
that  all  things  were  now  accomplished, 
that  the  Scripture  might  be  fulfilled,  saith, 
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I  thirst.  Now  there  was  set  a  vessel  fall 
of  vinegar:  and  they  tilled,  a  sponge  with 
vinegar,  and  put  it  upon  hyssop,  and  put 
it  to  his  mouth.  When  Jesus  therefore 
had  received  the  vinegar,  he  said,  It  is 
finished:  and  he  bowed  his  head,  and 
gave  up  the  ghost.  The  Jews  therefore, 
because  it  was  the  preparation,  that  the 
bodies  should  not  remain  upon  the  cross 
on  the  sabbath-day,  (for  that  sabbath-day 
was  an  high  day,)  besought  Pilate  that 
their  legs  might  be  broken,  and  that  they 
might  be  taken  away.  Then  came  the 
soldiers,  and  brake  the  legs  of  the  first, 
and  of  the  other  which  was  crucified  with 
him.  But  when  they  came  to  Jesus,  and 
saw  that  he  was  dead  already,  they  brake 
not  his  legs :  but  one  of  the  soldiers  with 
a  spear  pierced  his  side,  and  forthwith 
came  thereout  blood  and  water.  And  he 
that  saw  it  bare  record,  and  his  record  is 
true ;  and  he  knoweth  that  he  saith  true, 
that  ye  might  believe.  For  these  things 
were  done,  that  the  Scripture  should  be 
fulfilled,  A  bone  of  him  shall  not  be 
broken.  And  again  another  Scripture 
saith,  They  shall  look  on  him  whom  they 
pierced.

GRANT,  0  Lord,  that  as  we  are  bap- 
tized into  the  death  of  thy  blessed 
Son  our  Saviour  Jesus  Christ,  so  by  con- 
tinual mortifying  our  corrupt  affections 
we  may  be  buried  with  him ;  and  that 
through  the  grave,  and  gate  of  death,  we 
may  pass  to  our  joyful  resurrection ;  for 
his  merits,  who  died,  and  was  buried,  and 
rose  again  for  us,  thy  Son  Jesus  Christ 
our  Lord.

IT  is  better,  if  the  will  of  God  be  so, 
that  ye  suffer  for  well-doing,  than  for 
evil-doing.  For  Christ  also  hath  once  suf- 
fered for  sins,  the  just  for  the  unjust,  that 
he  might  bring  us  to  God,  being  put  to 
death  in  the  flesh,  but  quickened  by  the 
Spirit :  by  which  also  he  went  and 
^reached  unto  the  spirits  in  prison ; 
which  sometime  were  disobedient,  when 
once  the  long-suffering  of  God  waited  in 
the  days  of  Noah,  while  the  ark  was  a 
preparing;  wherein  few,  that  is,  eight 
souls  were  saved  by  water.  The  like  fig- 
ure whereunto,  even  baptism,  doth  also 
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now  save  us,  (not  the  putting  away  of  the 
filth  of  the  flesh,  but  the  answer  of  a  good 
conscience  towards  God,)  by  the  resurrec- 
tion of  Jesus  Christ :  who  is  gone  into 
heaven,  and  is  on  the  right  hand  of  God; 
angels,  and  authorities,  and  powers  being 
made  subject  unto  him. 

the  gospel.     St  Matt,  xxvii,  57. 

WHEN  the  even  was  come,  there  came 
a  rich  man  of  Arimathea,  named  Jo- 
seph, who  also  himself  was  Jesus'  dis- 
ciple :  he  went  to  Pilate,  and  begged  the 
body  of  Jesus.  Then  Pilate  commanded 
the  body  to  be  delivered.  And  when  Jo- 
seph had  taken  the  body,  he  wrapped  it 
in  a  clean  linen  cloth,  and  laid  it  in  his 
own  new  tomb,  which  he  had  hewn  out  in 
the  rock ;  and  he  rolled  a  great  stone  to 
the  door  of  the  sepulchre,  and  departed. 
And  there  was  Mary  Magdalene,  and  the 
other  Mary,  sitting  over  against  the  sepul- 
chre. Now  the  next  day,  that  followed 
the  day  of  the  preparation,  the  chief 
priests  and  Pharisees  came  together  unto 
Pilate,  saying,  Sir,  we  remember  that 
that  deceiver  said,  while  he  was  yet  alive, 
After  three  days  I  will  rise  again.  Com- 
mand therefore  that  the  sepulchre  be 
made  sure  until  the  third  day,  lest  his  dis- 
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ciples  come  by  night,  and  steal  him  away, 
and  say  unto  the  people,  He  is  risen  from 
the  dead:  so  the  last  error  shall  he  worse 
than  the  first.  Pilate  said  unto  them,  Ye 
have  a  watch :  go  your  way,  make  it  as 
sure  as  ye  can.  So  they  went  and  made 
the  sepulchre  sure,  sealing  the  stone,  and 
setting  a  watch.

Then  cometh  Simon  Peter  following  him, 
and  went  into  the  sepulchre,  and  seeth 
the  linen  clothes  lie ;  and  the  napkin  that 
was  about  his  head,  not  lying  wTith  the 
linen  clothes,  but  wrapped  together  in  a 
place  by  itself.  Then  went  in  also  that 
other  disciple  which  came  first  to  the 
sepulchre,  and  he  saw,  and  believed.  For 
as  yet  they  knew  not  the  Scripture,  that 
he  must  rise  again  from  the  dead.  Then 
the  disciples  went  away  again  unto  their 
own  home.

PETER  opened  his  mouth,  and  said, 
Of  a  truth  I  perceive  that  God  is  no 
respecter  of  persons;  but  in  every  nation 
he  that  feareth  him,  and  worketh  right- 
eousness, is  accepted  with  him.  The 
Word  which  God  sent  unto  the  children 
of  Israel,  preaching  peace  by  Jesus  Christ, 
(he  is  Lord  of  all,)  that  Word,  I  say,  ye 
know,  which  was  published  throughout 
all  Judea,  and  began  from  Galilee,  after 
the  baptism  which  John  preached;  how 
God  anointed  Jesus  of  Nazareth  with  the 
Holy  Ghost  and  with  power :  who  went 
about  doing  good,  and  healing  all  that 
were  oppressed  of  the  devil;  for  God 
was  with  him.  And  we  are  witnesses  of 
all  things  which  he  did  both  in  the  land 
of  the  Jews,  and  in  Jerusalem;  whom 
they  slew  and  hanged  on  a  tree.  Him 
God  raised  up  the  third  day,  and  showed 
him  openly;  not  to  all  the  people,  but 
unto  witnesses  chosen  before  of  God, 
even  to  us,  who  did  eat  and  drink  with 
him  after  he  rose  from  the  dead.  And 
he  commanded  us  to  preach  unto  the 
people,  and  to  testify  that  it  is  he  which 
was  ordained  of  God  to  be  the  Judge  of 
quick  and  dead.

BEHOLD,  two  of  his  disciples  went 
that  same  day  to  a  village  called 
Emmaus,  which  was  from  Jerusalem 
about  threescore  furlongs.  And  they 
talked  together  of  all  these  things  which 
had  happened.  And  it  came  to  pass,  that, 
while  they  communed  together  and  rea- 
soned, Jesus  himself  drew  near,  and 
went  wTith  them.  But  their  eyes  were 
holden  that  they  should  not  know  him. 
And  he  said  unto  them,  What  manner  of 
communications  are  these  that  ye  have 
one  to  another,  as  ye  walk,  and  are  sad? 
And  the  one  of  them,  whose  name  was 
Cleopas,  answering  said  unto  him,  Art 
thou  only  a  stranger  in  Jerusalem,  and  hast 
not  known  the  things  which  are  come  to 
pass  there  in  these  days?  And  he  said 
unto  them,  What  things?  And  they  said 
unto  him,  Concerning  Jesus  of  Nazareth, 
which  was  a  prophet  mighty  in  deed  and 
word  before  God,  and  all  the  people;  and 
how  the  chief  priests  and  our  rulers 
delivered  him  to  be  condemned  to  death, 
and  have  crucified  him.  But  we  trusted 
that  it  had  been  he  wdiich  should  have 
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redeemed  Israel :  and  "besides  all  this,  to- 
day is  the  third  day  since  these  things 
were  done.  Yea,  and  certain  women  also 
of  our  company  made  us  astonished,  which 
were  early  at  the  sepulchre ;  and  when  they 
found  not  his  body,  they  came,  saying, 
that  they  had  also  seen  a  vision  of  angels, 
which  said  that  he  was  alive.  And  cer- 
tain of  them  which  were  with  us  went  to 
the  sepulchre,  and  found  it  even  so  as  the 
women  had  said ;  but  him  they  saw  not. 
Then  he  said  unto  them,  0  fools,  and 
slow  of  heart  to  believe  all  that  the  Pro- 
phets have  spoken  !  Ought  not  Christ  to 
have  suffered  these  things,  and  to  enter 
into  his  glory  ?  And  beginning  at  Moses, 
and  all  the  Prophets,  he  expounded  unto 
them  in  all  the  Scriptures  the  things  con- 
cerning himself.  And  they  drew  nigh 
unto  the  village  whither  they  went ;  and 
he  made  as  though  he  would  have  gone 
further.  But  they  constrained  him,  say- 
ing, Abide  with  us ;  for  it  is  toward  even- 
ing, and  the  day  is  far  spent.  And  he 
went  in  to  tarry  with  them.  And  it  came 
to  pass,  as  he  sat  at  meat  with  them,  he 
took  bread,  and  blessed  it,  and  brake,  and 
gave  to  them.  And  their  eyes  were  opened, 
and  they  knew  him ;  and  he  vanished  out 
of  their  sight.  And  they  said  one  to 
another,  Did  not  our  heart  burn  within 
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us,  while  he  talked  with  us  by  the  way, 
and  while  he  opened  to  us  the  Scriptures  ? 
And  they  rose  up  the  same  hour,  and  re- 
turned to  Jerusalem,  and  found  the  eleven 
gathered  together,  and  them  that  were 
with  them,  saying,  The  Lord  is  risen 
indeed,  and  hath  appeared  to  Simon. 
And  they  told  what  things  wrere  done  in 
the  way,  and  how  he  was  known  of  them 
in  breaking  of  bread.

EX  and  brethren,  children  of  the  stock 
of  Abraham,  and  whosoever  among 
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you  feareth  God,  to  you  is  the  word  of 
this  salvation  sent.  For  they  that  dwell  at 
Jerusalem,  and  their  rulers,  because  they 
knew  him  not,  nor  yet  the  voices  of  the 
Prophets  which  are  read  every  sabbath- 
day,  they  have  fulfilled  them  in  condemn- 
ing him.  And  though  they  found  no 
cause  of  death  in  him,  yet  desired  they 
Pilate  that  he  should  be  slain.  And 
wrhen  they  had  fulfilled  all  that  was  writ- 
ten of  him,  they  took  him  down  from 
the  tree,  and  laid  him  in  a  sepulchre. 
But  God  raised  him  from  the  dead :  and 
he  was  seen  many  days  of  them  which 
came  up  with  him  from  Galilee  to  Jeru- 
salem, wTho  are  his  witnesses  unto  the 
people.  And  we  declare  unto  you  glad 
tidings,  how  that  the  promise  which  was 
made  unto  the  fathers,  God  hath  fulfilled 
the  same  unto  us  their  children,  in  that 
he  hath  raised  up  Jesus  again ;  as  it  is 
also  written  in  the  second  Psalm,  Thou 
art  my  Son,  this  day  have  I  begotten 
thee.  And  as  concerning  that  he  raised 
him  up  from  the  dead,  now  no  more  to  re- 
turn to  corruption,  he  said  on  this  wise,  I 
wall  give  you  the  sure  mercies  of  David. 
Wherefore  he  saith  also  in  another  Psalm, 
Thou  shalt  not  suffer  thine  Holy  One  to 
see  corruption.  For  David,  after  he  had 
served  his  owTn  generation  by  the  will  of 
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God,  fell  on  sleep,  and  was  laid  unto  his 
fathers,  and  saw  corruption :  but  he, 
wThom  God  raised  again,  saw  no  corrup- 
tion. Be  it  known  unto  you  therefore, 
men  and  brethren,  that  through  this  man 
is  preached  unto  you  the  forgiveness  of 
sins :  and  by  him  all  that  believe  are  jus- 
tified from  all  things,  from  which  ye  could 
not  be  justified  by  the  Law  of  Moses. 
Beware,  therefore,  lest  that  come  upon 
you,  which  is  spoken  of  in  the  Prophets ; 
Behold,  ye  despisers,  and  wonder,  and 
perish  :  for  I  work  a  work  in  your  days, 
a  work  which  ye  shall  in  no  wTise  believe, 
though  a  man  declare  it  unto  you.

JESUS  himself  stood  in  the  midst  of 
them,  and  saith  unto  them,  Peace  be 
unto  you!  But  they  were 'terrified  and 
affrighted,  and  supposed  that  they  had 
seen  a  spirit.  And  he  said  unto  them, 
Why  are  ye  troubled  ?  and  why  do 
thoughts  arise  in  your  hearts?  Behold 
my  hands  and  my  feet,  that  it  is  I  myself; 
handle  me,  and  see  ;  for  a  spirit  hath  not 
flesh  and  bones,  as  ye  see  me  have.  And 
when  he  had  thus  spoken,  he  showed 
them  his  hands  and  his  feet.  And  while 
they  yet  believed  not  for  joy,  and  won- 
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clerod,  lie  said  unto  them,  Have  ye  here 
any  meat  ?  And  they  gave  him  a  piece 
of  a  broiled  fish,  and  of  an  honeycomb. 
And  he  took  it,  and  did  eat  before  them. 
And  he  said  unto  them,  These  are  the 
words  which  I  spake  unto  you,  while  I 
was  yet  with  you,  that  all  things  must  be 
fulfilled,  which  were  written  in  the  Law 
of  Moses,  and  in  the  Prophets,  and  in  the 
Psalms,  concerning  me.  Then  opened  he 
their  understanding,  that  they  might  un- 
derstand the  Scriptures,  and  said  unto 
them,  Thus  it  is  written,  and  thus  it  be- 
hooved Christ  to  suffer,  and  to  rise  from 
the  dead  the  third  day ;  and  that  repent- 
ance and  remission  of  sins  should  be 
preached  in  his  Name  among  all  nations, 
beginning  at  Jerusalem.

THE    EPISTLE.       1  St.  John  V 


WHATSOEVER  is  born  of  God  over- 
coraeth  the  world;  and  this  is  the 
victory  that  overcometh  the  world,  even 
our  faith.  Who  is  he  that  overcometh 
the  world,  but  he  that  believeth  that  Jesus 
is  the  Son  of  God?  This  is  he  that  came 
by  water  and  blood,  even  Jesus  Christ; 
not  by  water  only,  but  by  water  and  blood. 
And  it  is  the  Spirit  that  beareth  witness, 
because  the  Spirit  is  truth.  For  there  are 
three  that  bear  record  in  heaven,  the 
Father,  the  Word,  and  the  Holy  Ghost: 
and  these  three  are  one.  And  there  are 
three  that  bear  witness  in  earth,  the  spirit, 
and  the  water,  and  the  blood :  and  these 
three  agree  in  one.  If  we  receive  the 
witness  of  men,  the  witness  of  God  is 
greater:  for  this  is  the  witness  of  God 
which  he  hath  testified  of  his  Son.  He 
that  believeth  on  the  Son  of  God  hath  the 
witness  in  himself:  he  that  believeth  not 
God  hath  made  him  a  liar,  because  he 
believeth  not  the  record  that  God  gave  of 
his  Son.  And  this  is  the  record,  that  God 
hath  given  to  us  eternal  life;  and  this  life 
is  in  his  Son.  He  that  hath  the  Son  hath 
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life ;  and  lie  that  hath  not  the  Son  of  God 
hath  not  life.

TIIE  same  day  at  evening,  being  the 
first  day  of  the  week,  when  the  doors 
were  shut  where  the  disciples  were  assem- 
bled for  fear  of  the  Jews,  came  Jesus,  and 
stood  in  the  midst,  and  saith  unto  them, 
Peace  be  unto  you !

For  what  glory  is  it, 
if,  when  ye  be  buffeted  for  your  faults,  ye 
shall  take  it  patiently?  but  if,  when  ye  do 
well,  and  suffer  for  it,  ye  take  it  patiently, 
this  is  acceptable  with  God.  For  even 
hereunto  were  ye  called;  because  Christ 
also  suffered  for  us,  leaving  us  an  exam- 
ple, that  ye  should  follow  his  steps:  "Who 
did  no  sin,  neither  was  guile  found  in  his 
mouth:  who,  when  he  was  reviled,  re- 
viled not  again;  when  he  suffered,  he 
threatened  not :  but  committed  himself  to 
Him  that  juclgeth  righteously :  who  his 
own  self  bare  our  sins  in  his  own  body  on 
the  tree,  that  we,  being  dead  to  sins, 
should  live  unto  righteousness :  by  whose 
stripes  ye  were  healed.  For  ye  were  as 
sheep  going  astray ;  but  are  now  returned 
unto  the  Shepherd  and  Bishop  of  your 
souls. 
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JESUS  said,  I  am  the  good  shepherd : 
the  good  shepherd  giveth  his  life  for 
the  sheep.  But  he  that  is  an  hireling,  and 
not  the  shepherd,  whose  own  the  sheep 
are  not,  seeth  the  wolf  coming,  and  leav- 
eth  the  sheep  and  fleeth;  and  the  wolf 
eatcheth  them,  and  seattereth  the  sheep. 
The  hireling  fleeth,  he  cause  he  is  an  hire- 
ling, and  careth  not  for  the  sheep.  I  am 
the  good  shepherd,  and  know  my  sheep, 
and  am  known  of  mine.  As  the  Father 
knoweth  me,  even  so  know  I  the  Father : 
and  I  lay  down  my  life  for  the  sheep. 
And  other  sheep  I  have,  which  are  not  of 
this  fold :  them  also  I  must  bring,  and 
they  shall  hear  my  voice ;  and  there  shall 
be  one  fold,  and  one  shepherd.

THEN  Peter  opened  his  mouth,  and 
said,  Of  a  truth  I  perceive  that  God  is 
no  respecter  of  persons;  but  in  every 
nation  he  that  feareth  him,  and  worketh 
righteousness,  is  accepted  with  him.  The 
Word  which  God  sent  unto  the  children 
of  Israel,  preaching  peace  by  Jesus  Christ, 
(he  is  Lord  of  all,)  that  "Word,  I  say,  ye 
know,  which  was  published  throughout 
all  Judea,  and  began  from  Galilee,  after 
the  baptism  which  John  preached;  how 
God  anointed  Jesus  of  Nazareth  with  the 
Holy  Ghost  and  with  power:  who  went 
about  doing  good,  and  healing  all  that 
were  oppressed  of  the  devil;  for  God 
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was  with  him.  And  we  are  witnesses  of 
all  things  which  he  did  both  in  the  land 
of  the  Jews,  and  in  Jerusalem ;  whom  they 
slew  and  hanged  on  a  tree.

And  I13  com- 
manded us  to  preach  unto  the  people, 
and  to  testily  that  it  is  he  which  was 
ordained  of  God  to  be  the  Judge  of  quick 
and  dead.  To  him  give  all  the  Prophets 
witness,  that  through  his  Name  whoso- 
ever believeth  in  him  shall  receive  remis- 
sion of  sins.  While  Peter  yet  spake 
these  words,  the  Holy  Ghost  fell  on  all 
them  which  heard  the  word.  And  they 
of  the  circumcision  which  believed  were 
astonished,  as  many  as  came  with  Peter, 
because  that  on  the  Gentiles  also  was 
poured  out  the  gift  of  the  Holy  Ghost. 
For  they  heard  them  speak  with  tongues, 
and  magnify  God.  Then  answered  Peter, 
Can  any  man  forbid  water,  that  these 
should  not  be  baptized,  which  have  re- 
ceived the  Holy  Ghost  as  well  as  wo? 
And  he  commanded  them  to  be  baptized 
in  the  name  of  the  Lord.  Then  prayed 
they  him  to  tarry  certain  days. 
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THE    GOSPEL.      St.  Jolill  ill,  16. 

GOD  so  loved  the  world,  that  he  gave 
his  only-begotten  Son,  that  whosoever 
believeth  in  him  should  not  perish,  but 
have  everlasting  life.  For  God  sent  not 
his  Son  into  the  world  to  condemn  the 
world ;  but  that  the  world  through  him 
might  be  saved.  He  that  believeth  on 
him  is  not  condemned ;  but  he  that  believ- 
eth not  is  condemned  already,  because  he 
hath  not  believed  in  the  Name  of  the 
only-begotten  Son  of  God.  And  this  is 
the  condemnation,  that  light  is  come  into 
the  world,  and  men  loved  darkness  rather 
than  light,  because  their  deeds  were  evil. 
For  every  one  that  doeth  evil  hateth  the 
light,  neither  cometh  to  the  light,  lest  his 
deeds  should  be  reproved.  But  he  that 
doeth  truth  cometh  to  the  light,  that  his 
deeds  may  be  made  manifest,  that  they 
are  wrought  in  God.

HERE  was  a  man  of  the  Pharisees, 
J-  named  Xicodemus,  a  ruler  of  the 
Jews:  the  same  came  to  Jesus  by  night, 
and  said  unto  him,  Rabbi,  we  know  that 
thou  art  a  teacher  come  from  God :  for  no 
man  can  do  these  miracles  that  thou 
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doest,  except  God  be  with  him.  Jesus 
answered  and  said  unto  him,  Verily, 
verily  I  say  unto  thee,  Except  a  man  be 
born  again,  he  cannot  see  the  Kingdom 
of  God.

spirit.  Marvel  not  that  I  said  unto  thee, 
Ye  must  be  born  again.  The  wind  blow- 
eth  where  it  listeth,  and  thou  nearest  the 
sound  thereof,  but  canst  not  tell  whence 
it  cometh,  and  whither  it  goeth:  so  is 
every  one  that  is  born  of  the  Spirit, 
Mcodemus  answered  and  said  unto  him, 
How  can  these  things  be?  Jesus  answer- 
ed and  said  unto  him,  Art  thou  a  master 
of  Israel,  and  knowest  not  these  things? 
Yerily,  verily,  I  say  unto  thee,  We  speak 
that  we  do  know,  and  testify  that  we  have 
seen ;  and  ye  receive  not  our  witness.  If 
I  have  told  you  earthly  things,  and  ye 
believe  not,  how  shall  ye  believe,  if  I  tell 
you  of  heavenly  things?  And  no  man 
hath  ascended  up  to  heaven,  but  he  that

this  place  of  torment.  Abraham  saith 
unto  him,  They  have  Moses  and  the  Pro- 
phets; let  them  hear  them.  And  he  said, 
Nay,  father  Abraham;  but  if  one  went 
unto  them  from  the  dead,  they  will  repent. 
And  he  said  unto  him,  If  they  hear  not 
Moses  and  the  Prophets,  neither  will  they 
be  persuaded  though  one  rose  from  the 
dead.

Drake.  And  they  beckoned  unto  their 
partners,  which  were  in  the  other  Bbip, 
that  they  should  come  and  help  them. 
And  they  came,  and  filled  both  the  ships, 
so  that  they  began  to  sink.  When  Simon 
Peter  saw  it,  he  fell  down  at  Jesus'  knees, 
saying,  Depart  from  me;  for  I  am  a  sin- 
ful man,  0  Lord.  For  he  was  astonished, 
and  all  that  were  with  him,  at  the  draught 
of  the  fishes  which  they  had  taken ;  and 
so  was  also  James,  and  John,  the  sons  of 
Zebedee,  which  were  partners  with  Simon. 
And  Jesus  said  unto  Simon,  Fear  not ; 
from  henceforth  thou  shalt  catch  men. 
And  when  they  had  brought  their  ships 
to  land,  they  forsook  all,  and  followed 
him.

I7K0W  ye  not,  that  so  many  of  us  as 
i-  were  baptized  into  Jesus  Christ  were 
baptized  into  his  death  ?  Therefore  we 
are  buried  with  him  by  baptism  into 
death :  that  like  as  Christ  was  raised  up 
from  the  dead  by  the  glory  of  the  Father, 
even  so  we  also  should  walk  in  newness 
of  life.  For  if  we  have  been  planted 
together  in  the  likeness  of  his  death,  we 
shall  be  also  in  the  likeness  of  his  resur- 
rection ;  knowing  this,  that  our  old  man  is 
crucified  with  him,  that  the  body  of  sin 
might  be  destroyed,  that  henceforth  we 
should  not  serve  sin.  For  he  that  is  dead 
is  freed  from  sin.  Xow  if  we  be  dead 
with  Christ,  we  believe  that  we  shall  also 
live  with  him :  knowing  that  Christ  being 
raised  from  the  dead  dieth  ,no  more; 
death  hath  no  more  dominion  over  him. 
For  in  that  he  died,  he  died  unto  sin 
once;  but  in  that  he  liveth,  he  liveth 
unto  God.  Likewise  reckon  ye  also  your- 
selves to  be  dead  indeed  unto  sin,  but 
alive  unto  God  through  Jesus  Christ  our 
Lord.

Ye  have  heard 
that  it  was  said  by  them  of  old  time, 
Thou  shalt  not  "kill;  and  whosoever  shall 
kill  shall  be  in  danger  of  the  judgment. 
But  I  say  unto  you,  That  whosoever  is 
angry  with  his  brother  without  a  cause 
shall  be  in  danger  of  the  judgment:  and 
whosoever  shall  say  to  his  brother,  Raca, 
shall  be  in  danger  of  the  council:  but 
whosoever  shall  say,  Thou  fool,  shall  be 
in  danger  of  hell-fire.  Therefore  if  thou 
bring  thy  gift  to  the  altar,  and  there  re- 
memberest  that  thy  brother  hath  aught 
against  thee,  leave  there  thy  gift  before 
the  altar,  and  go  thy  way ;  first  be  recon- 
ciled to  thy  brother,  and  then  come  and' 
offer  thy  gift.  Agree  with  thine  adver- 
sary quickly,  whiles  thou  art  in  the  way 
with  him;  lest  at  any  time  the  adversary 
deliver  thee  to  the  judge,  and  the  judge 
deliver  thee  to  the  officer,  and  thou  be 
cast  into  prison.  Verily  I  say  unto  thee, . 
Thou  shalt  by  no  means  come  out  thence, 
till  thou  hast  paid  the  uttermost  farthing.

So  they  did  eat,  and  were  filled :  and  they 
took  up  of  the  broken  meat  that  was  left 
seven  baskets.  And  they  that  had  eaten 
were  about  four  thousand.  And  he  sent 
them  away.

(for  they  drank  of  that  spiritual   Rock 
that  followed  them,  and  that  Rock  was 
Christ.)     But   with   many  of  them  God 
was  not  well  pleased ;  for  they  were  over- 
thrown  in   the   wilderness.     xsTow  these 
things  were  our  examples,  to  the  intent 
that  we  should  not  lust  after  evil  things, 
as  they  also  lusted.     Xeither  be  ye  idola- 
ters, as  were  some  of  them ;  as  it  is  writ- 
ten, The  people  sat  down  to  eat  and  drink, 
and  rose  up  to  play.     Neither  let  us  com- 
mit fornication,  as   some   of  them  com- 
mitted,   and  fell   in    one    day  three    and 
twenty  thousand,     Neither  let  us  tempt 
Christ,  as  some  of  them  also  tempted,  and 
were  destroyed  of  serpents.  Neither  mur- 
mur ye,  as  some  of  them  also  murmured, 
and   were    destroyed    of   the    destroyer. 
Now  all  these  things  happened  unto  them 
for  examples :  and  they  are  written  for 
our  admonition,  upon  whom  the  ends  of 
the  world  are  come.     Wherefore  let  him 
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that  thinketh  he  standeth  take  heed  lest 
he  fall.  There  hath  no  temptation  taken 
you  hut  such  as  is  common  to  man ;  but 
God  is  faithful,  who  will  not  suffer  you 
to  be  tempted  above  that  ye  are  able ;  but 
will  with  the  temptation  also  make  a  way 
to  escape,  that  ye  may  be  able  to  bear  it.

JESUS  said  unto  his  disciples,  There  was 
a  certain  rich  man,  which  had  a  stew- 
ard ;  and  the  same  was  accused  unto  him 
that  he  had  wasted  his  goods.  And  he 
called  him,  and  said  unto  him,  How  is  it 
that  I  hear  this  of  thee  ?  give  an  account 
of  thy  stewardship  ;  for  thou  mayest  be 
no  longer  steward.  Then  the  steward  said 
within  himself,  What  shall  I  do?  for  my 
lordtaketh  away  from  me  the  stewardship: 
I  cannot  dig;  to  beg  I  am  ashamed.  I 
am  resolved  what  to  do,  that,  when  I  am 
put  out  of  the  stewardship,  they  may  re- 
ceive me  into  their  houses.  So  he  called 
every  one  of  his  lord's  debtors  unto  him, 
and  said  unto  the  iirst,  How  much  owest 
thou  unto  my  lord  ?  And  he  said,  An 
hundred  measures  of  oil.  And  he  said 
unto  him,  Take  thy  bill,  and  sit  down 
quickly,  and  write  fifty.  Then  said  he  to 
another,  And  how  much  owest  thou? 
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And  he  said,  An  hundred  measures  of 
wheat.  And  he  said  unto  him,  take  thy 
bill,  and  write  fourscore.  And  the  lord 
commended  the  unjust  steward,  because 
he  had  done  wisely :  for  the  children  oi 
this  world  are  in  their  generation  wiser 
than  the  children  of  light.  And  I  say 
unto  you,  Make  to  yourselves  friends  of 
the  mammon  of  unrighteousness ;  that, 
when  ye  fail,  they  may  receive  you  into 
everlasting  habitations.

Ye 
know  that  ye  were  Gentiles,  carried  away 
unto  these  dumb  idols,  even  as  ye  were 
led.  Wherefore  I  give  you  to  understand, 
that  no  man  speaking  by  the  Spirit  of 
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God  calleth  Jesus  accursed  :  and  that  no 
man  can  say  that  Jesus  is  the  Lord,  but 
by  the  Holy  Ghost.  Now  there  are  di- 
versities of  gifts,  but  the  same  Spirit. 
And  there  are  differences  of  administra- 
tions, but  the  same  Lord.  And  there  are 
diversities  of  operations,  but  it  is  the 
same  God  which  worketh  all  in  all.  But 
the  manifestation  of  the  Spirit  is  given  to 
every  man  to  profit  withal.  For  to  one  is 
given,  by  the  Spirit,  the  word  of  wisdom; 
to  another,  the  word  of  knowledge,  by  the 
same  Spirit;  to  another,  faith,  by  the 
same  Spirit;  to  another,  the  gifts  of  heal- 
ing, by  the  same  Spirit ;  to  another,  the 
working  of  miracles;  to  another,  pro- 
phecy ;  to  another,  discerning  of  spirits ; 
to  another,  divers  kinds  of  tongues ;  to 
another,  the  interpretation  of  tongues.

ye  keep  in  memory  what  I  preached  unto 
you,  unless  ye  have  believed  in  vain.  For 
I  delivered  unto  you  first  of  all,  that 
which  I  also  received,  how  that  Christ 
died  for  our  sins  according  to  the  Scrip- 
tures ;  and  that  he  was  buried,  and  that 
he  rose  again  the  third  day  according  to 
the  Scriptures.  And  that  he  was  seen  of 
Cephas,  then  of  the  twelve :  after  that,  he 
was  seen  of  above  five  hundred  brethren 
at  once ;  of  whom  the  greater  part  remain 
unto  this  present,  but  some  are  fallen 
asleep.  After  that,  he  was  seen  of  James ; 
then  of  all  the  Apostles.  And  last  of 
all  he  was  seen  of  me  also,  as  one 
born  out  of  due  time.  For  I  am  the 
least  of  the  Apostles,  that  am  not  meet 
to  be  called  an  Apostle,  because  I  perse- 
cuted the  Church  of  G-od.  But  by  the 
grace  of  God  I  am  what  I  am :  and  his 
grace  which  was  bestowed  upon  me  was 
not  in  vain;  but  I  labored  more  abund- 
antly than  they  all;  yet  not  I,  but  the 
grace  of  God  which  was  with  me.  There- 
fore whether  it  were  I  or  they,  so  we 
preach,  and  so  ye  believed. 

the  gospel.     St.  Luke  xviii,  9. 

JESUS  spake  this  parable  unto  certain 
which  trusted  in  themselves  that  they 
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were  righteous,  and  despised  others :  Two 
men  w^ent  up  into  the  temple  to  pray; 
the  one  a  Pharisee,  and  the  other  a. Publi- 
can. The  Pharisee  stood  and  prayed  thus 
with  himself,  God,  I  thank  thee,  that  I 
am  not  as  other  men  are,  extortioners, 
unjust,  adulterers,  or  even  as  this  Publi- 
can. I  fast  twice  in  the  week,  I  give 
tithes  of  all  that  I  possess.  And  the 
Publican,  standing  afar  off,  would  not 
lift  up  so  much  as  his  eyes  unto  heaven, 
but  smote  upon  his  breast,  saying,  God  be 
merciful  to  me  a  sinner !  I  tell  you,  this 
man  wrent  down  to  his  house  justified 
rather  than  the  other :  for  every  one  that 
exalteth  himself  shall  be  abased;  and  he 
that  humbleth  himself  shall  be  exalted.

Who  also  hath  made  us  able  ministers 
of  the  XewT  Testament ;  not  of  the  letter, 
but  of  the  spirit:  for  the  letter  killeth, 
but  the  'spirit  giveth  life.  But  if  the 
ministration  of  death,  written  and  en- 
graven in  stones,  was  glorious,  so  that 
the  children  of  Israel  could  not  stead- 
fastly behold  the  face  of  Moses  for  the 
glory  of  his  countenance,  which  glory 
was  to  be  done  away;  how  shall  not  the 
ministration  of  the  spirit  be  rather  glori- 
ous? For  if  the  ministration  of  condem- 
nation be  glory,  much  more  doth  the 
ministration  of  righteousness  exceed  in 
glory.

JESUS,  departing  from  the  coasts  of 
Tyre  and  Sidon,  came  unto  the  Sea  of 
Galilee,  through  the  midst  of  the  coasts 
of  Decapolis.  And  they  bring  unto  him 
one  that  was  deaf,  and  had  an  impediment 
in  his  speech:  and  they  beseech  him  to 
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put  his  hand  upon  him.  And  he  took 
him  aside  from  the  multitude,  and  put  his 
fingers  into  his  ears,  and  he  spit,  and 
touched  his  tongue ;  and  looking  up  to 
heaven,  he  sighed,  and  saith  unto  him, 
Ejihphatha,  that  is,  Be  opened.  And 
straightway  his  ears  were  opened,  and  the 
string  of  his  tongue  was  loosed,  and  he 
spake  plain.  And  he  charged  them  that 
they  should  tell  no  man :  but  the  more  he 
charged  them,  so  much  the  more  a  great 
deal  they  published  it ;  and  wefe  beyond 
measure  astonished,  saying,  He  hath  done 
all  things  well ;  he  maketh  both  the  deaf 
to  hear,  and  the  dumb  to  speak.

And  this  I 
say,  That  the  covenant,  that  was  confirmed 
before  of  God  in  Christ,  the  Law,  which 
was  four  hundred  and  thirty  years  after, 
cannot  disannul,  that  it  should  make  the 
promise  of  none  effect.  For  if  the  in- 
heritance be  of  the  Law,  it  is  no  more  of 
promise  ;  but  God  gave  it  to  Abraham  by 
promise.  Wherefore  then  serveth  the 
Law?  It  was  added  because  of  trans- 
gressions, till  the  seed  should  come  to 
whom  the  promise  was  made  ;  and  it  was 
ordained  by  angels  in  the  hand  of  a  medi- 
ator. Now  a  mediator  is  not  a  mediator 
of  one  ;  but  God  is  one.  Is  the  Law  then 
against  the  promises  of  God  ?  God  for- 
bid: for  if  there  had  been  a  law  given 
which  could  have  given  life,  verily  right- 
eousness should  have  been  by  the  Law. 
But  the  Scripture  hath  concluded  all 
under  sin,  that  the  promise  by  faith  of 
Jesus  Christ  might  be  given  to  them  that 
believe.

BLESSED  are  the  eyes  which  see  the 
things  that  ye  see.     For  I  tell  you, 
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that  many  prophets  and  kings  have  de- 
sired to  see  those  things  which  ye  see, 
and  have  not  seen  them :  and  to  hear 
those  things  which  ye  hear,  and  have  not 
heard  them.  And  behold,  a  certain  Law- 
yer stood  up,  and  tempted  him,  saying, 
Master,  what  shall  I  do  to  inherit  eternal 
life  ?

And  by  chance  there  came  down  a  certain 
Priest  that  way ;  and  when  he  saw  him, 
he  passed  by  on  the  other  side.  And  like- 
wise a  Levite,  when  he  was  at  the  place, 
came  and  looked  on  him,  and  passed  by  on 
the  other  side.  But  a  certain  Samaritan, 
as  he  journeyed,  came  where  he  was  ; 
and  when  he  saw  him,  he  had  compassion 
on  him,  and  went  to  him,  and  bound  up  his 
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wounds,  pouring  in  oil  and  wine,  and  set 
him  on  his  own  beast,  and  brought  him  to 
an  inn,  and  took  care  of  him.  And  on  the 
morrow,  when  he  departed,  he  took  out 
two  pence,  and  gave  them  to  the  host, 
and  said  unto  him,  Take  care  of  him;  and 
whatsoever  thou  spendest  more,  when  I 
come  again,  I  will  repay  thee.

But  the  fruit  of  the  Spirit  is  love,  joy, 
peace,  long-suffering,  gentleness,  good- 
ness, faith,  meekness,  temperance:  against 
such  there  is  no  law.  And  they  that  are 
Christ's  have  crucified  the  flesh,  with  the 
affections  and  lusts.

THIS  I  say  therefore,  and  testify  in  the 
Lord,  that  ye  henceforth  walk  not  as 
other  Gentiles  walk,  in  the  vanity  of  their 
mind,  having  the  understanding  darkened, 
being  alienated  from  the  life  of  God 
through  the  ignorance  that  is  in  them, 
because  of  the  blindness  of  their  heart :

But  ye 
have  not  so  learned  Christ ;  if  so  be  that 
ye  have  heard  him,  and  have  been  taught 
by  him,  as  the  truth  is  in  Jesus :  that  ye 
put  off  concerning  the  former  conversation 
the  old  man,  which  is  corrupt  according 
to  the  deceitful  lusts ;  and  be  renewed  in 
the  spirit  of  your  mind ;  and  that  ye  put 
on  the  new  man,  which  after  God  is 
created  in  righteousness  and  true  holiness. 
Wherefore  putting  away  lying,  speak 
every  man  truth  with  his  neighbor:  for 
we  are  members  one  of  another.  Be  ye 
angry,  and  sin  not :  let  not  the  sun  go 
down  upon  your  wrath ;  neither  give 
place  to  the  devil.  Let  him  that  stole 
steal  no  more ;  but  rather  let  him  labor, 
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working  with  his  hands  the  thing  which 
is  good,  that  he  may  have  to  give  to  him 
that  needeth.  Let  no  corrupt  communi- 
cation proceed  out  of  your  mouth,  hut 
that  which  is  good  to  the  use  of  edifying, 
that  it  may  minister  grace  unto  the  hearers. 
And  grieve  not  the  Holy  Spirit  of  God, 
whereby  ye  are  sealed  unto  the  day  of  re- 
demption. Let  all  bitterness,  and  wrath, 
and  anger,  and  clamor,  and  evil  speaking, 
be  put  away  from  you,  with  all  malice :

JESUS  said,  The  Kingdom  of  Heaven  is 
like  unto  a  certain  king,  which  made 
a  marriage  for  his  son,  and  sent  forth  his 
servants  to  call  them  that  were  bidden  to 
the  wedding ;  and  they  would  not  come. 
Again,  he  sent  forth  other  servants,  say- 
ing, Tell  them  which  are  bidden,  Behold, 
I  have  prepared  my  dinner ;  my  oxen  and 
my  fatlings  are  killed,  and  all  things  are 
ready :  come  unto  the  marriage.  But 
they  made  light  of  it,  and  went  their 
ways,  one  to  his  farm,  another  to  his 
merchandise :  and  the  remnant  took  his 
servants,  and  entreated  them  spitefully, 
and  slew  them.  But  when  the  king  heard 
thereof,  he  was  wroth ;  and  he  sent  forth 
his  armies,  and  destroyed  those  murderers, 
and  burned  up  their  city.  Then  saith  he 
to  his  servants,  The  wedding  is  ready,  but 
they  which  were  bidden  were  not  worthy. 
Go  ye  therefore  into  the  highways,  and 
as  many  as  ye  shall  find,  bid  to  the  mar- 
riage. So  those  servants  went  out  into 
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the  highways,  and  gathered  together  all 
I  as  many  as  they  found,  both  bad  and 
good ;  and  the  wedding  was  furnished 
with  guests.  And  when  the  king  came 
in  to  see  the  guests,  he  saw  there  a  man 
which  had  not  on  a  wedding-garment : 
,  and  he  saith  unto  him,  Friend,  how  earnest 
thou  in  hither  not  having  a  wedding- 
garment?  And  he  was  speechless.  Then 
said  the  king  to  the  servants,  Bind  him 
hand  and  foot,  and  take  him  away,  and 
cast  him  into  outer  darkness ;  there  shall 
be  weeping  and  gnashing  of  teeth.  For 
many  are  called,  but  few  are  chosen.

of  death.  Then  said  Jesus  unto  him, 
Except  ye  see  signs  and  wonders,  ye  will 
not  believe.

Jesus  saith  unto  him,  Go  thy  way;  thy 
son  liveth.  And  the  man  believed  the 
word  that  Jesus  had  spoken  unto  him, 
and  he  went  his  way.  And  as  he  was 
now  going  down,  his  servants  met  him,  and 
told  him,  saying,  Thy  son  liveth.  Then 
inquired  he  of  them  the  hour  when  he 
began  to  amend.  And  they  said  unto 
him,  Yesterday,  at  the  seventh  hour,  the 
fever  left  him.  So  the  father  knew  that 
it  was  at  the  same  hour  in  the  which 
Jesus  said  unto  him,  Thy  son  liveth ;  and 
himself  believed,  and  his  whole  house. 
This  is  again  the  second  miracle  that 
Jesus  did,  when  he  was  come  out  of 
Judea  into  Galilee.

Jesus 
saith  unto  him,  I  say  not  unto  thee,  Until 
seven  times;  but,  Until  seventy  times 
seven.  Therefore  is  the  Kingdom  of 
Heaven  likened  unto  a  certain  king  which 
would  take  account  of  his  servants.  And 
wThen  he  had  begun  to  reckon,  one  was 
brought  unto  him,  wmich  owed  him  ten 
thousand  talents.  But  forasmuch  as  he 
had  not  to  pay,  his  lord  commanded  him 
to  be  sold,  and  his  wife  and  children,  and 
all  that  he  had,  and  payment  to  be  made. 
The  servant  therefore  fell  down  and  wor- 
shipped him,  saving,  Lord,  have  patience 
with  me,  and  I  will  pay  thee  all.  Then 
the  lord  of  that  servant  was  moved  with 
compassion,  and  loosed  him,  and  forgave 
him  the  debt.  But  the  same  servant  went 
out,  and  found  one  of  his  fellow-servants, 
which  owed  him  an  hundred  pence :  and 
he  laid  hands  on  him,  and  took  him  by 
the  throat,  saying,  Pay  me  that  thou 
owest.  And  his  fellow-servant  fell  down 
at  his  feet,  and  besought  him,  sayingr 
Have  patience  with  me,  and  I  will  pay 
thee  all.  And  he  wTould  not;  but  went 
and  cast  him  into  prison,  till  he  should 
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pay  the  debt.  So  when  his  fellow-servants 
saw  what  was  done,  they  were  very  sorry, 
and  came  and  told  unto  their  lord  all  that 
was  done.  Then  his  lord,  after  that  he 
had  called  him,  said  unto  him,  0  thou 
wicked  servant,  I  forgave  thee  all  that 
debt,  because  thou  desiredst  jne :  shouldest 
not  thou  also  have  had  compassion  on  thy 
fellow-servant,  even  as  I  had  pity  on  thee  ? 
And  his  lord  was  wrroth,  and  delivered 
him  to  the  tormentors,  till  he  should  pay 
all  that  was  due  unto  him.

WHEN  JESUS  then  lifted  up  his  eyes, 
and  saw  a  great  company  come  unto 
him,  he  saith  unto  Philip,  Whence  shall 
we  buy  bread,  that  these  may  eat  ?  (And 
this  he  said  to  prove  him  :  for  he  himself 
knew  what  he  would  do.)  Philip  an- 
swered him,  Two  hundred  pennyworth 
of  bread  is  not  sufficient  for  them,  that 
every  one  of  them  may  take  a  little.  One 
of  his  disciples,  Andrew,  Simon  Peter's 
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brother,  saith  unto  him,  There  is  a  lad 
here,  which  hath  five  barley-loaves,  and 
two  small  fishes ;  but  what  are  they 
among  so  many  ?  And  Jesus  said,  Make 
the  men  sit  clown.  Xow  there  was  much 
grass  in  the  place.  So  the  men  sat  down, 
in  number  about  five  thousand.  And 
Jesus  took  the  loaves ;  and  when  he  had 
given  thanks,  he  distributed  to  the  dis- 
ciples, and  the  disciples  to  them  that  Avere 
set  down ;  and  likewise  of  the  fishes,  as 
much  as  they  would.  When  they  were 
filled,  he  said  unto  his  disciples,  Gather 
up  the  fragments  that  remain,  that  noth- 
ing be  lost.  Therefore  they  gathered 
them  together,  and  filled  twelve  baskets 
with  the  fragments  of  the  five  barley- 
loaves,  which  remained  over  and  above 
unto  them  that  had  eaten.  Then  those 
men,  when  they  had  seen  the  miracle 
that  Jesus  did,  said,  This  is  of  a  truth 
that  Prophet  that  should  come  into  the 
wTorld. 


If  there  be  any  more  Sundays  before  Advent 
Sunday,  the  service  of  some  of  those  Sundays 
that  were  omitted  after  the  Epiphany  may  be 
taken  in  to  supply  so  many  as  are  here  wanting.

Therefore  the  ungodly  shall  not  stand 
in  the  judgment,  nor  sinners  in  the  con- 
gregation of  the  righteous.

But  as  for  me,  I  will  come  into  thine 
house,  even  upon  the  multitude  of  thy 
mercy :  and  in  thy  fear  will  I  worship 
toward  thy  holy  temple. 

Lead  me,  0  Lord,  in  thy  righteousness ; 
make  thy  way  plain  before  my  face. 

And  let  all  them  that  put  their  trust  in 
thee  rejoice  :  they  shall  ever  be  giving  of 
thanks,  because  thou  defendest  them;

And  they  that  know  thy  Name  will 
put  their  trust  in  thee;  for  thou,  Lord, 
hast  never  failed  them  that  seek  thee. 

O  praise  the  Lord  which  dwelleth  in 
Sion;  shew  the  people  of  his  doings. 

For  when  he  maketh  inquisition  for 
blood,  he  remembereth  them;  and  for- 
getteth  not  the  complaint  of  the  poor. 

Have  mercy  upon  me,  0  Lord;  thou 
that  liftest  me  up  from  the  gates  of  death. 

That  I  may  shew  all  thy  praises  within 
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the  ports  of  the  daughter  of  Sion:  I  will 
rejoice  in  thy  salvation. 

The  Lord  is  known  to  execute  judg- 
ment; the  ungodly  is  trapped  in  the  work 
of  his  own  hands. 

The  wicked  shall  be  turned  into  hell, 
and  all  the  people  that  forget  Grod. 

For  the  poor  shall  not  always  be  forgot- 
ten ;  the  patient  abiding  of  the  meek  shall 
not  perish  for  ever. 


THE    SECOND    DAY. 

fflornmg  flrctmr. 
From  Psalms  10,  11. 

11HE  ungodly  for  his  own  lust  doth  per- 
.  secute  the  poor :  let  them  be  taken  in 
the  crafty  wiliness  that  they  have  im- 
agined. 

For  the  ungodly  hath  made  boast  of 
his  own  heart's  desire,  and  speaketh  good 
of  the  covetous,  whom  God  abhorreth. 

The  ungodly  is  so  proud,  that  he  careth 
not  for  G-od,  neither  is  Grod  in  all  his 
thoughts. 

His  ways  are  always  grievous;  thy 
judgments  are  far  above  out  of  his  sight, 
and  therefore  defieth  he  all  his  enemies. 

He  hath  said  in  his  heart,  I  shall  not  be 
moved,  for  I  shall  never  be  in  adversity. 
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His  mouth  is  full  of  cursing,  deceit  and 
fraud;  under  his  tongue  is  ungodliness 
and  vanity. 

He  hath  said  in  his  heart,  God  hath 
forgotten;  he  hideth  his  face,  he  will 
never  see  it. 

Arise,  0  Lord,  0  God  lift  up  thine 
hand;  forget  not  the  humble. 

Wherefore  doth  the  wicked  contemn 
God?  he  hath  said  in  his  heart,  thou  wilt 
not  require  it. 

Surely  thou  hast  seen  it;  for  thou 
beholdest  ungodliness  and  wrong. 

That  thou  mayest  take  the  matter  into 
thy  hand:  the  poor  committeth  himself 
unto  thee;  for  thou  art  the  helper  of  the 
friendless. 

Lord,  thou  hast  heard  the  desire  of 
the  poor ;  thou  preparest  their  heart,  and 
thine  ear  hearkeneth  thereto; 

To  help  the  fatherless  and  poor  unto 
their  right,  that  the  man  of  the  earth  be 
no  more  exalted  against  them. 

In  the  Lord  put  I  my  trust;  how  say 
ye  to  my  soul,  Flee  as  a  bird  to  your 
mountain  ? 

For  lo,  the  wicked  bend  their  bow,  they 
make  ready  their  arrow  upon  the  string, 
that  they  may  privily  shoot  at  the  upright 
in  heart. 
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If  the  foundations  be  destroyed,  what 
can  the  righteous  do? 

The  Lord  is  in  his  holy  temple;  the 
Lord's  throne  is  in  heaven. 

His  eyes  behold;  his  eyelids  try  the 
children  of  men. 

The  Lord  trieth  the  righteous :  but  the 
wicked,  and  him  that  loveth  violence,  his 
soul  hateth. 

Upon  the  wicked  be  shall  rain  snares, 
fire  and  brimstone,  and  an  horrible  tem- 
pest: this  shall  be  the  portion  of  their 
cup. 

For  the  righteous  Lord  loveth  right- 
eousness; his  countenance  doth  behold 
the  upright. 

(fowling  flrana:. 
From  Psalms  12,  13,  14. 

HELP,  Lord,  for  the  godly  man  ceaseth; 
for  the  faithful  fail  from  among  the 
children  of  men. 

They  talk  of  vanity  every  one  with  his 
neighbor;  they  do  bnt  flatter  with  their 
lips,  and  dissemble  in  their  double  heart. 
The  Lord  shall  root  out  all  deceitful 
lips,  and  the  tongue  that  speaketh  proud 
things. 

Which  have  said,  With  our  tongue  will 
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we  prevail;  we  are  they  that  ought  to 
speak  :  who  is  Lord  over  us  ? 

Now  for  the  comfortless  troubles  sake 
of  the  needy,  and  because  of  the  deep 
sighing  of  the  poor ; 

I  will  up,  sauh  the  Lord ;  and  will  help 
every  one  from  him  that  swelleth  against 
him,  and  will  set  him  at  rest. 

The  words  of  the  Lord  are  pure  words, 
even  as  the  silver,  which  from  the  earth 
is  tried,  and  purified  seven  times  in  the 
fire. 

Thou  shalt  keep  them,  0  Lord;  thou 
shaft  preserve  them  from  this  generation 
for  ever. 

The  wicked  walk  on  every  side  :  when 
the  vilest  men  are  exalted. 

The  fool  hath  said  in  his  heart,  There 
is  no  God. 

They  are  corrupt,  and  become  abomi- 
nable in  their  doings ;  there  is  none  that 
doeth  good,  no  not  one. 

The  Lord  looked  down  from  heaven 
upon  the  children  of  men,  to  see  if  there 
were  any  that  would  understand,  and  seek 
after  God : 

But  they  are  all  gone  out  of  the  way, 
they  are  altogether  become  abominable; 
there  is  none  that  doeth  good,  no  not 
one. 

Their  throat  is  an  open  sepulchre  ;  with 
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their  tongues  have  they  deceived:  the 
poison  of  asps  is  under  their  lips. 

Their  mouth  is  full  of  cursing  and 
bitterness ;  their  feet  are  swift  to  shed 
blood. 

Destruction  and  unhappiness  is  in  their 
ways,  and  the  way  of  peace  have  they  not 
known  ;  there  is  no  fear  of  God  before 
their  eyes. 

Have  they  no  knowledge,  that  they  are 
all  such  workers  of  mischief,  eating  up 
my  people  as  it  were  bread,  and  call  not 
upon  the  Lord  ? 

There  were  they  brought  in  great  fear, 
even  where  no  fear  was ;  for  God  is  in  the 
generation  of  the  righteous. 

As  for  you,  ye  have  made  a  mock  at  the 
counsel  of  the  poor ;  because  he  putteth 
his  trust  in  the  Lord. 

"Who  shall  give  salvation  unto  Israel 
out  of  Sion?  Wrhen  the  Lord  turneth 
the  captivity  of  his  people,  then  shall 
Jacob  rejoice,  and  Israel  shall  be  glad. 


THE   THIRD    DAY. 

Morning  ftramr. 

From  Psalms  15,  16,  17. 

ORD,  who  shall  dwell  in  thy  tabernacle? 
^     or  who  shall  rest  upon  thy  holy  hill? 
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Even  he  that  leadeth  an  uncorrupt  life, 
and  doeth  the  thing  which  is  right,  and 
speaketh  the  truth  from  his  heart. 

He  that  hath  used  no  deceit  in  his 
tongue,  nor  done  evil  to  his  neighbor,  and 
hath  not  slandered  his  neighbor. 

He  that  setteth  not  by  himself,  but  is 
lowly  in  his  own  eyes,  and  maketh  much 
of  them  that  fear  the  Lord. 

He  that  sweareth  unto  his  neighbor, 
and  disappointeth  him  not,  though  it 
were  to  his  own  hindrance. 

He  that  hath  not  given  his  money 
upon  usury,  nor  taken  reward  against 
the  innocent. 

Whoso  doeth  these  things  shall  never 
fall. 

Preserve  me,  0  God ;  for  in  thee  have 
I  put  my  trust. 

O  my  soul,  thou  hast  said  unto  the 
Lord,  Thou  art  my  Lord;  my  goodness 
extendeth  not  to  thee ; 

But  to  the  saints  that  are  in  the  earth, 
and  to  the  excellent,  in  whom  is  all  my 
delight. 

But  they  that  run  after  another  god 
shall  have  great  trouble. 

Their  drink-offerings  of  blood  will  I 
not  offer,  neither  make  mention  of  their 
names  within  my  lips. 

The  Lord  himself  is  the  portion  of 
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mine  inheritance,  and  of  my  cup ;  thou 
shalt  maintain  my  lot. 

The  lot  is  fallen  unto  me  in  a  fair 
ground ;  yea,  I  have  a  goodly  heritage. 

I  will  bless  the  Lord  who  hath  given 
me  counsel ;  my  reins  also  instruct  me 
in  the  night-season. 

I  have  set  God  always  before  me ;  for 
he  is  on  my  right  hand,  therefore  I  shall 
not  fall. 

Wherefore  my  heart  was  glad,  and  my 
glory  rejoiced:  my  flesh  also  shall  rest  in 
hope. 

For  why  ?  thou  shalt  not  leave  my  soul 
in  hell ;  neither  shalt  thou  suffer  thy  Holy 
One  to  see  corruption. 

Thou  shalt  show  me  the  path  of  life : 
in  thy  presence  is  the  fulness  of  joy,  and 
at  thy  right  hand  there  is  pleasure  for 
evermore. 

Hear  the  right,  0  Lord,  consider  my 
complaint,  and  hearken  unto  my  prayer, 
that  goeth  not  out  of  feigned  lips. 

Let  my  sentence  come  forth  from  thy 
presence;  and  let  thine  eyes  look  upon 
the  thing  that  is  equal. 

Thou  hast  proved,  and  visited  mine 
heart  in  the  night-season ;  thou  hast  tried 
me,  and  shalt  find  no  wickedness  in  me ; 
for  I  am  utterly  purposed  that  my  mouth 
shall  not  offend. 
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Because  of  men's  works  that  are  done 
against  the  words  of  thy  lips,  I  have  kept 
me  from  the  ways  of  the  destroyer. 

0  hold  thou  up  my  goings  in  thy  paths, 
that  my  footsteps  slip  not. 

1  have  called  upon  thee,  0  God,  for  thou 
shalt  hear  me :  incline  thine  ear  to  me, 
and  hearken  unto  my  words. 

Show  thy  marvellous  loving  kindness, 
thou  that  art  the  Saviour  of  them  which 
put  their  trust  in  thee,  from  such  as  resist 
thy  right  hand. 

Keep  me  as  the  apple  of  an  eye;  hide 
me  under  the  shadow  of  thy  wings. 

I  will  behold  thy  presence  in  righteous- 
ness; and  when  I  awake  up  after  thy 
likeness,  I  shall  be  satisfied  with  it. 


(finning  ftrager. 
From  Psalm  18. 

I  WILL  love  thee,  O  Lord,  my  strength; 
the  Lord  is  my  rock,  and  my  fortress, 
and  my  deliverer;  my  God,  my  strength, 
in  whom  I  will  trust;  my  buckler,  and 
the  horn  of  my  salvation,  and  my  high 
tower. 

I  will  call  upon  the  Lord,  which  is 
worthy  to  be  praised;  so  shall  I  be  safe 
from  mine  enemies. 
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The  sorrows  of  death  compassed  me, 
and  the  floods  of  ungodly  men  made  me 
afraid. 

The  sorrows  of  hell  compassed  me 
about;  the  snares  of  death  prevented  me. 

In  my  trouble  I  will  call  upon  the  Lord, 
and  complain  unto  my  God: 

So  shall  he  hear  my  voice  out  of  his 
holy  temple,  and  my  complaint  shall  come 
before  him;  it  shall  enter  even  into  his 
ears. 

The  earth  trembled  and  quaked,  the 
very  foundations  also  of  the  hills  shook, 
and  were  removed,  because  he  was  wroth. 

There  went  a  smoke  out  in  his  presence, 
and  a  consuming  fire  out  of  his  mouth,  so 
that  coals  were  kindled  at  it. 

He  bowed  the  heavens  also,  and  came 
down,  and  it  was  dark  under  his  feet. 

He  rode  upon  the  Cherubim,  and  did 
fly ;  he  came  flying  upon  the  wings  of  the 
wind. 

He  made  darkness  his  secret  place,  his 
pavilion  round  about  him  with  dark 
water,  and  thick  clouds  to  cover  him. 

At  the  brightness  of  his  presence  his 
clouds  removed;  hailstones  and  coals  of 
fire. 

The  Lord  also  thundered  out  of  heaven, 
and  the  Highest  gave  his  thunder;   hail- 
stones and  coals  of  fire. 
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He  sent  out  his  arrows,  and  scattered 
them;  he  cast  forth  lightnings,  and  de- 
stroyed them. 

The  springs  of  waters  were  seen,  and 
the  foundations  of  the  round  world  were 
discovered  at  thy  chiding,  0  Lord,  at  the 
blasting  of  the  breath  of  thy  displeasure. 

He  shall  send  down  from  on  high  to 
fetch  me,  and  shall  take  me  out  of  many 
waters. 

He  shall  deliver  me  from  my  strongest 
enemy,  and  from  them  which  hate  me; 
for  they  are  too  mighty  for  me. 

They  prevented  me  in  the  day  of  my 
trouble ;    but  the  Lord  was  my  upholder. 

He  brought  me  forth  also  into  a  place 
of  liberty;  he  brought  me  forth,  even  be- 
cause he  had  a  favor  unto  me. 

The  Lord  shall  reward  me  after  my 
righteous  dealing,  according  to  the  clean- 
ness of  my  hands  shall  he  recompense  me. 

Because  I  have  kept  the  ways  of  the 
Lord,  and  have  not  forsaken  my  God,  as 
the  wicked  doeth. 

For  I  have  an  eye  unto  all  his  laws,  and 
will  not  cast  out  his  commandments  from 
me. 

I  was  also  uncorrupt  before  him,  and 
eschewed  mine  own  wickedness. 

Therefore  shall  the  Lord  reward  me 
after  my  righteous  dealing,  and  according 
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unto  the  cleanness  of  my  hands  in  his 
eye-sight. 

With  the  merciful  thou  wilt  show  thy- 
self merciful,  with  an  upright  man  thou 
shalt  show  thyself  upright. 

AVith  the  pure  thou  wilt  show  thyself 
pure,  and  with  the  fro  ward  thou  wilt  show 
thyself  froward. 

For  thou  shalt  save  the  people  that  are 
in  adversity,  and  shalt  bring  down  the 
high  looks  of  the  proud. 

Thou  also  shalt  light  my  candle;  the 
Lord  my  God  shall  make  my  darkness  to 
be  light. 

The  way  of  God  is  an  undefiled  way ; 
the  word  of  the  Lord  also  is  tried  in  the 
fire :  he  is  the  defender  of  all  them  that 
put  their  trust  in  him. 

For  who  is  God,  but  the  Lord?  or  who 
hath  any  strength,  except  our  God?

fHorntng  flratier. 
From  Psalms  19,  20,  21. 

THE  heavens  declare  the  glory  of  God ; 
and  the  firmament  showeth  his  handy 
work. 
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Day  unto  day  uttereth  speech;  and 
night  unto  night  showeth  knowledge. 

There  is  no  speech  nor  language,  where 
their  voice  is  not  heard. 

Their  sound  is  gone  out  into  all  lands ; 
and  their  words  into  the  ends  of  the  world. 

In  them  hath  he  set  a  tabernacle  for  the 
sun ;  which  cometh  forth  as  a  bridegroom 
out  of  his  chamber,  and  rejoiceth  as  a 
giant  to  run  his  course. 

His  going  forth  is  from  the  end  of  the 
heaven,  and  his  circuit  unto  the  ends  of  it ; 
and  there  is  nothing  hid  from  the  heat 
thereof. 

The  law  of  the  Lord  is  an  undefiled  law, 
converting  the  soul ;  the  testimony  of  the 
Lord  is  sure,  and  giveth  wisdom  unto  the 
simple. 

The  statutes  of  the  Lord  are  right,  and 
rejoice  the  heart;  the  commandment  of 
the  Lord  is  pure,  and  giveth  light  unto 
the  eyes. 

The  fear  of  the  Lord  is  clean,  and  en- 
dureth  forever;  the  judgments  of  the  Lord 
are  true,  and  righteous  altogether. 

More  to  be  desired  are  they  than  gold, 
yea,  than  much  fine  gold;  sweeter  also 
than  honey,  and  the  honey-comb. 

Moreover,  by  them  is  thy  servant  taught; 
and  in  keeping  of  them  there  is  great  re- 
ward. 
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WTio  can  tell  how  oft  lie  offendeth  ?  0 
cleanse  thou  me  from  my  secret  faults. 

Keep  thy  servant  also  from  presumptu- 
ous sins,  lest  they  get  the  dominion  over 
me ;  so  shall  I  be  upright,  and  I  shall  be 
innocent  from  much  transgression. 

Let  the  words  of  my  mouth,  and  the 
meditation  of  my  heart,  be  alway  accept- 
able in  thy  sight,  0  Lord,  my  strength, 
and  my  redeemer. 

The  Lord  hear  thee  in  the  day  of 
trouble ;  the  name  of  the  God  of  Jacob 
defend  thee  : 

Send  thee  help  from  the  sanctuary,  and 
strengthen  thee  out  of  Sion : 

Remember  all  thy  offerings,  and  accept 
thy  burnt-sacrifice : 

Grant  thee  thy  heart's  desire,  and  fulfil 
all  thy  mind. 

We  will  rejoice  in  thy  salvation,  and 
triumph  in  the  Xame  of  the  Lord  our 
God  :  the  Lord  perform  all  thy  petitions. 

Now  know  I,  that  the  Lord  helpeth  his 
Anointed,  and  will  hear  him  from  his  holy 
heaven,  even  with  the  wholesome  strength 
of  his  right  hand. 

Some  put  their  trust  in  chariots,  and 
some  in  horses ;  but  we  will  remember 
the  Xame  of  the  Lord  our  God. 

They  are   brought  down,  and  fallen  ; 
but  we  are  risen  and  stand  upright. 
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Save,  Lord ;  and  hear  us,  0  King  of 
heaven,  when  we  call  upon  thee. 

Be  thou  exalted,  Lord,  in  thine  own 
strength ;  so  will  we  sing,  and  praise  thy 
power.

From  Psalms  22,  23,  24. 

1VV  ILL   declare   thy    Name   unto   my 
brethren,  in  the  midst  of  the  congrega- 
tion will  I  praise  thee. 

O  praise  the  Lord,  ye  that  fear  him  : 
magnify  him,  all  ye  of  the  seed  of  Jacob ; 
and  fear  him,  all  ye  seed  of  Israel. 

For  he  hath  not  despised  nor  abhorred 
the  low  estate  of  the  poor;  he  hath  not 
hid  his  face  from  him ;  but  when  he  called 
unto  him,  he  heard  him. 

My  praise  is  of  thee  in  the  great  con- 
gregation ;  my  vows  will  I  perform  in  the 
sight  of  them  that  fear  him. 

The  poor  shall  eat,  and  be  satisfied; 
they  that  seek  after  the  Lord,  shall  praise 
him ;  your  heart  shall  live  for  ever. 

All  the  ends  of  the  world  shall  remem- 
ber themselves,  and  be  turned  unto  the 
Lord ;  and  all  the  kindreds  of  the  nations 
shall  worship  before  him. 

For  the  kingdom  is  the  Lord's,  and  he 
is  the  Governor  among  the  people. 
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All  they  that  be  fat  upon  earth  shall 
eat,  and  worship. 

All  they  that  go  down  to  the  dust  shall 
bow  before  him;  and  none  can  keep  alive 
his  own  soul. 

A  seed  shall  serve  him :  it  shall  be 
counted  to  the  Lord  for  a  generation. 

They  shall  come,  and  shall  declare  his 
righteousness  unto  a  people  that  shall  be 
bom,  that  he  hath  done  this. 

The  Lord  is  my  shepherd ;  therefore 
can  I  lack  nothing. 

He  shall  feed  me  in  a  green  pasture, 
and  lead  me  forth  beside  the  waters  of 
comfort. 

He  shall  convert  mv  soul,  and  brin^  me 
forth  in  the  paths  of  righteousness  for  his 
Name's  sake. 

Yea,  though  I  walk  through  the  valley 
of  the  shadow  of  death,  I  will  fear  no  evil;

Who  shall  ascend  into  the  hill  of  the 
Lord  ?  or  who  shall  rise  up  in  his  holy 
place  ? 

Even  he  that  hath  clean  hands,  and  a 
pure  heart ;  and  that  hath  not  lift  up  his 
mind  unto  vanity,  nor  sworn  to  deceive 
his  neighbor.

Deliver  Israel,  0  God,  out  of  all  his 
troubles.

That  I  may  show  the  voice  of  thanks- 
giving, and  tell  of  all  thy  wondrous  works. 

Lord,  I  have  loved  the  habitation  of 
thy  house,  and  the  place  where  thine 
honor  dwelleth. 

0  shut  not  up  my  soul  with  the  sinners, 
nor  my  life  with  the  blood-thirsty; 

In  whose  hands  is  mischief,  and  their 
right  hand  is  full  of  bribes. 

But  as  for  me  I  will  walk  innocently  : 
0  deliver  me,  and  be  merciful  unto  me.

Though  an  host  of  men  were  laid 
against  me,  yet  shall  not  my  heart  be 
afraid;  and  though  there  rose  up  war 
against  me,  yet  will  I  put  my  trust  in 
him. 

One  thing  have  I  desired  of  the  Lord, 
which  I  will  require,  even  that  I  may 
dwell  in  the  house  of  the  Lord  all  the 
days  of  my  life,  to  behold  the  fair  beauty 
of  the  Lord,  and  to  visit  his  temple.

I  will  inform  thee,  and  teach  thee  in 
the  way  wherein  thou  shalt  go;  and  J 
will  guide  thee  with  mine  eye. 

Be  ye  not  as  the  horse  or  as  the  mule, 
which  have  no  understanding :  whose 
mouth  must  be  held  in  with  bit  and 
bridle,  lest  they  come  near  to  thee. 

Great  plagues  remain  for  the  ungodly ; 
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but  whoso  putteth  his  trust  in  the  Lord, 
mercy  embraceth  him  on  every  side. 

Be  glad,  0  ye  righteous,  and  rejoice  in 
the  Lord;  and  be  joyful,  all  ye  that  are 
true  of  heart. 

Rejoice  in  the  Lord,  0  ye  righteous; 
for  it  becometh  well  the  just  to  be  thank- 
ful. 

Praise  the  Lord  with  harp ;  sing  praises 
unto  him  with  the  lute,  and  instrument 
of  ten  strings. 

Sing  unto  the  Lord  a  new  song;  play 
skillfully  with  a  loud  noise. 

For  the  word  of  the  Lord  is  true ;  and 
all  his  works  are  faithful. 

He  loveth  righteousness  and  judg- 
ment; the  earth  is  full  of  the  goodness 
of  the  Lord. 

By  the  word  of  the  Lord  were  the 
heavens  made ;  and  all  the  hosts  of  them 
by  the  breath  of  his  mouth. 

He  gathereth  the  waters  of  the  sea 
together,  as  it  were  upon  an  heap;  and 
layeth  up  the  deep,  as  in  a  treasure- 
house. 

Let  all  the  earth  fear  the  Lord  :  stand 
in  awe  of  him,  all  ye  that  dwell  in  the 
world ; 

For  he  spake,  and  it  was  done;  he 
commanded,  and  it  stood  fast. 

The  Lord  bringeth  the  counsel  of  the 
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heathen  to  nought,  and  maketli  the  de- 
vices of  the  people  to  be  of  none  effect, 
and  casteth  out  the  counsels  of  princes.

To  deliver  their  soul  from  death,  and 
to  feed  them  in  the  time  of  dearth. 

Our  soul  hath  patiently  tarried  for  the 
Lord ;  for  he  is  our  help  and  our  shield. 

For  our   heart   shall  rejoice  in   him; 
because  we  have  hoped  in  his  holv  Xaine. 
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Let  thy  merciful  kindness,  0  Lord,  be 
upon  us,  like  as  we  put  our  trust  in  thee.

0  praise  the  Lord  with  me,  and  let  us 
magnify  his  name  together. 

1  sought  the  Lord,  and  he  heard  me  ; 
yea,  he  delivered  me  out  of  all  my  fear. 

They  had  an  eye  unto  him,  and  were 
lightened;  and  their  faces  were  not 
ashamed. 

Lo,  the  poor  crieth,  and  the  Lord 
heareth  him ;  yea,  and  saveth  him  out  of 
all  his  troubles. 

The  angel  of  the  Lord  encampeth  round 
about  them  that  fear  him,  and  delivereth 
chem. 

O  taste,  and  see,  how  gracious  the  Lord 
is:  blessed  is  the  man  that  trusteth  in 
him. 
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0  fear  the  Lord,  ye  that  are  his  saints ; 
for  they  that  fear  him  lack  nothing. 

The  lions  do  lack,  and  suffer  hunger ; 
but  they  who  seek  the  Lord  shall  want  no 
manner  of  thing  that  is  good. 

Come,  ye  children,  and  hearken  unto 
me ;  I  will  teach  you  the  fear  of  the 
Lord.

They  shall  be  satisfied  with  the  plente- 
ousness  of  thy  house;  and  thou  shalt 
make  them  drink  of  the  river  of  thy 
pleasures. 

For  with  thee  is  the  fountain  of  life  ; 
and  in  thy  light  shall  we  see  light. 

0  continue  forth  thy  loving  kindness 
unto  them  that  know  thee,  and  thy  right- 
eousness unto  them  that  are  true  of  heart. 

0  let  not  the  foot  of  pride  come  against 
me ;  and  let  not  the  hand  of  the  ungodly 
cast  me  down. 

There   are   they  fallen,  all   that   work 
wickedness ;  they  are  cast  down,  and  shall 
not  be  able  to  stand.

From  Psalm  37. 

PUT  thou  thy  trust  in  the  Lord,  and  be 
doing  good ;  so  shalt  thou  dwell  in  the 
land,  and  verily  thou  shalt  be  fed. 

Delight  thou  in  the  Lord,  and  he  will 
give  thee  thy  heart's  desire. 

Commit  thy  way  unto  the  Lord,  and 
put  thy  trust  in  him,  and  he  shall  bring  it 
to  pass. 

He  shall  make  thy  righteousness  as 
clear  as  the  light,  and  thy  just  dealing  as 
the  noon  day. 

A  small  thing  that  the  righteous  hath, 
is  better  than  great  riches  of  the  ungodly. 

The  Lord  knoweth  the  days  of  the 
godly ;  and  their  inheritance  shall  endure 
for  ever. 

They  shall  not  be  confounded  in  the 
perilous  time ;  and  in  the  days  of  dearth 
they  shall  have  enough. 

As  for  the  ungodly,  they  shall  perish, 
and  the  enemies  of  the  Lord  shall  consume 
as  the  fat  of  lambs :  yea,  even  as  the 
smoke  shall  they  consume  away. 

The  ungodly  borroweth,  and  payeth 
not  again  ;  but  the  righteous  is  merciful 
and  liberal. 

Such  as  are  blessed  of  God,  shall  possess 
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the  land ;  and  they  that  are  cursed  of  him, 
shall  be  rooted  out. 

The  Lord  ordereth  a  good  man's  going 
and  maketh  his  way  acceptable  to  himself. 

Though  he  fall,  he  shall  not  be  cast 
away ;  for  the  Lord  upholdeth  him  with 
his  hand. 

I  have  been  young,  and  now  am  old ; 
and  yet  saw  I  never  the  righteous  for- 
saken, nor  his  seed  begging  their  bread. 

The  righteous  is  ever  merciful,  and 
lendeth ;  and  his  seed  is  blessed. 

Flee  from  evil,  and  do  the  thing  that  is 
good ;  and  dwell  for  evermore. 

For  the  Lord  loveth  the  thing  that  is 
right ;  he  forsaketh  not  his  that  be  godly, 
but  they  are  preserved  for  ever. 

The  unrighteous  shall  be  punished ;  as 
for  the  seed  of  the  ungodly,  it  shall  be 
rooted  out. 

The  righteous  shall  inherit  the  land, 
and  dwell  therein  for  ever. 

The  mouth  of  the  righteous  is  exercised 
in  wisdom,  and  his  tongue  will  be  talking 
of  judgment. 

The  law  of  his  God  is  in  his  heart,  and 
his  goings  shall  not  slide. 

The  ungodly  seeth  the  righteous,  and 
seeketh  occasion  to  slay  him. 

The  Lord  will  not  leave  him   in   his 
hand,  nor  condemn  him  when  he  is  judged. 
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I  myself  have  seen  the  ungodly  in  great 
power,  and  nourishing  like  a  green  bay- 
tree. 

I  went  by,  and  lo,  he  was  gone:  1 
sought  him,  but  his  place  could  no  where 
be  found. 

Keep  innocency,  and  take  heed  unto 
the  thing  that  is  right;  for  that  shall 
bring  a  man  peace  at  the  last.

fllormng  JJraga:. 
From  Psalms  38,  39. 

PUT  me  not  to  rebuke,  0  Lord,  in  thine 
anger ;  neither  chasten  me  in  thy  heavy 
displeasure : 

For  my  wickednesses  are  gone  over  my 
head,  and  are  like  a  sore  burden,  too  heavy 
for  me  to  bear. 

I  will  confess  my  wickedness,  and  be 
sorry  for  my  sin. 

Forsake  me  not,  0  Lord,  my  G-od;  be 
not  thou  far  from  me. 

Haste  thee  to  help  me,  0  Lord  God  of 
my  salvation. 

I  said,  I  will  take  heed  to  my  ways,  that 
I  offend  not  in  my  tongue. 

I  will  keep  my  mouth  as  it  were  with  a 
bridle,  while  the  ungodly  is  in  my  sight. 
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I  held  my  tongue,  and  spake  nothing,  I 
kept  silence,  yea,  even  from  good  words; 
but  it  was  pain  and  grief  to  me. 

My  heart  was  hot  within  me :  and  while 
I  was  thus  musing,  the  fire  kindled,  and 
at  the  last  I  spake  with  my  tongue ; 

Lord,  make  me  to  know  my  end,  and 
the  measure  of  my  days;  that  I  may 
know  how  frail  I  am. 

Behold,  thou  hast  made  my  days  as  it 
were  a  span  long,  and  mine  age  is  as 
nothing  before  thee;  and  verily  every 
man  at  his  best  estate  is  altogether  vanity. 
Surely  every  man  walketh  in  a  vain 
show :  surely  they  are  disquieted  in  vain : 
he  heapeth  up  riches,  and  knoweth  not 
who  shall  gather  them. 

And  now,  Lord,  what  is  my  hope? 
Truly  my  hope  is  even  in  thee. 

Deliver  me  from  all  mine  offences ;  and 
make  me  not  a  rebuke  unto  the  foolish. 

I  became  dumb,  and  opened  not  my 
mouth;  for  it  was  thy  doing. 

Remove  thy  stroke  away  from  me:  I 
am  even  consumed  by  the  blows  of  thine 
hand. 

When  thou  with  rebukes  dost  chasten 
man  for  sin,  thou  makest  his  beauty  to 
consume  away,  like  as  it  were  a  moth 
fretting  a  garment:  every  man  therefore 
is  but  vanity. 
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Hear  ray  prayer,  O  Lord,  and  with  thine 
ears  consider  my  calling;  hold  not  thy 
peace  at  my  tears : 

For  I  am  a  stranger  with  thee,  and  a 
sojourner,  as  all  my  fathers  were. 

0  spare  me,  that  I  may  recover  strength, 
before  I  go  hence,  and  be  no  more  seen.

From,  Psalm  40. 

I  WAITED  patiently  for  the  Lord,  and 
he  inclined   unto  me,  and   heard   my 
calling. 

He  brought  me  also  out  of  an  horrible 
pit,  out  of  the  miry  clay,  and  set  my  feet 
upon  a  rock,  and  established  my  goings. 

And  he  hath  put  a  new  song  in  my 
mouth,  even  a  thanksgiving  unto  our  God. 

Many  shall  see  it,  and  fear,  and  shall 
put  their  trust  in  the  Lord. 

Blessed  is  the  man  that  maketh  the 
Lord  his  trust,  and  respecteth  not  the 
proud,  nor  such  as  turn  aside  to  lies. 

Many,  0  Lord  my  God,  ire  thy  wonder- 
ful works  which  thou  IwjG  done,  and  thy 
thoughts  which  are  to  us-ward:  they  can- 
not be  reckoned  up  in  order  unto  thee. 

If  I  should  declare  them,  and  speak  of 
them,  they  should  be  more  than  I  am  able 
to  express. 
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Sacrifice  and  meat-offering  thou  would- 
est  not,  but  mine  ears  hast  thou  opened. 

Burnt-offerings,  and  sacrifice  for  sin 
hast  thou  not  required:  then  said  I,  Lo, 
I  come; 

In  the  volume  of  the  book  it  is  written 
of  me,  that  I  should  fulfil  thy  will,  0  my 
God:  I  am  content  to  do  it;  yea,  thy  law 
is  within  my  heart. 

I  have  declared  thy  righteousness  in 
the  great  congregation :  lo,  I  will  not  re- 
frain my  lips,  0  Lord,  and  that  thou 
knowest. 

I  have  not  hid  thy  righteousness  within 
my  heart;  my  talk  hath  been  of  thy 
truth,  and  of  thy  salvation. 

I  have  not  kept  back  thy  loving  mercy 
and  truth  from  the  great  congregation. 

Withdraw  not  thou  thy  mercy  from 
me,  0  Lord;  let  thy  loving  kindness  and 
thy  truth  alway  preserve  me. 

For  innumerable  troubles  are  come 
about  me ;  my  sins  have  taken  such  hold 
upon  me,  that  I  am  not  able  to  look  up ;

Let  them  be  ashamed,  and  confounded 
together,  that  seek  after  my  soul  to 
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destroy  it ;  let  them  be  driven  backward, 
and  put  to  rebuke,  that  wish  me  evil. 

Let  all  those  that  seek  thee,  be  joyful 
and  glad  in  thee ;  and  let  such  as  love  thy 
salvation  say  alway,  The  Lord  be  praised! 

As  for  me,  I  am  poor  and  needy;  but 
the  Lord  careth  for  me. 

Thou  art  my  helper  and  redeemer; 
make  no  long  tarrying,  0  my  God.

HEAR  ye  this,  all  ye  people  ;  give  ear, 
all  ye  inhabitants  of  the  world  : 

Both  low  and  high,  rich  and  poor,  to- 
gether. 

My  mouth  shall  speak  of  wisdom  ;  and 
the  meditation  of  my  heart  shall  be  of  un- 
derstanding. 

I  will  incline  mine  ear  to  a  parable :  I 
will  open  my  dark  saying  upon  the  harp. 

"Wherefore  should  I  fear  in  the  days  of 
evil,  when  the  wickedness  of  my  heels 
shall  compass  me  about  ? 

They  that  put  trust  in  their  wealth,  and 
boast  themselves  in  the  multitude  of  their 
riches ; 

Kone  of  them  can  by  any  means  redeem 
his  brother,  nor  give  unto  God  a  ransom 
for  him : 

For  the  redemption  of  their  soul  is  pre- 
cious, and  it  ceaseth  for  ever : 

That  he  should  still  live  for  ever,  and 
not  see  corruption. 

For  he  seeth  that  wise  men  die,  like- 
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wise  the  fool  and  the  brutish  person  perish, 
and  leave  their  wealth  to  others. 

Their  inward  thought,  is  that  their 
houses  shall  continue  for  ever,  and  their 
dwelling  places  to  all  generations ;  they 
call  their  lands  after  their  own  names. 

Nevertheless,  man  being  in  honor  abid- 
eth  not:  he  is  like  the  beasts  that  perish. 

This  their  way  is  their  folly :  yet  their 
posterity  approve  their  sayings. 

Like  sheep  they  are  laid  in  the  grave; 
death  shall  feed  on  them ;  and  the  upright 
shall  have  dominion  over  them  in  the 
morning ;  and  their  beauty  shall  consume 
in  the  grave,  from  their  dwelling. 

But  God  will  redeem  my  soul  from  the 
power  of  the  grave :  for  he  shall  receive  me. 

Be  not  thou  afraid,  though  one  be  made 
rich,  or  if  the  glory  of  his  house  be  in- 
creased ; 

For  he  shall  carry  nothing  away  with 
him  when  he  dieth,  neither  shall  his  pomp 
follow  him. 

Though  while  he  lived  he  counted  him- 
self an  happy  man ;  and  so  long  as  thou 
doest  well  unto  thyself,  men  will  speak 
good  of  thee. 

He  shall  follow  the  generation  of  his 
fathers,  and  shall  never  see  light. 

Man  that  is  in  honor,  and  understandeth 
not,  is  like  the  beasts  that  perish.

Psalm  50. 

THE  Lord,  even  the  most  mighty  God 
hath  spoken,  and  called  the  world, 
from  the  rising  up  of  the  sun  unto  the 
going  down  thereof. 

Out  of  Sion,  the  perfection  of  beauty, 
God  hath  shined. 

Our  God  shall  come,  and  shall  not  keep 
silence;  there  shall  go  before  him  a  con- 
suming fire,  and  a  mighty  tempest  shall 
be  stirred  up  round  about  him. 

He  shall  call  to  the  heavens  from  above, 
and  to  the  earth,  that  he  may  judge  his 
people. 

Gather  my  saints  together  unto  me; 
those  that  have  made  a  covenant  with  me 
with  sacrifice. 

And  the  heavens  shall  declare  his  right- 
eousness ;  for  God  is  Judge  himself. 

Hear,  0  my  people,  and  I  will  speak; 
I  myself  will  testify  against  thee,  0  Israel; 
for  I  am  God,  even  thy  God.

If  I  be  hungry,  I  will  not  tell  thee ;  for 
the  whole  world  is  mine,  and  all  that  is 
therein. 

Thinkest  thou  that  I  will  eat  bulls 
flesh,  and  drink  the  blood  of  goats? 

Offer  unto  God  thanksgiving,  and  pay 
thy  vows  unto  the  Most  High. 

And  call  upon  me  in  the  time  of  trou- 
be;  so  will  I  hear  thee,  and  thou  shalt 
praise  me. 

But  unto  the  ungodly  said  God,  Why 
dost  thou  preach  my  laws,  and  takest  my 
covenant  in  thy  mouth ; 

Whereas  thou  hatcst  to  be  reformed, 
and  hast  cast  my  words  behind  thee  ? 

When  thou  sawest  a  thief,  thou  con- 
sentedst  unto  him ;  and  hast  been  partaker 
with  the  adulterers. 

Thou  hast  let  thy  mouth  speak  wicked- 
ness, and  with  thy  tongue  thou  hast  set 
forth  deceit. 

Thou  sattest,  and  spakest  against  thy 
brother;  yea,  and  hast  slandered  thine 
own  mother's  son. 

These  things  hast  thou  done,  and  I  held 
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my  tongue ;  and  thou  thoughtest  wickedly 
that  I  am  even  such  a  one  as  thyself;  but 
I  will  reprove  thee,  and  set  before  thee 
the  things  that  thou  hast  done. 

0  consider  this,  ye  that  forget  God,  lest 
I  pluck  you  away,  and  there  be  none  to 
deliver  you. 

Whoso  offereth  me  thanks  and  praise, 
he  honoreth  me ;  and  to  him  that  ordereth 
his  conversation  right,  will  I  show  the 
salvation  of  God. 

(gflenmg  ftratjer. 
Psalm  51. 

HAVE  mercy  upon  me,  0  God,  after 
thy  great  goodness ;  according  to  the 
multitude  of  thy  mercies  do  away  mine 
offences. 

AVash  me  thoroughly  from  my  wicked- 
ness, and  cleanse  me  from  my  sin. 

For  I  acknowledge  my  faults,  and  my 
sin  is  ever  before  me. 

Against  thee  only  have  I  sinned  and 
done  this  evil  in  thy  sight;  that  thou 
mightest  be  justified  in  thy  saying,  and 
clear  when  thou  art  judged. 

Behold  I  was  shapen  in  wickedness, 
and  in  sin  hath  my  mother  conceived 
me. 

But  lo,  thou  requirest  truth  in  the 
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inward  parts,  and  shalt  make  me  to  under- 
stand wisdom  secretly. 

Purge  me  with  hyssop,  and  I  shall  be 
clean :  wash  me,  and  I  shall  be  whiter 
than  snow. 

Make  me  to  hear  of  joy  and  gladness, 
that  the  bones  which  thou  hast  broken, 
may  rejoice. 

Turn  thy  face  from  my  sins,  and  put 
out  all  my  misdeeds. 

Make  me  a  clean  heart,  0  God,  and 
renew  a  right  spirit  within  me. 

Cast  me  not  away  from  thy  presence, 
and  take  not  thy  Holy  Spirit  from  me. 

Eestore  unto  me  the  joy  of  thy  salva- 
tion ;  and  uphold  me  with  thy  free  Spirit. 

Then  shall  I  teach  thy  ways  unto  the 
wicked,  and  sinners  shall  be  converted 
unto  thee. 

Deliver  me  from  blood-guiltiness,  0 
God,  thou  God  of  my  salvation :  and  my 
tongue  shall  sing  aloud  of  thy  righteous- 
ness. 

0  Lord,  open  thou  my  lips;  and  my 
mouth  shall  show  forth  thy  praise. 

For  thou  desirest  no  sacrifice,  else  would 
I  give  it  thee ;  but  thou  delightest  not  in 
burnt-offerings. 

The  sacrifice  of  God  is  a  troubled  spirit: 
a  broken  and  contrite  heart,  0  God,  shalt 
thou  not  despise. 
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0  be  favorable  and  gracious  unto  Sion; 
build  thou  the  walls  of  Jerusalem. 

Then  shalt  thou  be  pleased  with  the 
sacrifice  of  righteousness,  with  the  burnt- 
ofFerings  and  oblations;  then  shall  they 
ofter  young  bullocks  upon  thine  altar.

It  is  he  that  hath  delivered  my  soul  in 
peace,  from  the  battle  that  was  against 
me ;    for  there  were  many  with  me.

He  laid  his  hands  upon  such  as  be  at 
peace  with  him,  and  he  brake  his  cove- 
nant. 

The  words  of  his  mouth  were  softer 
than  butter,  having  war  in  his  heart;  his 
words  were  smoother  than  oil,  and  yet  be 
they  very  swords. 

O  cast  thy  burden  upon  the  Lord,  and 
he  shall  nourish  thee,  and  shall  not  suffer 
the  righteous  to  fall  for  ever. 

And  as  for  them,  thou,  0  God,  shalt 
bring  them  into  the  pit  of  destruction.

But  mine  horn  shall  be  exalted  like  the 
horn  of  an  unicorn;  I  shall  be  anointed 
with  fresh  oil. 

The  righteous  shall  flourish  like  a  palnu 
tree,  and  shall  spread  abroad  like  a  cedai 
in  Libanus. 

Such  as  be  planted  in  the  house  of  the 
Lord,  shall  flourish  in  the  courts  of  the 
house  of  our  God. 

That  they  may  show  how  true  the  Lord 
my  strength  is,  and  that  there  is  no  un- 
righteousness in  him. 

The  Lord  reigneth,  he  is  clothed  with 
majesty;  the  Lord  is  clothed  with  strength, 
wherewith  he  hath  girded  himself.

He  that  chastiseth  the  heathen,  shall 
not  he  correct?  he  that  teacheth  man 
knowledge,  shall  not  he  know? 

The  Lord  knoweth  the  thoughts  of 
man,  that  they  are  but  vain. 

Blessed  is  the  man  whom  thou  chasten- 
est,  0  Lord,  and  teachest  him  in  thy  law; 

That  thou  mayest  give  him  patience  in 
time  of  adversity,  until  the  pit  be  digged 
up  for  the  ungodly. 

For  the  Lord  will  not  fail  his  people ; 
neither  will  he  forsake  his  inheritance. 

But  judgment  shall  return  unto  right- 
eousness: and  all  the  upright  in  heart 
shall  follow  it. 

Unless  the  Lord  had  been  my  help,  my 
soul  had  almost  dwelt  in  silence.

0  go  your  way  into  his  gates  with 
thanksgiving,  and  into  his  courts  with 
praise;  be  thankful  unto  him,  and  speak 
good  of  his  Name. 

For  the  Lord  is  gracious,  his  mercy  is 
everlasting;  and  his  truth  endureth  from 
generation  to  generation. 
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My  song  shall  be  of  mercy  and  judg- 
ment; unto  thee,  0  Lord,  will  I  sing. 

0  let  me  have  understanding  in  the 
way  of  godliness! 

When  wilt  thou  come  unto  me  ?  I  will 
walk  in  my  house  with  a  perfect  heart. 

1  will  set  no  wicked  thing  before  mine 
eyes :  I  hate  the  work  of  them  that  turn 
aside;  it  shall  not  cleave  to  me. 

A  froward  heart  shall  depart  from  me ; 
I  will  not  know  a  wicked  person. 

Whoso  privily  slandereth  his  neighbor, 
him  will  I  destroy. 

Whoso  hath  also  a  proud  look  and  high 
stomach,  I  will  not  suffer  him. 

Mine  eyes  look  upon  such  as  are  faithful 
in  the  land,  that  they  may  dwell  with  me. 

Whoso  leadeth  a  godly  life,  he  shall  be 
my  servant. 

There  shall  no  deceitful  person  dwell 
in  my  house ;  he  that  telleth  lies  shall  not 
tarry  in  my  sight.

From  Psalms  102,  103. 

THE  Lord  hath  looked  down  from  his 
sanctuary;  out  of  the  heaven  did  the 
Lord  behold  the  earth ; 
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That  he  might  hear  the  mournings  of 
such  as  are  in  captivity,  and  deliver  the 
children  appointed  unto  death;

Praise  the  Lord,  0  my  soul,  and  forget 
not  all  his  benefits  : 

\Vho  forgiveth  all  thy  sin,  and  healeth 
all  thine  infirmities; 

WTio  saveth  thy  life  from  destruction, 
and  crowneth  thee  with  mercy  and  loving 
kindness; 

"Who  satisfieth  thy  mouth  with  good 
things  ;  so  that  thy  youth  is  renewed  like 
the  eagle's. 

The  Lord  executeth  righteousness  and 
judgment  for  all  them  that  are  oppressed 
with  wrong. 
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He  showed  his  ways  unto  Moses,  his 
works  unto  the  children  of  Israel.

The  days  of  man  are  but  as  grass ;  for 
lie  flourisheth  as  a  flower  of  the  field. 

For  as  soon  as  the  wind  goeth  over  it, 
it  is  gone ;  and  the  place  thereof  shall 
know  it  no  more. 

But  the  merciful  goodness  of  the  Lord 
endureth  for  ever  and  ever  upon  them  that 
fear  him;  and  his  righteousness  upon 
children's  children ; 

Even  upon  such  as  keep  his  covenant, 
and  think  upon  his  commandments  to  do 
them. 
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The  Lord  hath  prepared  his  seat  in 
heaven,  and  his  kingdom  ruleth  over  all. 

0  praise  the  Lord,  ye  angels  of  his,  ye 
that  excel  in  strength ;  ye  that  fulfil  his 
(•<  nnmandment,  and  hearken  unto  the  voice 
of  his  word. 

0  praise  the  Lord,  all  ye  his  hosts  ;  ye 
servants  of  his  that  do  his  pleasure. 

0  speak  good  of  the  Lord,  all  ye  works 
of  his,  in  all  places  of  his  dominion :  praise 
thou  the  Lord,  0  my  soul.

Psalm  104. 

PRAISE  the  Lord,  0  my  soul:  0  Lord, 
my  God,  thou  art  become  exceeding 
glorious;  thou  art  clothed  with  majesty 
and  honor. 

Who  coverest  thyself  with  light,  as  with 
a  garment:  who  stretchest  out  the  heavens 
like  a  curtain : 

AVho  layeth  the  beams  of  his  chambers 
in  the  waters:  who  makeththe  clouds  his 
chariot :  who  walketh  upon  the  wings  of 
the  wind  : 

AVho  maketli  his  angels  spirits ;  his 
ministers  a  naming  fire  : 

Who  laid  the  foundations  of  the  earth, 
that  it  should  not  be  removed  for  ever. 

Thou  coveredst  it  with  the  deep^s  with 
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a  garment :   the  waters  stood  above  the 
mountains. 

At  thy  rebuke  they  fled ;  at  the  voice 
of  thy  thunder  they  hasted  away. 

They  go  up  by  the  mountains ;  they  go 
down  by  the  valleys  unto  the  place  which 
thou  hast  founded  for  them. 

Thou  hast  set  a  bound  that  they  may 
not  pass  over ;  that  they  turn  not  again  to 
cover  the  earth. 

He  sendeth  the  springs  into  the  valleys, 
which  run  among  the  hills. 

All  beasts  of  the  field  drink  thereof,  and 
the  wild  asses  quench  their  thirst. 

Beside  them  shall  the  fowls  of  the  air 
have  their  habitation,  and  sing  among  the 
branches. 

He  watereth  the  hills  from  above  ;  the 
earth  is  filled  with  the  fruit  of  thy  works. 

He  bringeth  forth  grass  for  the  cattle, 
and  green  herb  for  the  sendee  of  men ; 

That  he  may  bring  food  out  of  the  earth, 
and  wine  that  maketh  glad  the  heart  of 
man ;  and  oil  to  make  him  a  cheerful 
countenance,  and  bread  to  strengthen 
man's  heart. 

The  trees  of  the  Lord  also  are  full  of 
sap ;  even  the  cedars  of  Libanus,  which  he 
hath  planted; 

Wherein  the  birds  make  their  nests;  and 
the  fir-trees  are  a  dwelling  for  the  stork. 
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The  high  hills  are  a  refuge  for  the  wild 
goats ;  and  so  are  the  stony  rocks  for  the 
conies. 

He  appointed  the  moon  for  certain  sea- 
sons, and  the  sun  knoweth  his  going  down. 

Thou  makest  darkness  that  it  may  be 
night ;  wherein  all  the  beasts  of  the  forest 
do  move. 

The  lions  roaring  after  their  prey,  do 
seek  their  meat  from  G-od. 

The  sun  ariseth,  and  they  get  them 
away  together,  and  lay  them  down  in 
their  dens. 

Man  goeth  forth  to  his  work,  and  to 
his  labor,  until  the  evening. 

0  Lord,  how  manifold  are  thy  works ! 
in  wisdom  hast  thou  made  them  all ;  the 
earth  is  full  of  thy  riches. 

So  is  the  great  and  wide  sea  also ;  where- 
in are  things  creeping  innumerable,  both 
small  and  great  beasts. 

There  go  the  ships,  and  there  is  that 
Leviathan,  whom  thou  hast  made  to  take 
his  pastime  therein. 

These  wait  all  upon  thee,  that  thou 
mayest  give  them  meat  in  due  season. 

When  thou  givest  it  them,  they  gather 
it;  and  when  thou  openest  thy  hand,  they 
are  tilled  with  good. 

When  thou  hidest  thy  face,  they  are 
troubled:  when  thou  takest  away  their 
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breath,  they  die,  and  are  turned  again  to 
their  dust. 

When  thou  lettest  thy  breath  go  forth, 
they  shall  be  made ;  and  thou  shalt  renew 
the  face  of  the  earth. 

The  glorious  Majesty  of  the  Lord  shall 
endure  for  ever;  the  Lord  shall  rejoice  in 
his  works. 

The  earth  shall  tremble  at  the  look  of 
him;  if  he  do  but  touch  the  hills,  they 
shall  smoke. 

I  will  sing  unto  the  Lord  as  long  as  I 
live ;  I  will  praise  my  G-od  while  I  have 
my  being. 

My  meditation  of  him  shall  be  sweet: 
my  joy  shall  be  in  the  Lord. 

As  for  sinners,  they  shall  be  consumed 
out  of  the  earth,  and  the  ungodly  shall 
come  to  an  end.  Praise  thou  the  Lord, 
0  my  soul.      Praise  the  Lord.

Utorning  JJramr. 
Psalm  107. 

OGIVE  thanks  unto  the  Lord;    for  he 
is  gracious,  and  his  mercy  endureth 
for  ever.

of  the  enemy;

Their  soul  abhorreth  all  manner  of 
meat;  and  they  draw  nigh  unto  the  gates 
of  death. 

Then  they  cried  unto  the  Lord  in  their 
trouble,  and  he  saved  them  out  of  their 
distresses. 

He  sent  his  word,  and  healed  them; 
and  they  were  saved  from  their  destruc- 
tion. 

Oh  that  men  would  therefore  praise 
the  Lord  for  his  goodness,  and  for  his 
wonderful  works  to  the  children  of  men ! 

That  they  would  offer  unto  him  the 
sacrifice  of  thanksgiving,  and  tell  out  his 
works  with  gladness! 

They  that  go  down  to  the  sea  in  ships, 
that  do  business  in  great  waters; 

These  see  the  works  of  the  Lord,  and 
his  wonders  in  the  deep. 

For  at  his  word  the  stormy  wind  ariseth, 
which  lifteth  up  the  waves  thereof. 
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They  are  carried  up  to  the  heaven, 
and  down  again  to  the  deep ;  their  soul 
melteth  away  because  of  the  trouble. 

They  reel  to  and  fro,  and  stagger  like  a 
drunken  man,  and  are  at  their  wit's  end. 

Then  they  cry  unto  the  Lord  in  their 
trouble,  and  he  bringeth  them  out  of 
their  distresses. 

For  he  maketh  the  storm  to  cease,  so 
that  the  waves  thereof  are  still. 

Then  are  they  glad,  because  they  are 
at  rest;  and  so  he  bringeth  them  unto 
the  haven  where  they  would  be. 

Oh  that  men  would  therefore  praise  the 
Lord  for  his  goodness,  and  for  his  wonder- 
ful works  to  the  children  of  men ! 

Let  them  exalt  him  also  in  the  con- 
gregation of  the  people,  and  praise  him 
in  the  assembly  of  the  elders ! 

He  turneth  the  flood  into  a  wilderness, 
and  drieth  up  the  water-springs. 

A  fruitful  land  maketh  he  barren,  for 
the  wickedness  of  them  that  dwell  therein. 

Again,  he  maketh  the  wilderness  a 
standing  water,  and  water-springs  of  a 
dry  ground. 

And  there  he  setteth  the  hungry,  that 
they  may  build  them  a  city  to  dwell  in; 

That  they  may  sow  their  land,  and 
plant  vineyards,  to  yield  them  fruits  of 
increase. 
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He  blesseth  them,  so  that  they  multiply 
exceedingly;  and  suffereth  not  their  cattle 
to  decrease. 

And  again,  when  they  are  minished  and 
brought  low  through  oppression,  through 
any  plague  or  trouble ; 

He  poureth  contempt  upon  princes,  and 
causeth  them  to  wander  in  the  wilderness, 
where  there  is  no  way. 

Yet  helpeth  he  the  poor  out  of  misery, 
and  maketh  him  families  like  a  flock. 

The  righteous  will  consider  this,  and 
rejoice;  and  all  iniquity  shall  stop  her 
mouth. 

Whoso  is  wise,  and  will  observe  these 
things,  even  they  shall  understand  the 
loving  kindness  of  the  Lord.

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But  thou,  house  of  Israel,  trust  thou  in 
the  Lord;  he  is  their  succor  and  defence.

Ye  that  fear  the  Lord,  put  your  trust  in 
the  Lord;  he  is  their  helper  and  defender.

They  that  put  their  trust  in  the  Lord, 
shall  be  even  as  the  Mount  Sion,  which 
may  not  be  removed,  but  standeth  fast  for 
ever. 
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The  hills  stand  about  Jerusalem;  even 
so  standeth  the  Lord  round  about  his  peo- 
ple, from  this  time  forth  for  evermore. 

For  the  rod  of  the  ungodly  cometli  not 
into  the  lot  of  the  righteous;  lest  the 
righteous  put  their  hand  unto  wickedness. 

Do  well,  0  Lord,  unto  those  that  are 
good  and  true  of  heart. 

As  for  such  as  turn  back  unto  their 
crooked  ways,  the  Lord  shall  lead  them 
forth  with  the  evil  doers ;  but  peace  shall 
be  upon  Israel.

Let  them  praise  his  Xame  with  the 
pipe :  let  them  sing  praises  unto  him  with 
tabret  and  harp. 

For  the  Lord  hath  pleasure  in  his  peo- 
ple; he  will  beautify  the  meek  with  sal- 
vation. 

0  praise  God  in  his  holiness:  praise 
him  in  the  firmament  of  his  power. 

Praise  him  in  his  noble  acts:  praise 
him  according  to  his  excellent  greatness. 

Praise  him  in  the  sound  of  the  trumpet : 
praise  him  with  the  psaltery  and  harp. 

Praise  him  with  the  timbrel  and  pipe : 
praise  him  with  stringed  instruments  and 
organs. 

Praise  him  upon  the  loud  cymbals: 
praise  him  upon  the  high-sounding  cym- 
bals. 

Let  every  thing  that  hath  breath  praise 
the  Lord.

Selection  first. 
Psalm  19. 

THE  heavens  declare  the  glory  of  G-od ; 
and  the  firmament  showeth  his  handy- 
work. 

Day  unto  day  uttereth  speech,  and  night 
unto  night  showeth  knowledge. 

There  is  no  speech  nor  language,  where 
their  voice  is  not  heard. 

Their  line  is  gone  out  through  all  the 
earth,  and  their  words  to  the  end  of  the 
world.  In  them  hath  he  set  a  tabernacle 
for  the  sun, 

Which  is  as  a  bridegroom  coming  out 
of  his  chamber,  and  rejoiceth  as  a  strong 
man  to  run  a  race. 

His  going  forth  is  from  the  end  of  the 
heaven,  and  his  circuit  unto  the  ends  of 
it :  and  there  is  nothing  hid  from  the  heat 
thereof. 

The  law  of  the  Lord  is  perfect,  con- 
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verting  the  soul :  the  testimony  of  the 
Lord  is  sure,  making  wise  the  simple. 

The  statutes  of  the  Lord  are  right,  re- 
joicing the  heart:  the  commandment  of 
the  Lord  is  pure,  enlightening  the  eyes. 

The  fear  of  the  Lord  is  clean,  enduring 
for  ever:  the  judgments  of  the  Lord  are 
true  and  righteous  altogether. 

More  to  be  desired  are  they  than  gold, 
yea,  than  much  fine  gold:  sweeter  also 
than  honey  and  the  honeycomb. 

Moreover  by  them  is  thy  servant 
warned:  and  in  keeping  of  them  there 
is  great  reward. 

Who  can  understand  his  errors  ?  cleanse 
thou  me  from  secret  faults. 

Keep  back  thy  servant  also  from  pre- 
sumptuous sins;  let  them  not  have  do- 
minion over  me  :  then  shall  I  be  upright, 
and  I  shall  be  innocent  from  the  great 
transgression. 

Let  the  words  of  my  mouth,  and  the 
meditation  of  my  heart,  be  acceptable  in 
thy  sight,  0  Lord,  my  strength,  and  my 
redeemer. 

Psalm  24. 

THE  earth  is  the  Lord's,  and  the  fulness 
thereof;    the    world,    and    they   that 
(l,vell  therein. 
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For  he  hath  founded  it  upon  the  seas, 
and  established  it  upon  the  floods. 

Who  shall  ascend  into  the  hill  of  the 
Lord?  or  who  shall  stand  in  his  holy 
place  ? 

He  that  hath  clean  hands,  and  a  pure 
heart;  who  hath  not  lifted  up  his  soul 
unto  vanity,  nor  sworn  deceitfully. 

He  shall  receive  the  blessing  from  the 
Lord,  and  righteousness  from  the  God  of 
his  salvation. 

This  is  the  generation  of  them  that  seek 
him,  that  seek  thy  face,  O  Jacob. 

Lift  up  your  heads,  0  ye  gates;  and  be 
y°  lift  up,  ye  everlasting  doors ;  and  tie 
King  of  glory  shall  come  in. 

Who  is  this  Kins:  of  ^lorv  ?  The  Lord 
strong  and  mighty,  the  Lord  mighty  in 
battle. 

Lift  up  your  heads,  0  ye  gates;  even 
lift  them  up,  ye  everlasting  doors;  and 
the  King  of  glory  shall  come  in. 

Who  is  this  King  of  glory  ?  The  Lord 
of  hosts,  he  is  the  King  of  glory. 

Psalm  103. 

BLESS  the  Lord,  0  my  soul:    and  all 
that  is  within  me,  bless  his  holy  name. 
Bless  the  Lord,  0  my  soul,  and  forget 
not  all  his  benefits : 
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Who  forgiveth  all  thine  iniquities ;  who 
healeth  all  thy  diseases; 

Who  redeemeth  thy  life  from  destruc- 
tion; who  crowneth  thee  with  loving- 
kindness  and  tender  mercies; 

Who  satisfieth  thy  mouth  with  good 
things ;  so  that  thy  youth  is  renewed  like 
the  eagle's. 

The  Lord  executeth  righteousness  and 
judgment  for  all  that  are  oppressed. 

He  made  known  his  ways  unto  Moses, 
his  acts  unto  the  children  of  Israel. 

The  Lord  is  merciful  and  gracious,  slow 
to  anger,  and  plenteous  in  mercy. 

He  will  not  always  chide :  neither  will 
he  keep  his  anger  for  ever. 

He  hath  not  dealt  with  us  after  our  sins; 
nor  rewarded  us  according  to  our  iniqui- 
ties. 

For  as  the  heaven  is  high  above  the 
earth,  so  great  is  his  mercy  toward  them 
that  fear  him. 

As  far  as  the  east  is  from  the  west,  so 
far  hath  he  removed  our  transgressions 
from  us. 

Like  as  a  father  pitieth  his  children,  so 
the  Lord  pitieth  them  that  fear  him. 

For  he  knoweth  our  frame;  he  remem- 
bereth  that  we  are  dust. 

As  for  man,  his  days  are  as  grass :  as  a 
flower  of  the  field,  so  he  nourisheth. 
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For  the  wind  passeth  over  it,  and  it  is 
gone ;  and  the  place  thereof  shall  know  it 
no  more. 

But  the  mercy  of  the  Lord  is  from  ever- 
lasting to  everlasting  upon  them  that  fear 
him,  and  his  righteousness  unto  children's 
children; 

To  such  as  keep  his  covenant,  and  to 
those  that  remember  his  commandments 
to  do  them. 

The  Lord  hath  prepared  his  throne  in 
the  heavens;  and  his  kingdom  ruleth  over 
all. 

Bless  the  Lord,  ye  his  angels,  that  excel 
in  strength,  that  do  his  commandments, 
hearkening  unto  the  voice  of  his  word. 

Bless  ye  the  Lord,  all  ye  his  hosts;  ye 
ministers  of  his,  that  do  his  pleasure. 

Bless  the  Lord,  all  his  works,  in  al. 
places  of  his  dominion:  bless  the  Lord,  0 
my  soul. 


Selection  Seconb. 
From  Psalm  139. 

OLORD,  thou   hast  searched  me,  an:. 
known  me. 
Thou    knowest   my    downsitting    and 
mine   uprising,   thou   understandest   my 
thought  afar  off. 
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Thou  compassest  my  path  and  my  lying 
down,  and  art  acquainted  with  all  my 
ways. 

For  there  is  not  a  word  in  my  tongue, 
but,  lo,  O  Lord,  thou  knowest  it  alto- 
gether. 

Thou  hast  beset  me  behind  and  before, 
and  laid  thine  hand  upon  me. 

Such  knowledge  is  too  wonderful  for 
me;    it  is  high,  I  cannot  attain  unto  it. 

Whither  shall  I  go  from  thy  Spirit?  or 
whither  shall  I  flee  from  thy  presence? 

If  I  ascend  up  into  heaven,  thou  art 
there:  If  I  make  my  bed  in  hell,  behold, 
thou  art  there. 

If  I  take  the  wings  of  the  morning,  and 
dwell  in  the  uttermost  parts  of  the  sea; 

Even  there  shall  thy  hand  lead  me,  and 
thy  right  hand  shall  hold  me. 

If  I  say,  Surely  the  darkness  shall  cover 
me;  even  the  night  shall  be  light  about  me. 

Yea,  the  darkness  hideth  not  from  thee; 
but  the  night  shineth  as  the  day :  the 
darkness  and  the  light  are  both  alike  to 
thee. 

For  thou  hast  possessed  my  reins:  thou 
ha  si  covered  me  in  my  mother's  womb. 

I  will  praise  thee ;  for  I  am  fearfully  and 
wonderfully  made:  marvellous  are  thy 
works;  and  that  my  soul  knoweth  right 
well. 
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My  substance  was  not  hid  from  thee, 
when  I  was  made  in  secret,  and  curiously 
wrought  in  the  lowest  parts  of  the  earth. 

Thine  eyes  did  see  my  substance,  yet 
being  imperfect;  and  in  thy  book  all  my 
members  were  written,  which  in  continu- 
ance were  fashioned,  when  as  yet  there 
was  none  of  them. 

How  precious  also  are  thy  thoughts 
unto  me,  0  God!  how  great  is  the  sum  of 
them! 

If  I  should  count  them,  they  are  more 
in  number  than  the  sand:  when  I  awake, 
I  am  still  with  thee. 

Search  me,  0  God,  and  know  my  heart: 
try  me,  and  know  my  thoughts : 

And  see  if  there  be  any  wicked  way  in 
me,  and  lead  me  in  the  way  everlasting. 

Psalm  145. 

I  WILL  extol  thee,  my  God,  0  King; 
and  I  will  bless  thy  name  for  ever  and 
ever. 

Every  day  will  I  bless  thee;  and  I  will 
praise  thy  name  for  ever  and  ever. 

Great  is  the   Lord,  and  greatly  to  be 

praised;  and  his  greatness  is  unsearchable. 

One  generation  shall  praise  thy  works 

to  another,  and  shall  declare  thy  mighty 

aets. 
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I  will  speak  of  the  glorious  honor  of 
'chy  majesty,  and  of  thy  wondrous  works. 

And  men  shall  speak  of  the  might  of 
£hy  terrible  acts :    and  I  will  declare  thy 
reatness. 

They  shall  abundantly  utter  the  mem- 
ory of  thy  great  goodness,  and  shall  sing 
v)f  thy  righteousness. 

The  Lord  is  gracious,  and  full  of  com- 
passion; slow  to  anger,  and  of  great 
mercy. 

The  Lord  is  good  to  all :  and  his  tender 
mercies  are  over  all  his  works. 

All  thy  works  shall  praise  thee,  0  Lord ; 
and  thy  saints  shall  bless  thee. 

They  shall  speak  of  the  glory  of  thy 
kingdom,  and  talk  of  thy  power; 

To  make  known  to  the  sons  of  men  his 
mighty  acts,  and  the  glorious  majesty  of 
his  kingdom. 

Thy  kingdom  is  an  everlasting  king- 
dom, and  thy  dominion  endureth  through- 
out all  generations. 

The  Lord  upholdeth  all  that  fall,  and 
raiscth  up  all  those  that  be  bowed  down. 

The  eyes  of  all  wait  upon  thee;  and 
thou  givest  them  their  meat  in  due  season. 

Thou  openest  thine  hand,  and  satistiest 
the  desire  of  every  living  thing. 

The  Lord  is  righteous;  in  all  his  ways, 
and  holy  in  all  his  works.

The  Lord  preserveth  all  them  that  love 
him :  but  all  the  wicked  will  he  destroy. 

My  mouth  shall  speak  the  praise  of  the 
Lord:  and  let  all  flesh  bless  his  holy 
name  for  ever  and  ever. 


0ekctton  Stytrir. 
From  Psalm  51. 

HAVE  mercy  upon  me,  0  God,  accord- 
ing to  thy  loving  kindness  :  according 
unto  the  multitude  of  thy  tender  mercies 
blot  out  my  transgressions. 

Wash  me  thoroughly  from  mine  ini- 
quity, and  cleanse  me  from  my  sin. 

For  I  acknowledge  my  transgressions : 
and  my  sin  is  ever  before  me. 

Against  thee,  thee  only,  have  I  sinned, 
and  done  this  evil  in  thy  sight:  that  thou 
mightest  be  justified  when  thou  speakest, 
and  be  clear  when  thou  judgest. 

Behold,  I  was  shapen  in  iniquity ;  and 
in  sin  did  my  mother  conceive  me. 
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Behold,  thou  desirest  truth  in  the  in- 
ward parts :  and  in  the  hidden  part  thou 
shalt  make  me  to  know  wisdom. 

Purge  me  with  hyssop,  and  I  shall  be 
clean :  wash  me,  and  I  shall  be  whiter 
than  snow. 

Make  me  to  hear  joy  and  gladness; 
that  the  bones  which  thou  hast  broken 
may  rejoice. 

Hide  thy  face  from  my  sins,  and  blot 
out  all  mine  iniquities. 

Create  in  me  a  clean  heart,  0  God ;  and 
renew  a  right  spirit  within  me. 

Cast  me  not  away  from  thy  presence ; 
and  take  not  thy  holy  spirit  from  me. 

Restore  unto  me  the  joy  of  thy  sal- 
vation ;  and  uphold  me  with  thy  free 
spirit. 

Then  will  I  teach  transgressors  thy 
ways;  and  sinners  shall  be  converted 
unto  thee. 

Deliver  me  from  blood-guiltiness,  0 
God,  thou  God  of  my  salvation :  and  my 
tongue  shall  sing  aloud  of  thy  righteous- 
ness. 

O  Lord,  open  thou  my  lips;  and  my 
mouth  shall  show  forth  thy  praise. 

For  thou  desirest  not  sacrifice;  else 
would  I  give  it:  thou  delightest  not  in 
burnt  offering. 

The  sacrifices  of  God  are  a  broken 
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spirit:  a  "broken  and  a  contrite  heart,  0 
God,  thou  wilt  not  despise. 

From  Psalm.  42. 

AS  the  hart  panteth  after  the  water 
brooks,  so  panteth  my  soul  after  thee, 
0  God. 

My  soul  thirsteth  for  God,  for  the  living 
God :  when  shall  I  come  and  appear  be- 
fore God  ? 

My  tears  have  been  my  meat  day  and 
night,  while  they  continually  say  unto 
me,  Where  is  thy  God? 

"When  I  remember  these  things,  I  pour 
out  my  soul  in  me :  for  I  had  gone  with 
the  multitude,  I  went  with  them  to  the 
house  of  God; 

With  the  voice  of  joy  and  praise,  with 
a  multitude  that  kept  holyday. 

Why  art  thou  cast  down,  0  my  soul  ? 
and  why  art  thou  disquieted  in  me  ? 

Hope  thou  in  God ;  for  I  shall  yet  praise 
him  for  the  help  of  his  countenance. 

Yet  the  Lord  will  command  his  loving- 
kindness  in  the  daytime,  and  in  the  night 
his  song  shall  be  with  me,  and  my  prayer 
unto  the  God  of  my  life. 

I  will  say  unto  God  my  rock,  Why  hast 
thou  forgotten  me  ?  why  go  I  mourning 
because  of  the  oppression  of  the  enemy? 
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While  they  say  daily  unto  me,  Where 
is  thy  God? 

.Why  art  thou  cast  down,  0  my  soul: 
and  why  art  thou  disquieted  within  me? 

Hope  thou  in  God :  for  I  shall  yet  praise 
him,  who  is  the  health  of  my  countenance, 
and  my  God. 


Selection  iburtl). 
Psalm  37. 


FRET  not  thyself  because  of  evildoers, 
neither  be  thou  envious  against  the 
workers  of  iniquity. 

For  they  shall  soon  be  cut  down  like 
the  grass,  and  wither  as  the  green  herb. 

Trust  in  the  Lord,  and  do  good;  so 
shalt  thou  dwell  in  the  land,  and  verily 
thou  shalt  be  fed. 

Delight  thyself  also  in  the  Lord;  and  he 
shall  give  thee  the  desires  of  thine  heart. 

Commit  thy  way  unto  the  Lord;  trust 
also  in  him;  and  he  shall  bring  it  to  pass. 

And  he  shall  bring  forth  thy  righteous- 
ness as  the  light,  and  thy  judgment  as 
the  noonday. 

Rest  in  the  Lord,  and  wait  patiently  for 
him :  fret  not  thyself  because  of  him  who 
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prospereth  in  his  way,  because  of  the  man 
who  bringeth  wicked  devices  to  pass. 

Cease  from  anger,  and  forsake  wrath  : 
fret  not  thyself  in  any  wise  to  do  evil. 

For  evildoers  shall  be  cut  off:  but  those 
that  wait  upon  the  Lord,  they  shall  in- 
herit the  earth. 

For  yet  a  little  while,  and  the  wicked 
shall  not  be:  yea,  thou  shalt  diligently 
consider  his  place,  and  it  shall  not  be. 

But  the  meek  shall  inherit  the  earth; 
and  shall  delight  themselves  in  the  abund- 
ance of  peace. 

The  wicked  plotteth  against  the  just, 
and  gnasheth  upon  him  with  his  teeth. 

The  Lord  shall  laugh  at  him :  for  he 
seeth  that  his  day  is  coming. 

The  wicked  have  drawn  out  the  sword, 
and  have  bent  their  bow,  to  cast  down 
the  poor  and  needy,  and  to  slay  such  as 
be  of  upright  conversation. 

Their  sword  shall  enter  into  their  own 
heart,  and  their  bows  shall  be  broken. 

A  little  that  a  righteous  man  hath  is 
better  than  the  riches  of  many  wicked. 

For  the  arms  of  the  wicked  shall  be 
broken:  but  the  Lord  upholdeth  the 
righteous. 

The  Lord  knoweth  the  days  of  the  up- 
right: and  their  inheritance  shall  be  for 
ever. 
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They  shall  not  be  ashamed  in  the  evil 
time:  and  in  the  days  of  famine  they 
shall  be  satisfied. 

Bnt  the  wicked  shall  perish,  and  the 
enemies  of  the  Lord  shall  be  as  the  fat 
of  lambs :  they  shall  consume ;  into  smoke 
shall  they  consume  away. 

The  wicked  borroweth,  and  payeth  not 
again :  but  the  righteous  showeth  mercy, 
and  giveth. 

For  such  as  be  blessed  of  him  shall 
inherit  the  earth;  and  they  that  be  cursed 
of  him  shall  be  cut  off. 

The  steps  of  a  good  man  are  ordered 
by  the  Lord :  and  he  delighteth  in  his  way. 

Though  he  fall,  he  shall  not  be  utterly 
cast  down :  for  the  Lord  upholdeth  him 
with  his  hand. 

I  have  been  young,  and  now  am  old; 
yet  have  I  not  seen  the  righteous  forsa- 
ken, nor  his  seed  begging  bread. 

He  is  ever  merciful,  and  lendeth;  and 
his  seed  is  blessed. 

Depart  from  evil,  and  do  good;  and 
dwell  for  evermore. 

For  the  Lord  loveth  judgment,  and  for- 
saketh  not  his  saints ;  they  are  preserved 
for  ever:  but  the  seed  of  the  wicked  shall 
be  cut  off. 

The  righteous   shall  inherit  the  land, 
and  dwell  therein  for  ever. 
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The  mouth  of  the  righteous  speaketh 
wisdom,  and  his  tongue  talketh  of  judg- 
ment. 

The  law  of  his  God  is  in  his  heart; 
none  of  his  steps  shall  slide. 

The  wicked  watcheth  the  righteous,  and 
seeketh  to  slay  him. 

The  Lord  will  not  leave  him  in  his 
hand,  nor  condemn  him  when  he  is 
judged. 

Wait  on  the  Lord,  and  keep  his  way, 
and  he  shall  exalt  thee  to  inherit  the 
land :  wiien  the  wicked  are  cut  off,  thou 
shalt  see  it, 

I  have  seen  the  wicked  in  great  power, 
and  spreading  himself  like  a  green  bay  tree. 

Yet  he  passed  away,  and,  lo,  he  was 
not:  yea,  I  sought  him,  but  he  could  not 
be  found. 

Mark  the  perfect  man,  and  behold  the 
upright:  for  the  end  of  that  man  is  peace. 

But  the  transgressors  shall  be  destroyed 
together:  the  end  of  the  wicked  shall  be 
cut  off. 

But  the  salvation  of  the  righteous  is  of 
the  Lord :  he  is  their  strength  in  the  time 
of  trouble. 

And  the  Lord  shall  help  them,  and  de- 
liver them:  he  shall  deliver  them  from 
the  wicked,  and  save  them,  because  they 
trust  in  him. 
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Sdatknt  jftftt). 
Psalm  1. 

BLESSED  is  the  man  that  walketh  not 
in  the  counsel  of  the  ungodly,  nor 
standeth  in  the  way  of  sinners,  nor  sitteth 
in  the  seat  of  the  scornful. 

But  his  delight  is  in  the  law  of  the 
Lord;  and  in  his  law  doth  he  meditate 
day  and  night. 

And  he  shall  be  like  a  tree  planted  by 
the  rivers  of  water,  that  bringeth  forth 
his  fruit  in  his  season  ; 

His  leaf  also  shall  not  wither;  and 
whatsoever  he  doeth  shall  prosper. 

The  ungodly  are  not  so :  but  are  like 
the  chaff  which  the  wind  driveth  away. 

Therefore  the  ungodly  shall  not  stand 
in  the  judgment,  nor  sinners  in  the  con- 
gregation of  the  righteous. 

For  the  Lord  knoweth  the  way  of  the 
righteous:  but  the  way  of  the  ungodly 
shall  perish. 

Psalm  15. 

LORD,   who    shall  abide  in  thy  taber- 
nacle? who  shall  dwell  in  thy  holy 
hill? 
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He  that  walketh  uprightly,  and  worketh 
righteousness,  and  speaketh  the  truth  in 
his  heart. 

He  that  backbiteth  not  with  his  tongue, 
nor  doeth  evil  to  his  neighbor,  nor  taketh 
up  a  reproach  against  his  neighbor. 

In  whose  eyes  a  vile  person  is  con- 
temned ;  but  he  honoreth  them  that  fear 
the  Lord.  He  that  sweareth  to  his  own 
hurt,  and  changeth  not. 

He  that  putteth  not  out  his  money  to 
usury,  nor  taketh  reward  against  the  inno- 
cent. 

He  that  doeth  these  things  shall  never 
be  moved. 

Psalm  91. 

HE  that  dwelleth  in  the  secret  place  of 
the  most  High  shall  abide  under  the 
shadow  of  the  Almighty. 

I  will  say  of  the  Lord,  He  is  my  refuge 
and  my  fortress :  my  God ;  in  him  will  I 
trust. 

Surely  he  shall  deliver  thee  from  the 
snare  of  the  fowler,  and  from  the  noisome 
pestilence 

He  shall  cover  thee  with  his  feathers, 
and  under  his  wings  shalt  thou  trust :  his 
truth  shall  be  thy  shield  and  buckler. 
Thou  shalt  not  be  afraid  for  the  terror 
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by  night;  nor  for  the  "arrow  that  flieth  by 
day; 

Nor  for  the  pestilence  that  walketh  in 
darkness;  nor  for  the  destruction  that 
wasteth  at  noonday. 

A  thousand  shall  fall  at  thy  side,  and 
ten  thousand  at  thy  right  hand;  but  it 
shall  not  come  nigh  thee. 

Only  with  thine  eyes  shalt  thou  behold 
and  see  the  reward  of  the  wicked. 

Because  thou  hast  made  the  Lord,  which 
is  my  refuge,  even  the  most  High,  thy 
habitation ; 

There  shall  no  evil  befall  thee,  neither 
shall  any  plague  come  nigh  thy  dwelling. 

For  he  shall  give  his  angels  charge  over 
thee,  to  keep  thee  in  all  thy  ways. 

They  shall  bear  thee  up  in  their  hands, 
lest  thou  dash  thy  foot  against  a  stone. 

Thou  shalt  tread  npon  the  lion  and 
adder :  the  young  lion  and  the  dragon 
shalt  thou  trample  under  feet. 

Because  he  hath  set  his  love  upon  me, 
therefore  will  I  deliver  him :  I  will  set 
him  on  high,  because  he  hath  known  my 
name. 

He  shall  call  upon  me,  and  I  will  an- 
swer him:  I  will  be  with  him  in  trouble; 
I  will  deliver  him,  and  honor  him. 

With  long  life  will  I  satisfy  him,  and 
show  him  my  salvation. 
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Selection  Si*tl). 
From  Psalm  32. 

BLESSED  is  he  whose  transgression  is 
forgiven,  whose  sin  is  covered.

Ye  are,  therefore,  to  take  care  that  this 
child  be  virtuously  brought  up  to  lead  a 
godly  and  a  Christian  life ;  remembering 
always,  that  Baptism  doth  represent  unto 
us  our  profession,  which  is,  to  follow  the 
example  of  our  Saviour  Christ,  and  to  be 
made  like  unto  him,  that,  as  he  died  and 
rose  again  for  us,  so  should  we,  who  are 
baptized,  die  from  sin,  and  rise  again  unto 
righteousness,  continually  mortifying  all 
our  evil  and  corrupt  affections,  and  daily 
proceeding  in  all  virtue  and  godliness  of 
living. 

U  In  the  private  ministration  of  Baptism  this 
service  may  be  used,  or  any  portion  of  it,  as  the 
Minister  may  think  best,  provided  that  the 
prayer  beginning:  with,  Almighty,  everliving  God, 
etc.,  to  the  end  of  the  formula,  be  used. 
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r  "When  Persons  of  riper  years  are  to  be  baptized, 
timely  notice  shall  be  given  to  the  Minister  :  that 
so  due  care  may  be  taken  for  their  examination, 
whether  they  be  sufficiently  instructed  in  the 
Principles  of  the  Christian  Keligion,  and  pre- 
pared to  come  in  repentance  and  faith  to  this  holy 
Sacrament. 

1  And  if  they  shall  be  found  fit,  then  may  they 
present  themselves,  with  their  witnesses,  imme- 
diately after  the  second  Lesson  at  any  stated 
service. 

fl  Then  shall  the  Minister  say, 

Hear  the  words  of  the  Gospel  written 
by  St.  Matthew,  in  the  twenty-eighth 
Chapter,  beginning  at  the  sixteenth  Verse. 

THEX  the  eleven  disciples  went  away 
into  Galilee,  into  a  mountain  where 
Jesus  had  appointed  them.  And  when 
they  saw  him.  they  worshipped  him  :  but 
some  doubted.  And  Jesus  came  and 
spake  unto  them,  saying.  All  power  is 
given  unto  me  in  heaven  and  in  earth. 
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Go  ye  therefore,  and  teach  all  nations, 
baptizing  them  in  the  name  of  the  Father, 
and  of  the  Son,  and  of  the  Holy  G-host : 
Teaching  them  to  observe  all  things  what- 
soever I  have  commanded  you:  and,  lo,  I 
am  with  you  alway,  even  unto  the  end  of 
the  world.

BELOVED,  ye  hear  in  this  Gospel  the 
express  command  which  our  Saviour 
Christ  gave  to  his  disciples  ;  saying,  Go  ye 
and  teach  all  nations,  baptizing  them  in  the 
name  of  the  Father,  and  of  the  Son,  and 
of  the  Holy  Ghost ;  whereby  ye  perceive 
the  obligation  of  this  Divine  Ordinance, 
where  it  may  be  had.  For  which  cause 
St.  Peter,  when  upon  his  first  preaching 
of  the  Gospel  many  were  pricked  at  the 
heart,  and  said  to  him  and  the  rest  of  the 
Apostles,  Men  and  brethren,  what  shall 
we  do  ?  said  unto  them,  Repent,  and  be 
baptized,  every  one  of  you,  for  the  re- 
mission of  sins,  and  ye  shall  receive 
the  gift  of  the  Holy  Ghost.  For  the 
promise  is  to  you  and  your  children,  and 
to  all  that  are  afar  off,  even  as  many  as 
the  Lord  our  God  shall  call.  So,  in 
reply  to  the  inquiry  of  the  Jailer,  Sirs, 
what  must  I  do  to  be  saved  ?  Paul  and 
Silas  answered  and  said ;  Believe  on  the 
Lord  Jesus  Christ,  and  thou  shalt  be  saved, 
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and  thy  house.  And  after  they  had 
spoken  unto  him  the  word  of  the  Lord, 
and  to  all  that  were  in  his  house,  they 
baptized  him,  and  all  his,  straightway. 
[Acts  xvi,  30.]  Furthermore,  in  the  tenth 
Chapter  of  the  Epistle  to  the  Romans,  St. 
Paul  contrasts  the  righteousness  which  is 
of  the  law  with  the  righteousness  which  is 
of  faith,  and  makes  the  latter  speak  on 
this  wise ;  If  thou  shalt  confess  with  thy 
mouth  the  Lord  Jesus,  and  shalt  believe  in 
thine  heart  that  God  hath  raised  him  from 
the  dead,  thou  shalt  he  saved.  For  with  the 
heart  man  believeth  unto  righteousness ; 
and  with  the  mouth  confession  is  made 
unto  salvation.  [Rom.  x,  9.] 

Beloved,  ye  learn  from  these  Scriptures 
that  faith  and  repentance  (fruits  of  the 
Spirit)  must  be  accompanied  with  con- 
fession of  the  mouth  in  Baptism.  Doubt 
ye  not,  therefore,  but  earnestly  believe 
that  God  does  graciously  receive  all  who 
truly  repent  and  come  unto  him  by  faith ; 
that  he  will  grant  them  the  remission  of 
their  sins,  and  strengthen  them  by  his 
indwelling  Spirit,  and  that  he  will  carry 
on  the  good  work  which  he  has  begun  in 
them  unto  the  day  of  Jesus  Christ. 

Wherefore,  we  being  thus  persuaded  of 
the  good  will  of  our  heavenly  Father 
toward  these  Persons,  truly  repenting  and 
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believing  in  his  Son  Jesus  Christ ;  let  us 
faithfully  and  devoutly  give  thanks  to 
him,  and  say, 

ALMIGHTY  and  everlasting  God, 
heavenly  Father,  we  give  thee  humble 
thanks,  for  that  thou  hast  vouchsafed  to 
call  us  to  the  knowledge  of  thy  grace,  and 
faith  in  thee ;  Increase  this  knowledge, 
and  confirm  this  faith  in  us  evermore.

of  Faith,  and  the  use  of  the  formula. 

fl  If  there  be  occasion  for  the  office  of  Infant  Bap- 
tism and  that  of  Adults  at  the  same  time,  the 
Minister  may  combine  such  portions  of  each 
office,  aa  in  his  discretion  he  may  think  proper. 
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fl  When  the  persons  about  to  confirm  their  Baptismal 
Covenant  have  taken  their  appointed  places  be- 
fore the  Bishop,  the  following  Preface  shall  be 
read : 

BELOVED,  it  is  written  that,  when  the 
Apostles  at  Jerusalem  had  heard  that 
Samaria  had  received  the  Word  of  G-od, 
they  sent  unto  them  Peter  and  John,  who, 
when  they  were  come,  and  had  prayed  for 
them,  laid  their  hands  on  those  who  were 
baptized,  in  the  name  of  the  Lord  Jesus : 
Also,  in  the  same  scripture,  we  read  that 
St.  Paul  laid  his  hands  upon  certain  disci- 
ples at  Ephesus,  after  their  baptism.

^  Members  of  other  Churches,  uniting  with  this 
Church,  need  not  be  confirmed,  except  at  their 
own  request. 

Note.  The  administration  of  the  order  of  Confirma- 
tion is  confined  to  the  Bishops,  not  as  of  Divine 
right,  but  as  a  very  ancient  and  desirable  form 
of  Church  usage. 
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If  The  laws  respecting  Matrimony,  whether  by  pub- 
lishing the  Bans  in  Churches,  or  by  Licence, 
being  different  in  the  several  States,  every  Min- 
ister is  left  to  the  direction  of  those  lr.ivrs,  in 
everything  that  regards  the  civil  contract  vetwcen 
the  Parties. 

fl  At  the  day  and  time  appointed  for  Soirmnization 
of  Matrimony,  the  Persons  to  be  married  shall 
come  into  the  body  of  the  Church,  or  shall  be 
ready  in  some  proper  house,  with  their  friends 
and  neighbors ;  and  there  standing  together,  the 
Man  on  the  right  hand,  and  the  Woman  on  his 
left,  the  Minister  shall  say, 

DEARLY  beloved,  we  are  gathered  to- 
gether here  in  the  sight  of  God,  and 
in  the  face  of  this  company,  to  join  to- 
gether this  Man  and  this  Woman  in  holy 
matrimony;  which  is  commended  of  St. 
Paul  to  be  honorable  among  all  men ;  and 
therefore  is  not  by  any  to  be  entered  into 
unadvisedly  or  lightly;  but  reverently, 
discreetly,  advisedly,  soberly,  and  in  the 
fear  of  God.  Into  this  holy  estate  these 
two  persons  present  come  now  to  be 
joined.  If  any  man  can  show  just  cause 
why  they  may  not  lawfully  be  joined  to- 
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gether,  let  him  now  speak,  or  else  here- 
after for  ever  hold  his  peace. 

*[  Then  speaking  unto  the  Persons  who  are  to  be 
married,  he  shall  say, 

I  REQUIRE  and  charge  you  hoth,  (as  ye 
will  answer  at  the  dreadful  day  of  judg- 
ment, when  the  secrets  of  all  hearts  shall 
be  disclosed,)  that  if  either  of  you  know 
any  impediment,  why  ye  may  not  be  law- 
fully joined  together  in  Matrimony,  ye  do 
now  confess  it.  For  be  ye  well  assured, 
that  if  any  persons  are  joined  together 
otherwise  than  as  G-od's  Word  doth  allow, 
their  marriage  is  not  lawful.

of  Matrimony?.  Wilt  thou  love  her,  com- 
fort her,  honor,  and  keep  her,  in  sickness 
and  in  health;  and,  forsaking  all  others, 
keep  thee  only  unto  her,  so  long  as  ye 
both  shall  live? 
Answer.  I  will. 

T[  Then  shall  the  Minister  say  unto  the  Woman, 

NWILT  thou  have  this  Man  to  thy 
•    wedded  Husband,  to  live  together 
after  God's  ordinance,  in  the  holy  estate 
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of  Matrimony?  Wilt  thou  obey  him,  and 
serve  him,  love,  honor,  and  keep  him,  in 
sickness  and  in  health;  and,  forsaking  all 
others,  keep  thee  only  unto  him,  so  long 
as  ye  both  shall  live?

We  brought  nothing  into  this  world, 
and  it  is  certain  we  can  carry  nothing  out.

The  dead  shall  hear  the  voice  of  the 
Son  of  God;  and  they  that  hear  shall  live, 
and  shall  come  forth;  they  that  have  done 
good,  unto  the  resurrection  of  life;  and 
they  that  have  done  evil,  unto  the  resur- 
rection of  damnation.     John  v,  25,  29. 

Our  Saviour  Jesus  Christ  hath  abolished 
death,  and  hath  brought  life  and  immor- 
talitv  to  light  through  the  gospel.  2  Tim.

I  know  whom  I  have  believed,  and  am 
persuaded  that  he  is  able  to  keep  that 
which  I  have  committed  unto  him  against 
that  day.

1[  After  they  are  come  into  the  Church,  shall  he 
said  or  sung  one  or  both  of  the  following  Psalms, 
taken  from  the  xxxix  and  xc.

In  the  morning  it  is  green,  and  groweth 
up;  but  in  the  evening  it  is  cut  down, 
dried  up,  and  withered. 

For  we  consume  away  in  thy  displea- 
sure-; and  are  afraid  at  thy  wrathful  in- 
dignation. 

Thou  hast  set  our  misdeeds  before  thee ; 
and  our  secret  sins  in  the  light  of  thy 
countenance. 

For  when  thou  art  angry,  all  our  days 
are  gone :  we  bring  our  years  to  an  end, 
as  it  were  a  tale  that  is  told. 

The  days  of  our  age  are  threescore 
years  and  ten;  and  though  men  be  so 
strong  that  they  come  to  fourscore  years, 
yet  is  their  strength  then  but  labor  and 
sorrow ;  so  soon  passeth  it  away,  and  we 
are  gone. 

So  teach  us  to  number  our  days,  that 
we  may  apply  our  hearts  unto  wisdom. 

Glory  be  to  the  Father,  and  to  the  Son, 
and  to  the  Holy  Ghost;

BURIAL    OF    THE    DEAD. 


fl  Then  shall  follow  the  Lesson,  taken  out  of  the 
fifteenth  Chapter  of  the  first  Epistle  of  St.  Paul 
to  the  Corinthians.  But  the  Minister,  at  his  dis- 
cretion, may  select  any  other  suitable  portion  of 
Scripture ;  and  in  case  of  the  burial  of  a  child, 
2  Samuel  xii,  15-23,  and  St.  Mark  x,  13-16,  may 
be  used. 

1  Cor.  xv,  20. 

NOW  is  Christ  risen  from  the  dead,  and 
become  the  first-fruits  of  them  that 
slept.  For  since  by  man  came  death,  by 
man  came  also  the  resurrection  of  the 
dead.  For  as  in  Adam  all  die,  even  so 
in  Christ  shall  all  be  made  alive.  But 
every  man  in  his  own  order:  Christ  the 
first-fruits;  afterward  they  that  are 
Christ's,  at  his  coming.  Then  cometh  the 
end,  when  he  shall  have  delivered  up  the 
kingdom  to  God,  even  the  Father ;  when 
he  shall  have  put  down  all  rule,  and  all 
authority,  and  power.  For  he  must  reign, 
till  he  hath  put  all  enemies  under  his  feet. 
The  last  enemy  that  shall  be  destroyed  is 
death.  For  he  hath  put  all  things  under 
his  feet.  But  when  he  saith,  all  things 
are  put  under  him,  it  is  manifest  that  he 
is  excepted,  which  did  put  all  things  under 
him.  And  when  all  things  shall  be  sub- 
dued unto  him,  then  shall  the  Son  also 
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himself  be  subject  unto  Him  that  put  all 
things  under  him,  that  God  may  be  all  in 
all.  Else  what  shall  they  do  which  are 
baptized  for  the  dead,  if  the  dead  rise  not 
at  all  ?  Why  are  they  then  baptized  for 
the  dead  ?  and  why  stand  we  in  jeopardy 
every  hour  ?  I  protest  by  your  rejoicing, 
which  I  have  in  Christ  Jesus  our  Lord,  I 
die  daily.  If  after  the  manner  of  men  I 
have  fought  with  beasts  at  Ephesus,  what 
advantageth  it  me,  if  the  dead  rise  not? 
let  us  eat  and  drink,  for  to-morrow  we 
die.  Be  not  deceived :  evil  communica- 
tions corrupt  good  manners.  Awake  to 
righteousness,  and  sin  not ;  for  some  have 
not  the  knowledge  of  God.  I  speak  this 
to  your  shame.  But  some  man  will  say, 
How  are  the  dead  raised  up  ?  and  with 
what  body  do  they  come  ?  Thou  fool ! 
that  which  thou  sowest  is  not  quickened, 
except  it  die.  And  that  which  thou  sow- 
est, thou  sowest  not  that  body  that  shall 
be,  but  bare  grain,  it  may  chance  of 
wheat,  or  of  some  other  grain.  But  God 
giveth  it  a  body  as  it  hath  pleased  him, 
and  to  every  seed  his  own  body.  All  flesh 
is  not  the  same  flesh ;  but  there  is  one 
kind  of  flesh  of  men,  another  flesh  of 
beasts,  another  of  fishes,  and  another  of 
birds.  There  are  also  celestial  bodies,  and 
bodies  terrestrial;  but  the  glory  of  the 
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celestial  is  one,  and  the  glory  of  the  ter- 
restrial is  another.  There  is  one  glory  of 
the  sun,  and  another  glory  of  the  moon, 
and  another  glory  of  the  stars;  for  one 
star  differeth  from  another  star  in  glory. 
So  also  is  the  resurrection  of  the  dead.  It 
is  sown  in  corruption ;  it  is  raised  in  incor- 
ruption:  it  is  sown  in  dishonor;  it  is 
raised  in  glory :  it  is  sown  in  weakness  ; 
it  is  raised  in  power :  it  is  sown  a  natural 
body :  it  is  raised  a  spiritual  body.  There 
is  a  natural  body,  and  there  is  a  spiritual 
body.  And  so  it  is  written,  The  first  man 
Adam  was  made  a  living  soul ;  the  last 
Adam  was  made  a  quickening  spirit. 
Howbeit,  that  was  not  first  which  is 
spiritual,  but  that  which  is  natural ;  and 
afterward  that  which  is  spiritual.  The 
first  man  .is  of  the  earth,  earthy:  the 
second  man  is  the  Lord  from  heaven.  As 
is  the  earthy,  such  are  they  that  are 
earthy :  and  as  is  the  heavenly,  such  are 
they  also  that  are  heavenly.  And  as  we 
have  borne  the  image  of  the  earthy,  we 
shall  also  bear  the  image  of  the  heavenly. 
Now  this  I  say,  brethren,  that  flesh  and 
blood  cannot  inherit  the  Kingdom  of  God; 
neither  doth  corruption  inherit  incorrup- 
tion.  Behold,  I  show  you  a  mystery:  we 
shall  not  all  sleep,  but  we  shall  all  be 
changed,  in  a  moment,  in  the  twinkling 
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of  an  eye,  at  the  last  trump :  for  the  trum- 
pet shall  sound,  and  the  dead  shall  be 
raised  incorruptible,  and  we  shall  be 
changed.  For  this  corruptible  must  put 
on  incorruption,  and  this  mortal  must  put 
on  immortality.  So  when  this  corruptible 
shall  have  put  on  incorruption,  and  this 
mortal  shall  have  put  on  immortality; 
then  shall  be  brought  to  pass  the  saying 
that  is  written,  Death  is  swallowed  up  in 
victory.  0  death,  where  is  thy  sting  ?  O 
grave,  where  is  thy  victory  ?  The  sting 
of  death  is  sin ;  and  the  strength  of  sin  is 
the  Law.     But  thanks  be  to  God,  which 

fiveth  us  the  victory  through  our  Lord 
eras  Christ.  Therefore,  my  beloved 
brethren,  be  ye  steadfast,  immovable,  al- 
ways abounding  in  the  work  of  the  Lord, 
forasmuch  as  ye  know  that  your  labor  is 
not  in  vain  in  the  Lord.

St.  John  xi,  32. 

HEN  when  Mars-  was  come  where  Jesus 
was,  and  saw  him,  she  fell  down  at  his 
feet,  saying  unto  him,  Lord,  if  thou  hadst 
been  here,  my  brother  had  not  died. 
When  Jesus  therefore  saw  her  weeping, 
and  the  Jews  also  weeping  which  came 
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with  her,  he  groaned  in  the  spirit,  and 
was  troubled,  And  said,  Where  have  ye 
laid  him?

Martha, 
the  sister  of  him  that  was  dead,  saith  unto 
him,  Lord,  by  this  time  he  stinketh :  for 
he  hath  been  dead  four  days.  Jesus  saith 
unto  her,  Said  I  not  unto  thee,  that,  if 
thou  wouldest  believe,  thou  shouldest  see 
the  glory  of  God  ?  Then  they  took  away 
the  stone  from  the  place  where  the  dead 
was  laid.  And  Jesus  lifted  up  his  eyes, 
and  said,  Father,  I  thank  thee  that  thou 
hast  heard  me.  And  I  knew  that  thou 
nearest  me  always :  but  because  of  the 
people  which  stand  by  I  said  it,  that  they 
may  believe  that  thou  hast  sent  me.  And 
when  he  thus  had  spoken,  he  cried  with  a 
loud  voice,  Lazarus,  come  forth.  And  he 
that  was  dead  came  forth,  bound  hand  and 
foot  with  grave-clothes  :  and  his  face  was 
bound  about  with  a  napkin.  Jesus  saith 
unto  them,  Loose  him,  and  let  him  go. 
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1f  Here  may  be  sung  a  Hymn,  and  the  Minister  may 
u-e  the  following  Prayer,  or  any  other,  extempo- 
raneous or  otherwise. 

OGOD,  whose  days  are  without  end,  and 
whose  mercies  cannot  be  numbered; 
make  us,  we  beseech  thee,  deeply  sensible 
of  the  shortness  and  uncertainty  of  human 
life;  and  let  thy  Holy  Spirit  lead  us 
through  this  vale  of  misery,  in  holiness 
and  righteousness,  all  the  days  of  our  lives : 
That,  when  we  shall  have  served  thee  in 
our  generation,  we  may  be  gathered  unto

1f  When  they  come  to  the  Grave,  while  the  Corpse 
is  made  ready  to  be  laid  into  the  earth,  shall  be 
sung  or  said, 

MAX,  that  is  born  of  a  woman,  hath  but 
a  short  time   to  live,  and  is   full  of 
misery.     He  cometh  up,  and  is  cut  down, 
like   a  flower;    he   fleeth   as   it  were   a 
shadow,  and  never  continueth  in  one  stay. 
In  the  midst  of  life  we  are  in  death :  of 
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whom  may  we  seek  for  succor,  but  of  thee, 
O  Lord,  who  for  our  sins  art  justly  dis- 
pleased ? 

Yet,  0  Lord  God  most  holy,  0  Lord 
most  mighty,  0  holy  and  most  merciful 
Saviour,  deliver  us  not  into  the  hitter 
pains  of  eternal  death. 

Thou  knowest,  Lord,  the  secrets  of  our 
hearts ;  shut  not  thy  merciful  ears  to  our 
prayers ;  but  spare  us,  Lord  most  holy, 
O  God  most  mighty,  0  holy  and  merciful 
Saviour,  thou  most  worthy  Judge  eternal, 
suffer  us  not,  at  our  last  hour,  for  any 
pains  of  death,  to  lose  our  confidence  in 
thee.

fl  Then    the   Minister   and  People   shall    say  the 
Lord's  Prayer.

ALMIGHTY  God,  with  whom  do  live 
the  spirits  of  those  who  depart  hence 
in  the  Lord,  and  with  whom  the  souls  of 
the  faithful,  after  they  are  delivered  from 
the  burden  of  the  flesh,  are  in  joy  and 
felicity ;  We  give  thee  hearty  thanks  for 
the  good  examples  of  all  those  thy  ser- 
vants, who,  having  finished  their  course 
in  faith,  do  now  rest  from  their  labors. 
And  we  beseech  thee,  that  we,  with  all 
those  who  are  departed  in  the  true  faith 
of  thy  holy  Name,  may  have  our  perfect 
consummation  and  bliss,  both  in  body  and 
soul,  in  thy  eternal  and  everlasting  glory;

may  rest  in  him;  and  that,  at  the  general 
Resurrection  in  the  last  day,  we  may  be 
found  acceptable  in  thy  sight;  and  receive 
that  blessing  which  thy  well-beloved  Son 
shall  then  pronounce  to  all  who  love  and 
fear  thee,  saying,  Come,  ye  blessed  chil- 
dren of  my  Father,  receive  the  kingdom 
prepared  for  you  from  the  beginning  of 
the  world.  Grant  this,  we  beseech  thee, 
O  merciful  Father,  through  Jesus  Christ, 
our  Mediator  and  Redeemer.     Amen. 

THE  grace  of  our  Lord  Jesus  Christ, 
and  the  love  of  God,  and  the  fellow- 
ship of  the  Holy  Ghost,  be  with  us  all, 
evermore.     Amen.

K  Then  shall  a  Presbyter  present  unto  the  Bishop 
such  as  desire  to  be  ordained  Deacons,  saying, 

REVEREND  Brother  in  Christ,  I  pre- 
sent unto  you  these  persons  present, 
to  be  ordained  Deacons. 

Bishop. 

TAKE  heed  that  the  persons  whom  ye 
present,  are  apt  and  meet,  for  their 
learning  in  the  Holy  Scriptures  and  godly 
conversation,  to  exercise  their  Ministry 
duly,  to  the  honor  of  God,  and  the  edify- 
ing of  his  Church. 
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Tf  The  Presbyter  shall  answer : 

I  HAVE  inquired  concerning  them,  and 
also  examined  them,  and  think  them 
so  to  be. 

Tf  Then  the  Bishop  shall  say  unto  the  People : 

BRETHREX,  if  there  be  any  of  you 
who  knoweth  any  sufficient  reason 
why  any  of  these  persons  presented  to  be 
ordained  Deacons  ought  not  to  be  ad- 
mitted to  that  Office,  let  him  come  forth 
in  the  Name  of  God,  and  declare  the 
same. 

1[  And  if  sufficient  reason  be  presented,  the  Bishop 
shall  cease  from  ordaining  that  person,  until 
such  time  as  the  party  accused  shall  be  found 
clear. 

fl  Then  the  Bishop  shall  commend  such  as  shall 
be  found  meet  to  be  Ordained  to  the  Prayers  of 
the  congregation  ;  for  the  which  Prayers  there 
shall  be  silence  kept  for  a  space. 

*H  Then  shall  be  said  the  Service  for  the  Commun- 
ion, with  the  Collect,  Epistle,  and  Gospel,  as 
follows :

glory  of  thy  ]STame,  and  the  edification  of 
thy  Church;  through  the  merits  of  our 
Saviour  Jesus  Christ,  who  liveth  and 
reigneth  with  thee  and  the  Holy  Ghost, 
now  and  for  ever.     Amen. 


The  Epistle.     1  Tim.  Hi,  8. 

LIKEWISE  must  the  Deacons  be  grave, 
not  double-tongued,  not  given  to  much 
wine,  not  greedy  of  filthy  lucre;  holding 
the  mystery  of  the  faith  in  a  pure  con- 
science. And  let  these  also  first  be 
proved;  then  let  them  use  the  Office  of  a 
Deacon,  being  found  blameless.  Even  so 
must  their  wives  be  grave,  not  slanderers, 
sober,  faithful  in  all  things.  Let  the 
Deacons  be  the  husbands  of  one  wife, 
ruling  their  children  and  their  own  houses 
well.  For  they  that  have  used  the  Office 
of  a  Deacon  well,  purchase  to  themselves 
a  good  degree,  and  great  boldness  in  the 
faith  which  is  in  Christ  Jesus. 
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If  Or  this. 

Acts  w,  2. 

THEX  the  twelve  called  the  multitude 
of  the  disciples  unto  them,  and  said, 
It  is  not  reason  that  we  should  leave  the 
Word  of  God,  and  serve  tables.  Where- 
fore, brethren,  look  ye  out  among  you 
seven  men  of  honest  report,  full  of  the 
Holy  Ghost  and  wisdom,  whom  we  may 
appoint  over  this  business.  But  we  will 
give  ourselves  continually  to  prayer,  and 
to  the  ministry  of  the  Word.  And  the 
saying  pleased  the  whole  multitude :  and 
they  chose  Stephen,  a  man  full  of  faith 
and  of  the  Holy  Ghost,  and  Philip,  and 
Prochorus,  and  Xicanor,  and  Timon,  and 
Parmenas,  and  Xicolas,  a  proselyte  of 
Antioch :  whom  they  set  before  the  Apos- 
tles; and  when  they  had  prayed,  they 
laid  their  hands  on  them.  And  the  Word 
of  God  increased,  and  the  number  of  the 
disciples  multiplied  in  Jerusalem  greatly, 
and  a  great  company  of  the  priests  were 
obedient  to  the  faith.

serve  God  for  the  promoting  of  his  glory, 
and  the  edifying  of  his  people  ? 

Answer.     I  trust  so. 

Bishop).  Do  you  think  that  you  are 
truly  called  according  to  the  will  of  our 
Lord  Jesus  Christ,  and  according  to  the 
order  of  this  Church,  to  the  Ministry  of 
the  same? 

Answer.     I  think  so. 

Bishop.  Do  you  unfeignedly  believe  all 
the  Canonical  Scriptures  of  the  Old  and 
2few  Testament? 

Answer.     I  do  believe  them. 

Bishop.  Will  you  diligently  read  and 
expound  the  same  to  the  people  among 
whom  you  minister? 

Answer.     I  will. 

Bishop.  It  appertaineth  to  the  Office 
of  a  Deacon  to  assist  the  Presbyter  as  he 
shall  require  and  direct ;  to  read  and 
instruct  out  of  the  Holy  Scriptures;  to 
preach  the  Gospel  as  opportunity  is  af- 
forded ;  to  search  for  the  sick,  the  poor, 
and  the  spiritually  destitute,  and  to  min- 
ister to  their  necessities.  Will  you  do  this 
gladly  and  willingly  ? 

Answer.  I  will  so  do,  by  the  help  of 
God. 

Bishop.  Will  you  apply  all  your  dili- 
gence to  frame  and  fashion  your  own  lives 
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and  the  lives  of  your  families,  according 
to  the  Doctrine  of  Christ ;  and  to  make 
both  yourselves  and  them,  as  much  as  in 
you  lieth,  wholesome  examples  to  the 
nock  of  Christ  ? 

Answer.  I  will  so  do,  the  Lord  being 
my  helper. 

Bishop.  Will  you  give  heed  to  your 
Bishop,  and  other  Ministers  who  may 
have  the  charge  and  government  over 
you;  following  with  a  glad  mind  and  will 
their  Christian  counsels  and  admonitions? 

Answer.  I  will  endeavor  so  to  do,  the 
Lord  being  my  helper. 

fl  Then  the  Bishop,  laying  his  hands  severally  upon 
the  head  of  every  one  of  them  kneeling,  shall 
say, 

TAKE  thou  Authority  to  execute  the 
Office  of  a  Deacon  in  the  Church  of 
God  now  committed  unto  thee ;  In  the  name 
of  the  Father,  and  of  the  Son,  and  of  the 
Holy  Ghost,     Amen. 

1[  Then  shall  the  Bishop  deliver  to  every  one  of 
them  the  Bible,  saying : 

TAKE  heed  unto  thyself,  and  unto  the 
doctrine ;    continue  in   them  :    for   in 
doing  this  thou  shalt  both  save  thyself,  and 
them  that  hear  thee.     I  charge  thee,  there- 
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fore,  before  God,  and  the  Lord  Jesus 
Christ,  preach  the  word;  be  instant  in 
season  and  out  of  season. 

1[  Then  one  of  them  shall  read, 
The  Gospel.     St.  Luke  xii,  35. 

LET  your  loins  be  girded  about,  and 
your  lights  burning;  and  ye  yourselves 
like  unto  men  that  wait  for  their  Lord, 
when  he  will  return  from  the  wedding; 
that  when  he  cometh  and  knocketh,  they 
may  open  unto  him  immediately.  Blessed 
are  those  servants  whom  the  Lord  when 
he  cometh  shall  find  watching :  verily,  T 
say  unto  you,  that  he  shall  gird  himself, 
and  make  them  to  sit  down  to  meat,  and 
will  come  forth  and  serve  them.  And  if 
he  shall  come  in  the  second  watch,  or 
come  in  the  third  watch,  and  find  them 
so,  blessed  are  those  servants. 

f  Then  shall  follow  the  Communion  ;  and  all  who 
are  ordained  shall  remain  and  receive.

tion, that  they  having  always  the  testimony 
of  a  good  conscience,  and  continuing  ever 
stable  and  strong  in  thy  Son  Jesus  Christ, 
may  so  well  behave  themselves  in  this 
Office,  that  they  may  purchase  to  them- 
selves a  good  degree,  and  great  boldness  in 
the  faith  ;  through  the  same  thy  Son  our 
Saviour  Jesus  Christ,  to  whom  be  glory 
and  honor,  world  without  end.

T[  The  Presbyter  shall  answer, 

I  II  AYE  inquired  concerning  them,  and 
also  examined  them,  and  think  them  so 
to  be. 
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%  Then  the  Bishop  shall  say  unto  the  People, 

BKETHKE^,  these  are  they  whom  we 
purpose,  God  willing,  to  ordain  this 
day  to  the  Office  of  Presbyters ;  for  after 
due  examination,  we  find  not  to  the  con- 
trary, but  that  they  are  lawfully  called  to 
their  Function  and  Ministry,  and  that 
they  are  persons  meet  for  the  same.  But 
yet  if  there  be  any  of  you  who  knoweth 
any  sufficient  reason  for  which  any  of  them 
ought  not  to  be  received  into  this  Office 
of  the  Ministry,  let  him  come  forth  in  the 
Name  of  God,  and  declare  the  same.

The  Epistle.     Ephes.  iv,  7. 

DXTO  every  one  of  us  is  given  grace, 
according  to  the  measure  of  the  gift 
of  Christ.  Wherefore  he  saith,  When  he 
ascended  up  on  high,  he  led  captivity  cap- 
tive, and  gave  gifts  unto  men.  (Now  that 
he  ascended,  what  is  it  but  that  he  also 
descended  first  into  the  lower  parts  of  the 
earth?  He  that  descended  is  the  same 
also  that  ascended  up  far  above  all  hea- 
vens, that  he  might  fill  all  things).  And 
he  gave  some,  Apostles ;  and  some,  Pro- 
phets; and  some,  Evangelists;  and  some, 
Pastors  and  Teachers;  for  the  perfecting 
of  the  saints,  for  the  work  of  the  Min- 
istry, for  the  edifying  of  the  Body  of 
Christ:  till  we  all  come  in  the  unity  of 
the  faith,  and  of  the  knowledge  of  the  Son 
of  God,  unto  a  perfect  man,  unto  the 
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measure  of  the  stature  of  the  fullness  of 
Christ. 

The  Gospel     St.  Matt,  ix,  36. 

WHEN  Jesus  saw  the  multitudes,  he 
was  moved  with  compassion  on  them, 
because  they  fainted,  and  were  scattered 
abroad,  as  sheep  having  no  shepherd. 
Then  saith  he  unto  his  disciples,  The 
harvest  truly  is  plenteous,  but  the  laborers 
are  few.  Pray  ye  therefore  the  Lord  of 
the  harvest,  that  he  will  send  forth  laborers 
into  his  harvest. 

1f  Or  this, 
St.  John  x,  1. 

VERILY,  verily,  I  say  unto  you,  He 
that  entereth  not  by  the  door  into  the 
sheepfold,  but  climbeth  up  some  other 
way,  the  same  is  a  thief  and  a  robber. 
But  he  that  entereth  in  by  the  door  is  the 
Shepherd  of  the  sheep.  To  him  the  porter 
openeth ;  and  the  sheep  hear  his  voice :  and 
he  calleth  his  own  sheep  by  name,  and 
leadeth  them  out.  And  when  he  putteth 
forth  his  own  sheep,  he  goeth  before  them, 
and  the  sheep  follow  him;  for  they  know 
his  voice.  And  a  stranger  will  they  not 
follow,  but  will  flee  from  him;  for 
they  know  not  the  voice  of  strangers. 
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This  parable  spake  Jesus  unto  them ;  but 
they  understood  not  what  things  they 
were  which  he  spake  unto  them.  Then 
said  Jesus  unto  them  again,  Yerily,  verily, 
I  say  unto  you,  I  am  the  door  of  the  sheep. 
All  that  ever  came  before  me  are 
thieves  and  robbers:  but  the  sheep  did 
not  hear  them.  I  am  the  door :  by  me  if 
any  man  enter  in,  he  shall  be  saved,  and 
shall,  go  in  and  out,  and  find  pasture.  The 
thief  cometh  not  but  for  to  steal,  and  to 
kill,  and  to  destroy :  I  am  come  that  they 
might  have  life,  and  that  they  might  have 
it  more  abundantly.  I  am  the  good  Shep- 
herd :  the  good  Shepherd  giveth  his  life 
for  the  sheep.  But  he  that  is  an  hireling, 
and  not  the  Shepherd,  whose  own  the 
sheep  are  not,  seeth  the  wolf  coming,  and 
leaveth  the  sheep,  and  fleeth :  and  the 
wolf  catcheth  them,  and  scattereth  the 
sheep.  The  hireling  fleeth,  because  he  is 
an  hireling,  and  careth  not  for  the  sheep. 
I  am  the  good  Shepherd,  and  know  my 
sheep,  and  am  known  of  mine.  As  the 
Father  knoweth  me,  even  so  know  I  the 
Father:  and  I  lay  down  my  life  for  the 
sheep.  And  other  sheep  I  have,  which 
are  not  of  this  fold:  them  also  I  must 
bring,  and  they  shall  hear  my  voice;  and 
there  shall  be  one  fold,  and  one  Shep- 
herd. 
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*if  Then  the  Bishop  shall  say  unto  them  as  follows : 

YE  have  heard,  Brethren,  as  well  in 
your  private  examination,  as  in  the 
exhortation  which  was  now  made  to  you 
and  in  the  holy  lessons  taken  out  of  the 
Gospel,  and  the  writings  of  the  Apostles, 
of  what  dignity,  and  of  how  great  import- 
ance this  Office  is,  whereunto  ye  are  called. 
And  now  again  we  exhort  you,  in  the 
name  of  our  Lord  Jesus  Christ,  that  ye 
have  in  remembrance,  into  how  high  a 
dignity,  and  to  how  weighty  an  Office  and 
Charge  ye  are  called :  That  is  to  say,  to  be 
Messengers,  Watchmen,  and  Stewards  of 
the  Lord;  to  teach,  and  to  premonish,  to 
feed  and  provide  for  the  Lord's  family; 
to  seek  for  Christ's  sheep  that  are  dispersed 
abroad,  and  for  his  children  who  are  in 
the  midst  of  this  naughty  world,  that  they 
may  be  saved  through  Christ  forever. 

Have  always  therefore  printed  in  your 
remembrance,  how  great  a  treasure  is 
committed  to  your  charge.  For  they  are 
the  sheep  of  Christ,  which  he  bought  with 
his  death,  and  for  whom  he  shed  his 
blood.  The  Church  and  Congregation 
whom  you  must  serve  is  his  Spouse,  and 
his  Body.  And  if  it  shall  happen  that  the 
same  Church,  or  any  member  thereof,  do 
take  any  hurt  or  hindrance  by  reason  of 
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your  negligence,  ye  know  the  greatness  of 
the  fault,  and  also  the  condemnation  that 
will  ensue.  Wherefore  consider  with 
yourselves  the  end  of  the  Ministry,  to- 
wards the  Children  of  God,  towards  the 
Spouse  and  Body  of  Christ;  and  see  that 
ye  never  cease  your  labor,  your  care  and 
diligence,  until  ye  have  done  all  that  lieth 
in  you,  according  to  your  bounden  duty, 
to  bring  all  such  as  are  or  shall  be  com- 
mitted to  your  charge,  unto  that  agree- 
ment in  the  faith  and  knowledge  of  God, 
and  to  that  ripeness  and  perfectness  of 
age  in  Christ,  that  there  be  no  place  left 
among  you,  either  for  error  in  religion,  or 
for  viciousness  in  life. 

Forasmuch  then  as  your  Office  is  both 
of  so  great  excellency,  and  of  so  great 
difficulty,  ye  see  with  how  great  care  and 
study  ye  ought  to  apply  yourselves,  as 
well  to  show  yourselves  dutiful  and  thank- 
ful unto  that  Lord  who  hath  placed  you 
in  so  high  a  dignity :  as  also  to  beAvare 
that  neither  you  yourselves  offend,  nor  be 
occasion  that  others  offend.  Howbeit  ye 
cannot  have  a  mind  and  will  thereto  of 
yourselves;  for  that  will  and  ability  is 
given  of  God  alone:  therefore  ye  ought, 
and  have  need,  to  pray  earnestly  for  his 
Holy  Spirit.  And  seeing  that  ye  cannot 
by  any  other  means  compass  the  doing  of 
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so  weighty  a  work,  pertaining  to  the 
salvation  of  man,  but  with  doctrine  and 
exhortation  taken  out  of  the  Holy  Scrip- 
tures, and  with  a  life  agreeable  to  the 
same;  consider  how  studious  ye  ought  to 
be  in  reading  and  learning  the  Scriptures, 
and  in  framing  the  manners  both  of  your- 
selves, and  of  them  that  specially  pertain 
unto  you,  according  to  the  rule  of  the 
same  Scriptures;  and  for  this  self-same 
cause,  how  ye  ought  to  forsake  and  set 
aside,  as  much  as  ye  may,  all  worldly 
cares  and  studies. 

"We  have  good  hope  that  ye  have  well 
weighed  these  things  with  yourselves,  long 
before  this  time ;  and  that  ye  have  clearly 
determined,  by  God's  grace,  to  give  your- 
selves wholly  to  this  Office,  whereunto  it 
hath  pleased  God  to  call  you ;  so  that,  as 
much  as  lieth  in  you,  ye  will  apply  yourselves 
wholly  to  this  one  thing,  and  draw  all 
your  cares  and  studies  this  way;  and  that 
ye  will  continually  pray  to  God  the  Father, 
by  the  Mediation  of  our  only  Saviour 
Jesus  Christ,  for  the  heavenly  assistance 
of  the  Holy  Ghost:  that  by  daily  reading 
and  weighing  the  Scriptures,  ye  may  wax 
riper  and  stronger  in  your  Ministry;  and 
that  ye  may  so  endeavor  yourselves,  from 
time  to  time,  to  sanctify  the  lives  of  you 
and  yours,  and  to  fashion  them  after  the 
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Rule  and  Doctrine  of  Christ,  that  ye  may 
be  wholesome  and  godly  examples  and 
patterns  for  the  people  to  follow. 

And  now,  that  this  present  Congrega- 
tion of  Christ  may  also  understand  your 
minds  and  wills  in  these  things,  and  that 
this  your  promise  may  the  more  move  you 
to  do  your  duties ;  ye  shall  answer  plainly 
to  these  things,  which  we,  in  the  name  of 
God,  and  of  his  Church,  shall  demand  of 
you  touching  the  same. 

DO  you  think  in  your  heart,  that  you 
are  truly  called,  according  to  the  will 
of  our  Lord  Jesus  Christ,  and  according 
to  the  order  of  this  Church,  to  the  Office 
and  Ministry  of  a  Presbyter? 
Answer.     I  think  it. 

Bishop. 

ARE  you  persuaded  that  the  Holy  Scrip- 
tures contain  all  Doctrine  required  as 
necessary  for  eternal  salvation  through 
faith  in  Jesus  Christ?  and  are  you  deter- 
mined, out  of  the  said  Scriptures  to  in- 
struct the  people  committed  to  your  charge, 
and  to  teach  nothing,  as  necessary  to  salva- 
tion, but  that  which  you  shall  be  per- 
suaded may  be  concluded  and  proved  by 
the  Scripture? 
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Answer.     I  am  so  persuaded,  and  have 
so  determined  by  God's  grace. 

Bishop.
